STATUE  OF  SAMUEL  L.  CLEMENS  (**MARK  TWAIN"). 

Monument  erected  in  River  view  park,  Hannibal,  Mo.  Erected  under  I  lie  supervision 
of  commission  composed  of  F.  L.  Scliofleld,  W.  F.  Chamberlain,  S.  F.  Roderick,  W.  B.  Petti- 
bone  and  John  L.  RoBards  by  authority  of  special  act  of  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly, 
introduced  by  Frank  H.  Sosey,  which  General  Assembly  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars 
for  the  erection  of  the  statue.  Frederick  C.  Hiby)ard  of  Chicago,  sculptor.  The  figure  is  of 
bronze,  nine  feet  high,  mounted  on  a  pedestal  of  Missouri  granite  seven  feet  in  height.  The 
monument  bears  the  following  inscription:  "Samuel  Langhorne  Clemens,  1835 — Mark 
Twain,  1910.  His  religion  was  humanity  and  a  whole  world  mourned  for  him  when  he  died. 
Erected  by  the  State  of  Missouri,  1913." 

Samuel  L.  Clemens  ("Mark  Twain"),  the  most  famous  of  American  humorists,  was 
born  at  Florida,  Monroe  county.  Mo.,  November  30,  1835;  worked*  in  Ament's  printing 
oflice  and  Orion's  newspaper  ollice  in  llaunil)al  when  not  in  school;  turning  from  the  printing 
office  to  piloting  on  the  Mississippi  river  from  St.  Louis  to  New  Orleans  from  1850  to  180 1; 
enlisted  and  appointed  lieutenant  in  the  Confederate  army  under  Gen.  Thomas  Harris  in 
1801.  He  traveled  very  extensively  and  made  lecture  tours  of  the  world  in  the  gathering  of 
material  for  his  books  and  stories.  His  best  and  perhaps  his  most  prominent  work  was  done 
as  a  pictures(iue  novelist  in  "The  Adventures  of  T(jm  Sawyer"  and  "The  Adventures  of 
Huckleberry  Finn."  In  addition  to  the  works  mentioned,  he  wrote  "Innocents  Abroad," 
"The  (iilded  Age,"  "A  Tramp  Abroad,"  "Tlie  Prince  and  the  Pauper,"  "Tlie  Personal 
Recollections  of  Joan  of  Arc,"  "Tom  Sawyer  Abroad"  and  numerous  others.  He  received 
many  honors  from  universities  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  He  received  the  degree  of 
L.  11.  D.  from  Yale  University  in  1901,  LL.  D.  from  the  University  of  Missouri  in  1902  and 
Litt.  D.  from  Oxford  University  in  1907.  lie  was  the  most  popular  writer  in  America  at 
tlie  time  of  his  death,  and  it  may  be  doubted  if  any  writer  in  the  world  had  more  popularity 
or  was  more  widely  read  than  lie.    He  died  Aj)ril  21,  1910. 

STATUE  OF  BRIGADIER-GENERAL  JAMES  SHIELDS. 

Erected  at  Carrollton,  Mo.  Moiuimcint  unveiled  November  12,  1911.  Erected  tmder 
supervision  of  commission  comi)Osed  of  Edward  A.  Dickson,  Harry  C.  Brown  and  Hiram  J. 
Wilcoxen  by  atithority  of  special  act  of  the  Forty-seventh  General  Assembly,  introdticcid  by 
Senator  Wm.  G.  Busby.  The  state  ai)proi)riated  ten  tho\isand  dollars  for  the  i)urpose. 
Frederick  C.  Ilibbard  of  Chicago  was  the  sculptor.  Tlie  Hgure  of  bronze  is  in  the  unironn 
of  a  brigadier-general  of  the  Civil  war.  It  is  nine  feet  high  and  mounted  on  a  i)e(h>stal  of  Mis- 
souri red  granite  ten  feet  in  height.  The  monument  bears  the  following  inscriptions:  On  the 
front:  "General  James  Shields,  born  in  county  Tyrone,  Ireland,  May  10th,  1810;  dicil  .luiie,  1, 
1879.  liests  at  St.  Mary's  cemetery,  near  Carrollton.  Mo.  Erected  by  the  Slate  of  Missoin  i 
in  recognition  of  his  distinguished  public  services  and  exemplary  private  virtut  s."  Ou  ilu- 
back:  "Soldier,  statesman,  jurist,  patriot,  brigadier-general,  Mexicran  war,  Cerro  Ciordo, 
Chapultepec;  Civil  war,  Winchester,  I'ort  Repul)lic;  United  States  Senator  frojn  Illinois, 
Minnesota,  Missouri;  Governor,  Oregon  territory;  Commissioner,  United  States  Land 
Office;  Justice,  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois." 

Brigadier-General  James  Shields  immigrated  to  America  in  1820;  commissioned  by  the 
United  States  Government  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Seminole  Indian  war;  elected  to  State 
Senate  of  Illinois  in  1830;  three  years  later  elected  State  Auditor  of  Illinois,  serving  two 
terms;  appointed  Judge  of  Supreme  Coiu-t  of  Illinois  in  1813;  two  years  later  appcjinted 
Commissioner  United  States  Land  Office;  commissioned  brigadier-general,  Mexican  war,  in 
1810;  two  years  later  appointed  Governor  of  Oregon;  elected  United  States  Senator  from 
Illinois  in  1849;  elected  United  States  Senator  from  Minnesota  in  1857;  elected  to  Congress 
from  IVlissouri  in  1808,  but  seat  given  Mr.  Van  Horn,  his  opponent;  elected  to  Missouri  House 
of  Rei)resontatives  from  Carroll  cotxnty  in  1874,  and  four  years  later  elected  United  States 
Senator  from  Missouri. 

STATUE  OF  GENERAL  STERLING  PRICE. 

Monument  erected  at  Keytesville,  Mo.  Unveiled  Tliursday,  .June  17,  1915.  Erected 
under  supervision  of  commission  composed  of  J.  D.  Ingram  of  Nevada,  Ivlrs.  Bondurant 
Hughes  and  M.  VV.  And(;rson  of  Keytesville  by  authority  of  special  act  of  Forty-sixth  General 
Assembly,  introduced  by  John  D.  Tu>lor,  which  General  Assembly  appropriated  live  thousand 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  the  statue.  The  McNeal  Marble  Works  of  Marietta,  (ieorgia, 
designed  it.  The  monument  stands  near  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Price  Memorial  park. 
The  figure  in  bronze  represents  the  general  standing  with  his  hat  in  hand  addressing  his  men, 
is  eight  feet  high,  motmted  on  a  pedestal  of  stone  nine  feet  in  height.  Heavy  bronze  plates 
on  each  side  bear  the  following  inscriptions:  On  north  side,  "General  Sterling  I'rice;  born  in 
Prince  Edward  county,  Virginia,  September  11,  1809;  resided  in  Chariton  county,  INlissouri, 
1831-1805;  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Missouri  General  Assembly,  1S40-1844; 
elected  to  Congress,  1844;  participated  in  war  with  INIexico,  1840-48,  rising  from  rank  of 
colonel  to  that  of  brigadier-general;  chairman  of  convention  of  1801;  major-general  in  com- 
mand of  Missouri  State  troops,  1801-1802;  died  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  September  29,  1807." 
On  south  side,  "General  Sterling  Price,  1809-1807;"  on  west  side,  "Governor  Missouri, 
1853-1857;"  ou  east  side,  "Major-Goneral  C.  S.  A.,  1802-1805." 
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MISSOURI. 


HER  PEOPLE.  HISTORY.  INDUSTRIES  AND  PRODUCTS. 

History — Missouri  was  carved  out  of  the  French  province  known  as  Louisiana.  April 
9,  1682,  La  Salle,  tlie  explorer,  claimed  for  his  government  nearly  the  entire  Alls^sissippi 
valley.  The  French  Governor's  official  residence  to  1701  Avas  at  Fort  Biloxi;  from  1701  to 
1723  at  Mobile,  and  then  at  New  Orleans.  November  3,  17G2,  France  ceded  Louisiana  to 
Spain,  but  the  Spanish  authorities  did  not  take  possession  of  Upper  Louisiana,  of  which  St. 
Louis  was  the  capital,  till  May  20,  1770.  Spain  retroceded  Louisiana  to  France  by  treaty 
of  October  1,  1800,  ratified  March  21,  1801,  but  the  actual  transfer  of  Upper  Louisiana  was 
not  made  till  March  9,  1804.  April  30,  1803,  Franco  ceded  for  a  cash  consideration  tlie 
province  of  Louisiana  to  the  United  States,  the  actual  transfer  of  Upper  Louisiana  being 
nuide  March  10,  1804,  at  St.  Louis.  Under  act  of  Congress,  approved  October  31,  1803, 
i^resident  Thomas  Jefferson  appointed  AVm.  C.  C.  Clail)orne  (who  was  at  the  time  Governor 
of  the  Mississippi  territory)  Governor,  and  invested  him  "with  the  powers  heretofore  exer- 
cised by  the  Governor  and  Intendant  of  Louisiana."  December  20,  1803,  Governor  Clai- 
borne assumed  the  government  at  New  Orleans.  January  12,  1804,  Captain  Amos  Stoddard 
was  appointed  agent  and  commissioner  of  the  French  Republic.  In  that  capacity  lie  had 
received  the  province  from  Delassus  at  St.  Louis  March  9,  and  the  following  day  delivered 
it  to  himself  for  the  United  States,  having  been  autliorized  to  do  so  by  Wm.  C.  C.  Claiborne, 
ex  officio  Governor  of  the  territory  of  Louisiana.  From  October  1,  1804,  the  district  of 
Louisiana  consisted  of  all  that  part  of  the  territory  purchased  from  France,  except  tliat 
portion  lying  south  of  what  is  now  the  State  of  Arkansas.  The  government  was  assigned 
to  the  officers  of  the  territory  of  Indiana,  of  which  AVilliam  Henry  Harrison  was  Ciovcrnor 
till  March  3,  1805.  On  this  date  the  territory  of  Louisiana  was  erected  with  the  same  limits 
as  the  district  of  Louisiana.  The  capital  was  St.  Louis,  and  from  March  3,  1805,  liH  the 
last  part  of  1806  James  Wilkinson  was  Governor.  The  territory  of  INIissouri  was  erected 
December  7,  1812,  and  had  the  same  limits,  government  and  capital  as  the  territory  of 
Louisiana.  From  December  7,  1812,  to  July,  1813,  Frederick  Bates  was  Secretary  and 
Acting  Governor.  From  July,  1813  to  1820,  William  Clark  Avas  Governor.  Under  act  of 
Congress,  i^assed  March  6,  1820,  tlie  State  of  Missouri  was  organized.  Jtily  19,  1820,  tlu> 
Constitutional  Convention  met  in  St.  Louis.  Se])temb(>r  19,  1820,  tlie  state  officers  assunu'd 
their  duties.  August  10,  1821,  the  proclamation  was  issued  admitting  Missouri  as  a  state. 
By  act  of  Congress  Jime  7,  1836,  which  took  effect  by  proclamation  ISIarch  28,  1837,  tlie 
western  boundary  was  extended  to  include  the  "Platte  Ptirchase,"  area  of  which  was  3,168 
sciuare  miles.  The  present  gross  area  of  the  state  is  69,415  square  miles.  Until  November 
1,  1821,  the  capital  was  at  St.  Louis;  until  October  1,  1826,  at  St.  Charles,  and  since  that 
date  at  Jefferson  City. 

Area — Missouri  is  larger  than  any  state  east  of  or  bordering  on  the  Mississii)pi  river, 
except  Minnesota.  From  north  to  south  it  is  282  miles,  averages  335  miles  in  widtli,  and 
includes  over  44,426,600  acres.  Tlie  entire  states  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Coaiiectit;ut , 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island  and  Delaware  could  be  put  down  side  by  side 
within  its  limits  and  still  leave  almost  enough  acreage  to  make  another  Rhode  Island.  Mis- 
souri is  as  big  as  fourteen  Connecticuts,  thirty-three  Delawares,  or  fifty-flve  Rhode  Islamls, 
is  more  than  half  the  area  of  Prussia,  one-third  that  of  France,  two-thirds  of  Italy,  nearly 
two-thirds  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  twice  the  size  of  Portugal,  and  six  times  Bel- 
gium. 

Boundaries — The  eastern  boundary  begiris  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  Des  Moines  river,  due  east  from  an  iron  pillar  on  the  Avest  bank  of  said  riA  cr  (estab- 
lished on  an  "Indian  boundary  line"  rim  in  1816,  and  re-established  in  1850  as  the  northern 
boundary  of  Missouri);  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the 
Mississippi  river;  thence  due  east  to  the  middle  of  its  main  channel;  thence  down  said  line 
in  the  Mississii)i)i  to  the  T)arallel  of  3()°  of  north  latitude.  The  southern  boundary  is  co- 
incident with  the  parallel  of  36°  of  north  latitude  between  the  Mississippi  and  St.  Francis 
rivers,  and  Avitli  the  parallel  of  3t)°  30'  of  north  latitude  from  the  St.  Francis  river  west 
to  the  Avest  line  of  the  State.  The  Avestern  boundary  begins  in  the  middle  of  tlit^  main 
channel  of  the  Alissouri  river  on  parallel  40°  34'  40"  of  north  latitude;  thence  down  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kansas  river;  thence  due  south  177  miles,  4 
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chains  and  83  links  to  the  parallel  of  3G°  30'  of  north  latitude.  The  northern  boundary 
from  the  Missouri  river  east  to  the  "old  northwest  corner  of  the  state"  (prior  to  the  lMat((i 
Purchase)  is  coincident  with  the  parallel  of  40°  34'  40"  north  latitude  (the  "old  corner"  was 
located  in  1816  at  a  point  100  miles  due  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  Kansas  river);  thence 
westwardly  to  the  Des  Moines  river  on  a  lino  surveyed  in  181G,  said  line  southing  about 
two  degrees  and  marked  by  certain  mileposts  and  monuments  relocated  and  re-esta.blished 
by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  1849. 

Soil — In  variety,  fitness  for  making  profitable  the  largest  number  of  industries,  in 
richness,  excellence  and  productivity,  Missouri  has  no  equal.  Its  northern,  western  and 
southwestern  prairie  lands,  its  river  valley  and  bottom  lands  in  northwestern,  northeastern, 
central  and  soutlieastern  portions  are  as  rich  in  alluvial  deposits  as  anywhere  in  the  world, 
and  far  more  extensive  than  in  any  state  in  tlie  Union.  The  undulating  hills  forming  the 
watersheds  for  its  many  streams  are  ideal  for  fruits,  grasses,  live  stock,  dairying  and  poultry 
raising. 

Climate — Situated  midway  between  the  limits  of  the  temperate  zone,  the  average 
temperature  is  54  degrees,  which  is  70  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  United  States.  Sum- 
mers are  never  torrid  nor  winters  frigid.  Spring  and  autunm  so  merge  with  other  seasons,  by 
the  almanac  only  can  one  tell  where  on(!  Ijegins  and  tlie  other  ends.  Sunshine  and  rain 
are  bestowed  in  such  proportion  a.s  to  give  the  state  front  rank  in  tlie  average  percentage  of 
each. 

Agriculture — For  resources  agricultural,  Missouri  surpasses  any  equal  area  on  the 
earth'.s  surface.  This  does  not  mean  that  Missouri  produces  more  of  every  agricultural  prod- 
uct than  any  other  state,  but  it  does  produce  more  of  a  greater  number  of  products.  A 
few  states  may  excel  in  a  single  article,  but  when  all  the  things  necessary  to  the  physical 
comfort  of  man  and  for  his  material  prosperity  are  taken  together,  such  as  corn,  wheat, 
oats,  milk,  butter,  cream,  honey,  fruits,  vegetables,  hay,  grasses,  wool,  cotton  and  tobacco, 
Missouri  is  the  inidisputed  leader.  The  enormous  production  of  cereals  and  the  thousands 
ui)on  thousands  of  blue-grass  pasture  farms,  etiualing  in  (piality  and  surpassing  in  area  Jven- 
tucky's  famous  fields,  make  the  raising  of  live  stock  a  prontat)le  branch  of  farm  industry. 
Missouri  mules  have  an  establishoil  rei)utation  on  every  continent;  her  thoroughbred  and 
standard-bred  saddle  and  harness  horses  capture  prizes  wherever  the  contest  equestrian  is 
known.  Missouri  stock  breeders,  with  their  superb  herds  of  pure-bred  cattle,  hogs  and  slicep, 
furnish  prize  winners  innumerable  in  the  greatest  world-wide  competition  show  rings,  slate 
and  national.  The  last  decennial  census  gave  the  approximate  value  of  farms  in  Missouri 
devoted  to  the  live-stock  indiistry,  of  buildings  and  equipment  for  carrying  on  the  business 
of  live-stock  growing,  as  in  excess  of  one  billion  dollars.  The  number  of  Missouri  farms  ex- 
ceeds that  of  any  other  state,  and  the  value  as  estimated  by  the  federal  census  reports  of  the 
cultivated  farm  lands  is  nearly  two  billions  of  dollars.  Missouri  has  more  apple  trees  than 
any  other  state,  and  contains  the  largest  orchard  in  the  world.  The  wheat  crop  is  estimated 
at  $50,000,000.00  annually,  and  the  hay  and  forage  crop  at  nearly  $55,000,000.00  annually. 
The  state  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  American  corn  belt.  One  Missouri  farmer  grows  more 
corn  each  year  on  his  farm  than  is  grown  in  the  nine  states  of  Utah,  Oregon,  Washington,  Ari- 
zona, Idaho,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Nevada  and  Rhode  Island.  Three  among  Missouri's  best 
corn-producing  coimties  grow  more  corn  than  is  grown  in  nineteen  other  states,  in  which  are 
included  all  of  New  England.  Missouri  grows  three  times  as  much  corn  as  all  of  South 
America,  three-fiths  as  much  as  all  of  Europe  and  nearly  one-half  as  much  as  all  the  world 
outside  of  the  United  States.  The  value  of  the  annual  corn  crop  of  the  state  exceeds  an  aver- 
age of  a  million  dollars  in  ea(;h  of  tlie  one  hundretl  anil  fourteen  counties,  or  a  total  in 
round  numbers  of  $120,000,000.00.  The  last  orticial  report  places  the  total  annual  value  of 
the  principal  crops  of  Missouri  at  $250,000,000.00. 

Mining — Ever  since  Fernando  De  Soto  conducted  into  the  interior  the  expedition  that 
led  to  the  discovery  of  the  Mississippi  river,  Missouri  has  been  knomi  as  a  mineral  country. 
This  country  now  includes  the  production  of  kaohn,  copper,  silver,  tripoli,  nickel,  cobalt, 
iron,  baryta,  coal,  lead  and  zinc.  Missouri  quarries  marble,  granite,  limestone,  sandstone 
and  various  clays  in  great  abimdance  and  of  the  fmest  quality.  This  state  produces  two- 
thirds  of  the  spelter  made  from  zinc  ore  mined  in  the  United  States  and  about  60  per  cent 
of  all  the  zinc  ore  mined  on  the  North  American  continent;  twenty-two  states  producer 
zinc,  but  Missouri's  product  is  about  twice  as  much  as  all  the  others  and  five  times  as  much 
as  that  of  Colorado,  the  nearest  competitor.  The  1914  output  was  nearly  $15,000,000.00,  or 
more  than  a  million  a  month.  In  nickel  and  cobalt  Missouri  divides  with  Oregon  the  honor 
of  leading.  Notwithstanding  the  disciriminations  of  the  st(;el  trust;  whoso  bligliling  hand  is 
against  the  iron  ore  resources  of  this  State,  y(!t  Missouri  Is  aiuiiially  j)rodui;ing  a,  <iii;ir(.er 
millio/i  dollars'  worth.  Missouri  is  the  iradiiig  st.ite  in  (he  ixoduclion  of  b.uytr.i,  pl.ichiK  ji,  i 
much  on  the  market  as  all  the  othisr  s(,at<vs,  ;ui(|  doubling  I  hn  toniiiigo  |)iiMlii(  r(i  In  T<  nno  ifu  n, 
the  state  next  in  rank.  In  the  produclion  of  coal  Missouri  surj>ass(;s  T(;xas,  Ail(iitis;i.4.  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma,  l.tah,^  VVasliington,  N<;)>r;i.sk;i ,  .M  i(;lii;.';in  ;ui(|  rivaln  Virginia.  The  v,.lii.) 
of  the  1914  annual  production  was  a  little  less  tlian  $7 .OiU). {)()(). UO.  The  supply  is  eHtJnui  t,e<l  I, 
nearly  forty  billion  ton.s,  and  at  the  present  rate  of  consumption  will  last  nine  thou.sand  yeani. 
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Ivlissouri  is  also  the  leading  lead-producing  state.  The  annual  production  is  about  throe 
himdred  thousand  tons,  valued  at  approximately  $15,000,000.00.  When  reduced  to  pig  lead 
the  worth  to  the  smelters  is  in  round  numbers  nearly  five  millions  more.  The  total  value  of 
the  annual  output  of  mines,  quarries,  stone  and  clay  products  is  about  $40,000,000.00,  an 
amount  far  in  excess  of  the  widely  exploited  values  of  the  gold  or  silver  output  of  the  Kocky 
Moimtain  states. 

Manufactures — Central  geographical  location,  close  proximity  to  great  markets,  ex- 
cellent transportation  facilities,  abundant  supply  of  cheap  fuel,  unsurpassed  water  power 
and  hydro-electric  facilities,  inexhaustible  natural  resources  and  raw  materials,  make  Mis- 
souri the  best  and  most  advantageous  state  in  tlie  Union  for  prosperous  factories.  The 
energy,  thrift  and  enterprise  of  the  people  have  placed  the  state  near  the  top  as  a  manu- 
facturing center,  passing  many  of  the  states  much  older.  The  last  census  report  credits 
Missouri  with  8,375  manufacturing  establishments,  giving  employment  to  185,705  persons 
who  receive  during  the  year  in  salaries  and  wages  $109,837,000.00.  Of  the  niimber  employed 
152,093  are  wage-earners.  The  value  of  the  products  of  the  factories  was  $574,111,000.00, 
to  produce  which  materials  costing  $354,411,000.00  were  used.  Tlie  packing  house  products 
of  the  state  have  reached  the  higli  valuation  of  eighty  millions  a  year.  As  a  boot  and  shoe 
manufacturing  State  Missouri  has  been  gaining  rapidly,  and  now  divides  honors  with 
Massachusetts,  a  state  that  for  many  years  held  the  lead  in  this  industry.  Missouri's 
sixty-odd  boot  and  slioe  factories  are  producing  annually  footwear  values  in  excess  of  sixty 
millions  of  dollars.  The  product  of  flour  mills  and  grist  mills  adds  nearly  fifty  millions 
more  annually  to  the  wealth  of  the  state,  while  breweries  and  bakeries  pile  up  another  fifty 
million.  Everything  mankind  may  need  or  want  is  manufactured  in  Missouri.  The  fol- 
lowing partial  list  of  factory  products  is  given  to  show  the  varied  character  of  the  manufac- 
turing industry.  Cob  pipes,  pearl  buttons,  soap,  glass,  musical  instruments,  lime,  electrical 
instruments,  spelter,  zinc  oxide,  white  lead,  drugs,  street  and  railway  cars,  motor  vehicles, 
rubber  goods,  flags  and  banners,  books,  furniture,  brick,  tile,  bed  springs,  stoves,  cement, 
dynamite,  coflhis,  surgical  and  niathcmatical  instruments,  chemicals,  dyes,  engines,  boilers, 
farm  implements,  carriages,  wagons,  stoneware,  pottery,  paper,  paint,  clothing,  leather 
goods,  millinery,  wire,  gas,  jewelry,  confectionery,  food  preparations,  brooms,  brushes, 
and  hundreds  of  other  articles.  A  more  inviting  field  for  capital  and  labor  cannot  be  found 
than  the  one  Missouri  furnishes  to  the  world. 

Poultry— All  the  silver  annually  mined  in  the  United  States  is  worth  less  than  the 
annual  poultry  products  of  Missouri.  This  state  "counts  licr  chickens"  now  by  the  scores 
of  millions,  after  they  are  hatched  and  while  tliey  are  laying,  for  the  annual  production  of 
eggs  hovers  about  100,000,000  dozens.  The  poultry  crop  and  the  wheat  crop  of  Missouri 
are  rimning  a  "nip-and-tuck"  race,  the  former,  however,  gaining  rapidly.  Where  one  hen 
now  disturbs  the  silent  solitude  of  the  Ozark  cop  and  glen,  in  a  few  years  ten  or  twenty 
will  cackle  to  boast  of  their  achievements.  Climate,  soil  and  water  have  made  Missouri 
the  home  of  the  hen.  Iler  cackle  has  already  far  surpassed  in  commercial  importance  the 
bray  of  tiie  justly  celebrated  mule.  Though  worth  as  much  as  Missouri's  wheat  or  mineral 
output,  the  hen  has  scratched  the  Inmuis  of  but  a  small  fraction  of  ]\lissouri's  forty-four 
million  acres. 

Lumber — Missouri  is  one  of  the  few  "middle  states"  that  yet  markets  ties,  lumber, 
lath  and  shingles  in  largo  quantities.  The  slate  annually  markets  about  ten  million  ties, 
worth  about  $4,000,000.00  to  the  producer.  More  than  a  thousand  sawmills  had  an  output 
of  600,159,000  feet  of  lumber  in  one  year,  according  to  the  last  census  report,  the  approximate 
value  of  which  was,  in  round  numbers,  $30,000,000.00.  This  product,  however,  has  now  begun 
to  diminish. 

Dairying — Wonderful  progress  is  being  made  in  this  industry  in  Missouri.  The  sur- 
plus dairy  production  of  1914  was  valued  at  $18,000,000.00.  The  annual  butter  output  is 
estimated  at  $12,000,000.00.  All  parts  of  the  state  are  well  adapted  to  the  dairy  industry. 
Nearly  one-half  the  area  of  the  state  is  better  adapted  to  dairying  than  any  other  industry, 
as  the  climate  is  such  as  to  require  a  minimum  amomit  of  Avinter  feeding  and  a  maximum 
amoimt  of  pasturing.  An  abmidance  of  pure,  clear  water  m  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  es- 
pecially that  part  which  produces  a  luxuriant  growth  of  grasses,  is  a  very  favorable  factor. 
One  very  important  advantage  that  is  contributhig  so  largely  to  the  rapid  growth  of  dairying 
in  Missouri  is  the  large  market  found  in  close  proximity  created  by  the  dense  population 
of  the  large  cities  in  Ali.ssouri  and  near  its  boundaries. 

Education — The  State  University  at  Columbia  stands  at  the  head  of  the  system. 
Five  state  normal  schools,  Lincoln  Institute,  a  school  for  tlie  deaf  and.  dumb,  and  one  for 
the  blind,  supplement  the  work  of  the  common  and  high  schools.  The  largo  available 
public  school  fund  with  which  tlie  system  is  endowed  gives  Missouri  a  luiique  and  prominent 
distinction  in  the  school  world.  This  permanent  fund  is  now  $15,000,000.00,  besides  which 
there  is  $43,810,942.00  invested  in  schoolhouses.  The  state  has  10,912  i)ublic  schoolhouses 
with  18,859  rooms,  wherein  19,440  teachers  dally  instruct  914,160  pupils.  The  amount  in 
1914  spent  for  public  education  in  Missouri  was  $17,690,052.13. 
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Other  Advantages — Missouri  transportation  facilities  aro  modern  and  extensive. 
The  state  has  sixty-six  railroad  systems,  witli  8,130  miles  of  main  track  and  t\venty-si\ 
electric-driven  roads  with  928  miles.  More  roads  are  needed  to  develop  the  vast  resources 
yet  vmtouched.  Many  Missouri  cities  and  towns  have  electric  lines,  suburban  and  inter- 
iirban;  some  are  in  course  of  construction,  others  extending,  and  some  are  ))eing  promoted. 
Missouri  has  more  miles  of  navigable  rivers  on  and  within  her  borders  than  any  other  state. 
This  is  a  resource  of  imtold  value  that  will  bo  better  appreciated  when  Missouri  with  the 
density  of  Rhode  Island's  population  is  sustainuig  forty  millions  of  people.  The  only  deljt 
Missouri  has  is  the  $3,500,000.00  obligation  incurred  in  lUll  for  a  new  capitol.  An  annual 
levy  of  only  two  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars'  assessed  valuation  creates  a  sinking  fund 
which  is  already  large  enough  to  liquidate  nearly  half  the  debt.  The  state  does  business  on 
a  cash  basis,  the  revenue  of  a  biennial  period  paying  the  obUgations  of  that  period.  The 
state  tax  rates  are  two  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  capitol,  one  for  the  school 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  five  for  the  public  schools,  and  ten  for  all  other  purposes.  This 
rate,  with  the  low  assessed  valuation,  niakes  IVIissouri  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  state 
government  the  lowest  of  any  sjtate  in  the  Union.  Constitutional  tax  limitations  on  state, 
county  and  municipality  protect  the  taxpayer  from  the  vagaries  and  extravagances  of  tlie 
chimerical.  No  state  or  nation  has  more  intelligctnt,  progressive,  lionie-lo\ ing  and 
God-fearing  people  than  Missouri.  A  state's  most  valuable  asset  is  her  people.  Tiiere  are 
no  better  or  more  desirable  people  than  Missourians.  TJie  (lueeniy  wonuuiiiood  and  stalwart 
manhood  of  this  state  appreciate  the  blessings  so  bountifully  bestowed  by  the  Giver  of  all 
good,  and  are  patriotically  contributing  all  the  virtues  essential  to  make  the  commonwealth 
the  best  and  greatest  of  the  matchless  sisterhood  of  states.  In  Missoin-i's  name  and  in  the 
name  of  the  people,  a  hearty  and  sincere  welcome  is  here  extended  to  the  worthy  outside  the 
borders  of  the  state  to  come  and  share  the  enjoyments  of  home  where  neighbors  are  neighborly 
and  life  is  worth  living. 


THE  GREAT  SEAL  OF  THE  STATE. 


Governor  Alexander  McNair,  in  a  message  to  the  first  General  Assembly,  dated  St. 
Charles,  Mo.,  November  6,  1821,  called  attention  to  the  need  of  g,  state  seal,  and  urged  the 
Legislature  to  adopt,  by  enactment,  devices  for  the  same.  A  select  committee,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Smith,  Alcorn  and  Elston,  was  appointed,  Chauncey  Smith  being  chairman, 
which  reported  the  following  bill,  the  same  passing  the  Assembly,  and  receiving  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  January  11,  1822: 

"The  device  for  an  armorial  achievement  for  the  State  of  Missouri  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Arias,  parted  per  pale,  on  the  dexter  side;  gules,  the  white  or  grizzly  bear  of  Missouri, 
passant  guardant,  proper  on  a  chief  engrailed;  azure,  a  crescent  argent;  on  the  sinister  side, 
argent,  the  arms  of  the  United  States;  the  whole  within  a  band — inscribed  with  the  words 
'United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall.'  For  the  crest,  over  a  helmet  full-faced,  graded  with  six  bars, 
or  a  cloud  proper,  from  whicli  ascends  a  star  argent,  and  above  it  a  constellation  of  twenty- 
three  smaller  stars,  argent,  on  an  azure  field,  surrounded  by  a  cloud  proper.  Supporters  on 
each  side,  a  white  or  grizzly  bear  of  Missouri,  rampant,  guardant  proper,  standing  on  a  scroll, 
inscribed  with  the  motto,  'Salus  populi  suprema  lex  esto,'  and  under  the  scroll  the  numerical 
letters  MDCCCXX.    And  the  great  seal  of  the  state  shall  be  so  engraved  as  to  present  by 
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its  impression  the  device  of  (he  armorial  acliievemeiit  aforesaid,  sui-romided  by  a  scroll  in- 
scribed with  tlie  words,  "Die  great  seal  of  the  State  of  Missouri,'  in  Koman  capitals;  wliicli 
seal  shall  be  in  a  circular  foi-m,  and  not  more  than  two  aiul  a  half  inches  in  diameter." 

In  order  to  a  better  understanding  of  tliis  heraldic  language,  there  is  here  given  delini- 
tions  of  tlie  technical  terms  used: 

Arms:  The  ensigns  armorial  consisting  of  ligures  and  colors  borne  in  sliields,  l)anners, 
etc.,  as  marks  of  dignity  and  distinction. 

Pale:  One  of  the  greater  ordinaries,  being  a  broad,  perpendicular  iilripe  in  an  escutclieon 
equally  distant  from  the  two  edges  and  occupying  one-third  of  it. 

Dexter:  Right. 

Sinister:  Left. 

Gules:  Red,  to  denote  courage;  represented  on  printed  shields  by  straight  pi-rpen- 
dicular  lines  closely  drawn  tog(5ther. 

Tassant:  Walking;  a  ternT  applied  to  any  animal  on  a  shield  which  appears  to  walk 
leisurely;  passing. 

Guardant:  Having  the  face  turned  toward  the  spectator;  regarding;  looking. 
Proper:  Represented  in  its  natural  color. 
Chief:  The  upper  one-third  of  the  escutclieon. 

Engrailed:  To  indent  with  curved  lines  as  a  line  of  division  or  an  ordinary.  ' 
Azure:  Blue. 

Crescent:  A  bearing  in  the  form  of  the  new  moon. 
Argent:  Silver;  white. 

Crest:  An  appendage  to  the  shield  placed  over  it  and  usually  borne  upon  a  wrtiath. 
It  is  generally  some  portion  of  the  coat  armor  or  a  device  commemorative  of  some  incident 
in  apposite  history. 

Or:  Gold. 

Cloud  proper:  A  cloud  in  natural  color. 
Rampant:  Standing  upright  on  his  hind  legs. 

In  a  study  of  the  cut  in  connection  with  the  law  and  the  definitions  of  tcn-linical  terms, 
bear  in  mind  that  the  "dexter,"  or  right  side,  is  the  left  side  of  the  cut  as  you  look  at  it,  and, 
of  course,  tlie  "sinister,"  or  left  side,  is  the  right  side  of  the  cut.  It  is  quite  essential  to  a 
]iroi)er  understanding  that  this  be  known.  Observe  tiiat  the  coat  of  arms  is,  as  to  its  central 
portion,  separated  into  two  great  divisions,  the  sinister  side  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  coat 
of  arms  of  the  United  States,  which  consists  of  the  eagle  witli  the  arrows  in  its  talons,  and 
surmounted  by  a  constellation  of  stars  representing  the  states.  The  lower  dexter  side  of  tlie 
division,  the  Missouri  grizzly  bear,  and  the  upper  i)art  of  it,  the  crescent  or  bearing  in  tlie 
form  of  the  new  moon,  with  the  various  ideas  of  which  it  is  emblematic,  all  of  which  is  sur- 
rounded by  the  band,  upon  which  is  inscribed  the  words  "United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall." 
Over  the  coat  of  arms  proper  is  the  crest,  which  is  a  portion  thereof,  and.  in  this  case,  is  a 
helmet  full-faced,  grated  with  six  bars,  and  which  represents  strength,  above  which  is  the  star 
Missouri,  Avith  the  background  a  cloud  proper  and  surrounded  by  twenty-three  smaller  stars, 
representing  together  the  number  of  states  then  in  the  Union.  All  of  which  is  supported  on 
each  side  by  a  JNIissotu'i  grizzly  bear  rampant  guardant  proper,  standing  on  a  scroll  inscribed 
with  the  motto  "Salus  populi  suprema  lex  esto,"  and  under  the  scroll  the  numerical  letters 
MDCCOXX,  which  represents  the  year  in  which  Missouri  began  its  functions  as  a  state. 

Hon.  William  G,  Pettus,  then  Secretary  of  State,  who  first  carried  into  effect  the  statute 
prescribing  the  coat  of  arms  by  having  under  its  terms  engraved  a  seal  of  the  state,  no 
doubt  preferred  the  grizzly  bear,  the  option  being  given  him.  as  more  thoroughly  represent- 
ing the  rugged  character  of  the  people  of  the  state.  The  fact  that  the  coat  of  arms  of  thi- 
United  States  is  embodied  shows  the  patriotic  love  of  country  possessed  by  the  Missouri 
fathers,  and  the  mottoes  are  wholesome,  strong  and  patriotic. 
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MISSOURI'S  NEW  CAPITOL. 


The  new  capitol  is  -located  on  the  same  plat  of  groiuid  on  wliich  the  old  capitol  stood. 
The  central  part  of  the  north  side  is  Avhere  tlie  soiuli  entrance  of  the  old  buildinj^  Avas.  Tlu- 
longitudinal  axis  is  parallel  with  the  river  and  coincides  with  the  axis  of  Main  street.  Main 
street  is  parallel  with  the  river,  which  runs  a  little  north  of  west  and  south  of  east.  'IMie 
transverse  axis  coincides  with  that  of  tln^  Supreme  Court  building,  ))ringing  tlie  soutli,  or 
nuiin  entrance,  directly  opposite  the  main  (entrance  of  the  Supreme  Court  building. 

The  new  capitol  grounds  have  been  eidarged  by  tlic;  addition  of  all  the  land  west  of  tiie 
postolflce,  east  of  Broadway,  which  the  Calliolic  Clliurcli  faces,  antl  l)etween  High  sli-e(!t, 
wliich  the  Supreme  Coui't  building  frouls,  and  (lu;  t)ld  groiiiuls,  and  altogetliiu-  now  cmbraci's 
api)roximately  sixteen  acres. 

The  new  capitol  is  feet  long,  east  and  west,  'M)U  feet  wide  through  the  center,  eml)raciiig 
the  south  and  north  porticoes,  and  200  feet  wide  through  the  east  and  west  wings.  The  heights 
of  floors,  in  the  clear,  are  as  follows;  Sub-basement,  13  feet;  basement,  17  feet;  tlrst  floor, 
18  feet;  second  floor,  12  feet;  third  lloor,  10  ft;et  8  inches.  From  the  floor  of  the  sub-basement 
to  the  top  of  the  exterior  wall  is  88  fe(;t;  to  the  apex  of  the  dome,  2G2  feet.  The  capitol  covers 
approximately  three  acres  of  ground  and,  inctluding  sub-basement,  contains  430,170  sciuare 
feet  of  floor  space,  approximately  ten  acres.  The  solid  contents  of  the  building  is  a  little  in 
excess  of  0,000,000  cubic  feet.  The  interior  diameter  of  the  dome  is  02  feet  and  the  height 
from  the  legislative  Hoor  to  the  opening  is  ];{0  feet.  The  building  is  constructed  entir(!ly  of 
lii-cproof  matei'ials — the  exterior  of  Carthage^  stone,  with  all  structural  parts  of  st(;cl,  con- 
crete, terra  cotta  and  other  fire-resisting  mati.'rials. 

An  important  feature  is  the  throwing  togethir  of  the  first  and  second  floors,  under  the 
dome  and  in  the  longitudinal  passages,  so  that  in  the  large  spaces  the  full  height  of  two  storirs 
is  combined,  while  the  circulation  and  oflices  are  the  regular  height!  The  offices  are  practically 
(continuous  and  well  lighted,  being  only  20  feet  deep,  and  are  all  located  next  to  the  exterior 
wall.  The  outer  wall  of  the  first,  second  and  third  floors,  with  the  exception  of  the.  columns, 
is  laterally  all  window.  The  circulation  is  wiile  and  continuous  and  has  outside  liglit  at  the 
corners.  The  secondary  stairs  and  elevators  are  in  the  four  corners  of  the  buililing,  just  oif 
the  circulation,  so  placed  that  members  of  the  Legislature  can  enter,  from  I'ither  side,  directly 
to  their  cloakrooms  without  passing  through  IJio  lohhies,  and  employes  can  enter  their  ollices 
without  passing  through  the  corridors.  The  cloak  and  confi-rt'iice  rooms  are  at  the  rear  of 
tiie  legislative  chambers,  so  that  the  legislators  may  liUim-  and  go  directly  to  their  committee 
rooms,  or  legislative  chambers,  vvithout  Juiviug  to  pa.ss  througii  the  halls  or  corridors. 

The  House  and  Senate  chambers  are  relatively  close  together.  The  cciilings  of  these 
chamljers  project  nearly  twenty  feet  above  the  roof,  thus  receiving  outside  an-  and  light, 
atfording  necessary  ventilation.  The  one  central  architectural  accent  of  the  building  is  the 
main  approach  to  the  legislative  chambers.  A  grand  state  stairway,  30  feet  wide,  in  a 
hall  the  full  height  of  the  building,  leads  to  the  rotunda  on  the  second  floor  under  the  great 
dome,  affording  entrance  to  the  chambers,  which  are  themselves  unusually  spacious  and 
dignified.  The  Senate  chamber  is  68  by  70  feet,  with  a  50-foot  ceiling,  with  circular  balcony 
on  north,  west  and  south  sides.  The  House  chamber  is  70  by  78  feet,  with  a  50-foot 
ceiling  and  a  balcony  on  ail  four  sides. 

A  distinctive  feature  is  that  the  three  most  important  floors  may  all  be  entered  directly 
from  the  exterior,  the  ground  floor  from  the  terrace,  the  first  floor  from  the  portico  level  and 
the  main,  or  legislative  floor,  from  the  grc-at  state  staircase.  There  will  be  a  imblic  entrance 
under  the  portico  and  a  driveway  from  the  east  end  of  Main  street  through  the  terrace  and 
basement,  so  that  the  Governor  may  drive  his  carriage,  or  motor  vehicle,  to  a  i)ri\  ale  cle\  ator 
which  connects  with  the  executive  chambers.  This  arrangement  affords  a  great  convenience 
to  occupants  and  visitors,  particularly  in  inclement  wi;ather. 

The  greatest,  feature  of  the  ground  floor  is  the  museum  on  either  side  of  the  rotunda, 
extending  through  two  stories  in  height.  These  museums  are  directly  below  the  Senate  and 
House  chambers  and  are  devoted,  on  the  one  side,  to  the  history  of  the  state  and  on  t  he  other 
side  to  natural  resources.  These  are  in  the  center,  serving  as  a  main  thoroughfare,  occupying 
l)asement  and  first  story  in  height.  Besides  sevei-al  state  departments,  there  is  located  on 
this  fioor  a  large  banquet  hall,  with  appointments,  fur  state  functions.  The  sub-basement 
will  be  used  chiefly  for  vault  and  storage  purposes.  The  basi;ment  will  be  given  over  to  the 
more  important  appointive  bureaus  such  as  that  of  the  Bank  C-onimissioner,  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, Labor  Commissioner  and  Publi(!  Service.  Commissioners. 

Tlu;  first  floor  is  lue  a(lminisli-a(  i  v(^  lloor.  In  tlu;  center  of  the  building,  on  the  rivei'  .side, 
are  the  large  ollices  and  reception  ro(nn  of  tin;  c;t)\ernor,  and,  in  their  proper  relations,  on  this 
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door,  are  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Sui)erintoudent  of 
Education,  with  their  respective  workrooms  and  vaults.  Tlio  tiovenior's  reception  i()t)ni, 
overlooking  the  north  terrace  and  the  river,  is  the  grt'at  feature  of  this  door. 

The  second,  or  legislative  floor,  is  approaclunl  ])y  the  great  state  stairs,  wliicii  rise  from  ' 
tlie  portico,  on  the  south,,  through  a  vaulted  vestibule,  GO  feet  high,  directly  lo  the  rotunda 
under  the  dome.  The  Senate  chamber  is  on  the  east  and  tlie  House  on  the  west,  so  arranged 
that  the  presiding  officers,  when  intervening  doors  are  opened,  may  see  each  other.  The 
conference  and  committee  rooms  surround  the  legislative  chambers  and  are  all  directly 
lighted  from  the  exterior.  The  legislative  chambers  rise  through  two  stories  and  extend  above 
the  roof,  so  that  not  only  are  they  lighted  by  skylights,  but  have  direct  window  openings  for 
light  and  ventilation. 

The  third  floor  contains  the  House  and  Sc;nate  galleries  and  government  departments 
not  housed  elsewhere. 

The  capitol  contains  more  than  one  hundi'ed  rooms.  Contract  for  construction  was  let 
to  the  John  Gill  &  Sons  Co.  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  $2,800,200.00.  This  was  exclusive  of  the 
foundation,  the  total  cost  of  which  was  $99,741.40.  The  total  contract  cost,  therefore,  of 
the  new  capitol  is  $2,959,941.40.  The  foundation  includes  285  piers,  resting  on  solid  rock, 
at  depths  varying  from  twenty  to  fifty  feet.  For  the  framework  5,200  tons  of  structural  steel 
were  required.  In  the  walls  and  floors  there  are  20,000  cubic  yards  of  concrete,  100,000 
barrels  of  cement,  70,000  cubic  feet  of  stone  in  tlie  interior  finish,  240,000  cubic  feet  of  stone 
and  5,000,000  brick  in  the  exterior  walls,  and  construction  material  of  other  kinds  in  unusually 
large  quantities  was  required. 

The  new  capitol  combines  in  a  remarkable  degree  the  greatest  utility  with  beauty  of 
architecture.  In  its  concQption  of  economy  of  room,  simplicity  of  arrangement,  articulation 
of  departments,  uninterrupted  circulation,  open  vistas,  stately  corridors  and  exceptional 
monumental  features,  it  surpasses  any  other  capitol  in  the  United  States. 

The  capitol  is  a  building  with  198  columns — 134  on  the  exterior  and  sixty-four  on  the 
Interior.  On  the  exterior,  rising  fronv  the  level  of  the  first  floor  and  running  entirely 
around  the  capitol,  are  ninety  columns.  Thirty-two  of  these  are  on  the  sides  of  the  wings 
of  the  building,  40  feet  high,  including  base  and  capitals,  engaged,  fluted,  4  feet  8  inclies 
in  diameter.  Twenty  are  on  the  ends — same  dimension  as  those  on  sides  save  that  they 
are  free  standing.  Eight  on  south  portico  and  six  on  north  portico  are  free  standing,  48  feet 
high  and  5  feet  in  diameter.  These  columns  are  also  fluted.  Tlicre  are  twelve  plain  shafts 
on  the  four  pylons,  18  inches  in  diameter,  engaged,  and  Hi  J  j  feet  high,  ami  eight  free  standing 
columns,  same  height  and  dimensions,  in  the  re-entrant  angles.  Around  the  dome  are  thirty- 
two  plain  columns,  24  feet  high  and  2  }4  feet  in  diameter.  A])out  the  lantern  above  the  dome 
are  twelve  columns,  9  feet  high  and  1  H  feet  in  diameter.  All  of  these  columns  are  Burlington 
limestone  from  the  Carthage  quarries.  On  the  interior  there  are  ten  columns  on  the  basem(;nt 
floor,  two  Burlington  limestone  and  eight  Missouri  red  granite,  14  feet  high  and  2  feet  in 
diameter.  On  the  flrst  floor  there  are  four  columns  in  front  of  the  (Jovernor's  reception 
room.  On  the  legislative  floor  there  are  fifty  columns  as  follows:  Twelve  Conway  granite 
monoliths  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  plain,  20  feet  high  and  23  j  feet  in  diameter;  in 
the  Senate  sixteen  royal  antique  marble  monoliths,  20  feet  high  and  2  feet  in  diauietci  ; 
four  in  the  main  rotunda  corridor;  two  in  front  of  the  legislative  library,  eight  in  the  legislative 
library  of  marble  and  eight  in  the  state  stairs.  All  of  these  are  Carthage  limestone  except 
where  otherwise  noted. 

The  new  power  house,  which  will  generate  the  heat  for  the  capitol,  Supreme  Court, 
executive  mansion  and  armory,  is  the  handsomest  and  inost  substantial  of  any  capitol  in 
this  country.  It  is  located  west  of  the  capitol  site,  on  adjoining  land  purchased  for  S17,700.t)0. 
This  plant  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $45,214.00.  It  is  94  by  72  feet,  34  feet  high,  and  connected 
with  the  capitol  by  a  tunnel  7  by  7  feet  and  380  feet  long. 

That  the  state  has  received  unprecedented  values,  the  convincing  fact  is  given  that  the 
cost  of  the  power  house,  including  tunnel,  is  10  cents  per  culjic  foot,  and  that  the  cost  of  the 
capitol,  including  foundation,  is  32  cents  per  cubic  foot.  The  usual  cost  of  monumental 
public  buildings  constructed  elsewhere  is  frt)m  50  cents  to  $1.25  per  cui)i(;  foot.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


GOVERNOR. 

ELLIOTT  W.  MAJOR  (Democrat)  was  born  in  Lincoln  county,  Missouri,  Octol)cr  20, 
18()4.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Watson  Seminary,  lie  studii'd  law 
in  the  office  of  the  Hon.  Champ  Clark  in  liowling  Green  and  was  admitted  to  and  began 
the  practice  of  law  on  attaining  his  majority.  In  1890  he  was  elected  Senator  from  the 
Eleventh  district,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Pike,  Lincoln  and  Audrain,  lie  was  chosen 
a  member  of  the  commission  revising  the  Statutes  in  181)9.  He  was  nominated  for  Attorney- 
(icneral  of  Missouri  on  the  Democratic  ticket  at  the  state  primary,  August  4,  1908,  without 
opposition  and  was  elected  at  the  following  general  election.  He  is  married  and  has  a  family 
of  three  children.    He  was  elected  Governor  at  the  November  general  election,  1912. 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

WILLIAM  K.  PAINTER  (Democrat)  was  born  at  Carrollton,  Carroll  county.  Mis-* 
.sduri,  .August  27,  1S03.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Carrollton,  later  entering 
I  lie  Si  liix.l  of  Mint  s  and  Metallurgy  at  Rolla,  from  which  he  graduated.  In  1885  he  was 
i  l.  (  li  d  cuiuily  surveyor  of  Carroll  countj',  which  position  he  held  for  four  years.  In  1888 
In-  marrird  to  Miss  (\»ra  Hern(.U)n  of  Carrollton.  He  is  now  editor  and  proprietor  of 
tlu-  Carrollloii  Di-moerat.  August  0,  1912,  he  was  chosen  by  the  Democratic  party  as  nominee 
fur  Li<  ulemuit-(io\ ernor  and  was  t>lected  at  the  November  election. 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

C()i{Ni:LIi;s  liOACH  (Democrat)  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Jerseyville,  .Tersey  county, 
IlUuois,  August  9,  18()3.  He  was  educattul  in  the  pul)lic  schools  of  his  native  county  and  tlu; 
>cluti<ls  of  St.  Louis.  The  early  years  of  his  life  he  spent  as  a  farmer.  For  eight  years  he 
engaged  In  teacliing  school,  part  of  which  time  he  "wielded  the  birch"  in  the  rural  schools 
and  part  ho  employed  as  principal  of  the  Jerseyville,  111.,  High  School  and  assistant  director 
an(t^  instructor  of  the  Jersey  County  Teachers'  Institute.  He  next  engaged  in  newspaper 
work,  being  first  employed  as  reporter  and  editor  of  the  Jersey  County  Democrat.  In 
1889  he  purchased  the  Jasper  County  Democrat,  published  at  Carthage,  Mo.,  where  ho 
has  ever  since  resided.  In  1893  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  State  Senate  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  General  Assembly  of  Missoini.  To  this  position  he  was  biennially  re-elected  for 
eight  successive  sessions,  up  to  and  including  tlfe  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly.  In 
1908  he  was  the  Democratic  nominee  for  Secretary  of  State  and  at  the  November  election 
of  that  year  was  elected.  In  1912  he  was  renominated  without  opposition  and  elected  for 
a  second  term  by  a  majority  greater  than  that  of  any  other  nominee  except  the  Governor. 
His  experience  has  afforded  him  a  notable  opportunity  to  possess  an  imusually  extensive 
knowledge  of  Missouri  and  Missouri's  governmental  affairs. 

STATE  AUDITOR. 

JNO.  P.  GORDON  (Democrat)  of  Lexington,  Mo.,  is  one  of  Missouri's  native  sons. 
He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Corder  in  Lafayette  county,  Missouri,  April  29,  1866,  receiving 
his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  that  county  and  at  Westminster  College,  Fulton,  Mo. 
He  served  as  deputy  county  clerk  of  Lafayette  county  for  eight  years  and  was  postmaster 
undcir  Cleveland  at  Corder,  Mo.,  for  four  years.  He  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  IMissoui'i 
Drummers'  Association  and  for  four  years  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
Missouri  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Fulton,  Mo.  Mr.  Gordon,  himself  a  militant  Democrat 
comes  of  southern  stock — his  mother  a  Virginian  and  his  father  a  Kentuckian.  He  is  a 
son  of  Maj.  Geo.  P.  Goi'don  of  Lafayette  comity,  wlio  gaineil  fame  in  General  Joe  Shelby's 
Urigade,  and  is  a  neplnHv  of  Col.  Frank  Gortion  of  "G()r(U)n's  Regiment."  On  December  25, 
1885,  at  Las  Vegas,  N.  Mex.,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Oma  Stoneroad,  who  is  of  southern 
par(>ntage.  Mr.  Gord(m  was,  prior  to  his  election,  employed  as  a  traveling  salesman  for 
a  numl)er  o,f  years,  and  is  widely  known  throughout  this  and  otlier  states.  Ho  has  three 
Sjons.     His  entire  fandly  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Cliurch.

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STATE  TREASURER. 

EDWIN  P.  DEAL  (Democrat)  is  a  native  Missourian,  born  at  Cliarleston,  April  19, 
1859.  He  received  liis  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Missouri  and  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy  of  Annapolis.  Md.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Crenshaw  on  September  3,  1879, 
and  has  been  a  resident  of  this  state  since  his  birtli.  lie  has  been  county  treasurer  and 
county  collector  and  was  appointed  by  Governor  Stone  a  member  of  the  Swamp  Land  Com- 
mission in  1895,  serving  as  secretary  of  that  commission.  Represented  M ississijjpi  county 
in  the  Forty-fourth,  Forty-flfth  and  Forty-sixth  General  Assemblies  and  was  cluiirman 
of  the  House  Appropriation  Committee  in  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assenbly.  lie  received 
the  Democratic  nomination  for  State  Treasurer  August  G,  1912,  and  was  elected  to  that 
office  in  November. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

JOHN  T.  BARKER  (Democrat)  of  LaPlata,  Mo.,  was  born  August  2,  1877,  in  Carroll 
county,  Missouri;  was  educated  in  the  public  scliools  of  Missoiui;  is  a  lawyer  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1898  and  has  since  practiced  his  profession  in  Macon  county;  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  throughout  Northeast  Missouri,  and  is 
well  known  to  the  bar  of  this  State.  Was  elected  to  the  Legislature  in  190(5,  1908,  and 
again  in  1910.  Was  the  Democratic  caucus  nomiiuie  for  Speaker  in  1909  and  was  unani- 
mously elected  Speaker  of  the  Missouri  House  of  Representatives  in  1911,  and  esta blislicd 
a  reputation  for  fairness  and  rapid  transaction  of  business.  Was  nominated  by  tlie  Dem- 
ocrats for  Attorney-General  August  0,  1912,  in  a  state-wide  primary  election:  elected  Attor- 
ney-General to  succeed  the  present  Go\'ernor,  ilonorable  Elliott  W.  Major.  He  married 
Miss  Mayme  Fisher  of  LaPlata  and  has  one  child. 


STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

HOWARD  A.  GASS  (Democrat)  was  born  August  22,  1852,  in  Audrain  county,  Missouri. 
He  received  his  primary  education  in  tlie  district  schools  of  his  native  county,  later  attending 
the  Mexico  (Mo.)  Male  Academy.  Completing  his  course  of  study  he  engaged  in  teaching. 
He  was  married  in  1876  to  Miss  Alice  Josephine  Shell  of  Audrain  county.  He  was  elected 
county  school  commissioner  of  Audrain  county  in  1SS5  and  was  re-elected  in  1887,  resigning 
in  June  of  the  same  year  to  accept  the  chief  clerksliip  under  State  Sui)erinteiuk!nt  W.  E. 
Coleman.  He  continued  in  the  same  jiosition  under  State  Superintendent  L.  K.  Wolfe, 
resigning  in  1893  to  devote  his  entire  attention  to  tin-  Missouri  School  Journal,  of  which  he 
had  become  owner  and  which  he  still  owns  and  edits.  In  1S99  lie  again  entered  the  oilice  of 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  as  statistician,  under  W.  T.  Carrington,  which 
position  he  held  until  1907.  He  was  elected  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in 
190G  and  again  in  1914,

AGRICULTURE.  BOARD  OF. 

The  Governor,  the  clean  of  the  Agricultural  College  and  the  State  SuperimciHlciil  of 
vSchools  are  ex  officio  membens  of  the  board,  'i'lie  (iovernor  appoints  one  cori)()rali!  mciubt  r 
from  each  congressional  district,  who  hold.s  office  for  three  years  without  pay,  exce|)L  as  lo 
expenses  in  attending  l)oard  meetings.  Tlie  officers  are  elected  by  tlie  corporate  ami  ex 
officio  members  at  the  annual  meeting,  held  in  the  office  of  the  board  at  Columbia,  on  a  dale 
fixed  by  order  of  the  board,  'i'he  secretary  and  treasurer  are  not  members  of  the  board. 
The  secretary  is  elected  annually  and  receives  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  year.  The  treasurer 
is  also  elected  annually  and  receives  a  salary  of  $100  per  year.  The  assistant  seci-etary  is 
elected  annually  and  receivers  a  salary  of  $2,500  a  year.  By  an  act  of  the  Ccneral  Assc'ml)ly 
of  1915  the  corporate  members  will  be  ai)pointed  for  four  years  in  Dec(unber,  1915,  ti;rms  of 
four  expiring  each  year;  terms  of  secretary,  assistant  secretary  and  ti-easurer  will  ht;  four 
years,  salaries  not  to  exceed  $3,000,  $2,500  and  $100  per  annum  respectively,  beginning 
January,  191G.  The  renumeration  of  the  State  Veterinarian  and  ins  deputies  are  as  estab- 
lished by  the  board.  The  Dairy  Commissioner  and  his  assistant  receive  $2,000  and  $l,2(j() 
respectively.  The  Inspector  of  Apiaries  receives  $4  per  day  for  time  actually  engaged  in 
work,  but  for  1915-191G  no  appropriation  was  made.  The  farmers'  institute  work  is  under 
the  direction  of  the  board,  and  throe  persons  are  now  engaged  on  salary — J.  Kelly  Wriglit. 
Sam  M.  Jordan  and  Miss  Bab  Bell;  William  D.  McKee,  B.  P.  Smoot  and  others  are  secured 
for  regular  or  part  time  as  needed;  of  these  it  has  been  said  "None  better  for  farmers'  in- 
stitutes in  any  state."  More  than  a  hundred  thousand  farmers  and  citizens  received  this 
work  in  1914,  establishing  a  new  record  for  the  board.  The  monthly  bulletins  and  "annual 
report"  were  much  in  demand,  supply  in  most  cases  being  below  the  needs  as  shown  l)y 
requests  unfilled,  although  the  total  number  of  pages  issued  during  1914  was  21,194.000. 
Under  the  revised  law  the  office  of  secretary  issues  a  "Year  Book  "  instead  of  an  annual 
report;  section  604  (1915)  provides  that  the  year  book  shall  be  furnished  to  cotmtry  and  town 
school  libraries  where  agriculture  is  taught,  btit  for  1915  and  191(3  the  year  book  item  in  the 
appropriations  is  not  large  enough  to  send  year  books  to  tlie  school  libraries.  Special  cam- 
paigns have  been  or  are  to  be  conducled  in  the  interest  of  alfalfa,  better  seeding,  emergency 
crops  and  homemade  and  home-grown  i)rodu(  ts. 

The  Missouri  State  Fair  is  in  cliarge  of  the  board,  acting  with  a  pi'esidenl,  who  is  a 
member,  and  with  a  paid  secretary  —  Edward  T.  Major — wlio  is  not  a  member  of  the  board. 
The  State  Fair  at  Sedalia  is  a  big  institution,  and  the  board  is  the  custodian  and  successfully 
manages  this  million-dollar  property  and  educational  enterprise  which  is  truly  a  big  booster 
for  Missouri  as  a  live  stock  and  agricultural  state. 

The  board  has  other  activities,  but  mention  will  not  be  made  in  detail  of  each  separate 
line  of  dtity.  Under  the  law  the  board  is  advisory  council  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  but 
the  board's  authority  in  this  regard  does  not  extend  to  the  degree  of  power  for  shaping  policies 
and  management.

PETROLEUM  OILS,  DEPARTMENT  FOR  INSPECTION  OF. 

This  department  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  Forty-fifth  General  Assembly,  appro\ed 
Juno  1,  1909,  and  amended  in  1913  and  approved  INlarch  23,  1913.  This  law  provides  that 
an  inspection  fee  of  twelve  cents  a  barrel,  containing  llfty  gallons,  shall  be  paid  by  the  num- 
ufacturer  or  oil  dealer  upon  the  products  of  petroleum,  by  whatever  name  known,  which 
may  be  manufactured,  olTered  for  sale  or  sold  for  illuminating,  heating  or  power  purposes 
within  the  State  of  Missouri. 

The  Governor  is  authorized,  by  a  bill,  to  api)oint  an  inspector  of  petroleum  oils  at  a 
salary  of  $3,500  per  year  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Tlie  inspector,  with  (ho  approval  of  the 
Governor,  may  appoint  not  to  exceed  eight  deputies  and  a  chief  clerk,  at  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $160.66  per  mouth  each,  and  a  stenographer  at  $100  per  month.

STATE  POULTRY  EXPERIMENT  STATION.  MOUNTAIN  GROVE. 

In  order  to  determine  and  demonstrate  the  importance  of  improved  and  better  methods 
of  the  breeding  and  rearing  of  poultry  and  to  bring  the  results  of  scientific  research  in  the 
range  of  all  farmers  and  poultry  raisers  of  Missouri,  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  created 
and  established  a  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  at  ISIoinitain  Grove,  ISlo.  The  object 
and  purposes  of  tliis  institution  are  to  experiment  with  the  dillerent  kinds  of  houses,  in- 
cubators, brooders  and  appliances  and  the  different  varieties  of  poultry;  to  determine  which 
Is  best  adapted  to  the  farmers  and  poultry  raisers  of  Missouri  in  the  diiTerent  sections  tliereof; 
to  make  a  study  of  the  different  diseases  to  which  poultry  is  subject,  and  to  make  other 
experiments  and  tests  which  will  tend  to  the  betterment  of  the  poultry  interests  of  the  state. 

The  station  is  located  on  thirty-six  aci-es  of  land  partly  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
Moimtain  Grove,  in  the  south-central  part  of  the  state. 

The  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  now  has  the  following  buildings:  The  adminis- 
tration building,  which  includes  the  director's,  superintendent's  and  assistant's  otiices, 
laboratory,  incubator  room,  educational  exhibit,  egg  rooms,  mailing  room,  feed  room,  car- 
penter shop,  feeding  and  killing  room,  bath  and  living  room;  the  director's  residence;  la>- 
ing  houses;  brooder  houses;  barn  and  implement  house  and  elevator. 

The  government  of  the  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  is  vested  in  the  State  Poultry 
Board,  consisting  of  six  members  appointed  by  tlie  Governor  for  terms  of  three  j^ears  each, 
and  an  Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and 
the  secretary  of  the  State  Agricultural  Board.  The  State  Poultry  Board  has  diri'ct 
charge  of  the  state  poultry  shows,  and  conduct  poultry  institutes  and  poultry  extension  work 
throughout  the  state.  Members  of  the  board  serve  without  pay,  except  expenses  occurring  in 
attending  meetings.  The  secretary  of  the  board,  who  is  also  director  of  the  Experiment 
Station,  receives  $2,000  per  annum  and  traveling  expenses.

WAREHOUSE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Board  of  Railroad  and  AVarehouse  Commissioners  of  INlissouri  was  abolished  by 
act  of  the  Legislature,  elfective  April  1.^),  1913,  and  tlie  oflice  of  State  Warehouse  Commis- 
sioner was  created  by  legislative  act,  elfective  tlie  same  date,  April  15,  1913,  and  the  grain 
inspecting  and  weighing  law  of  the  state  was  re-enacted  by  that  act  and  the  Warehouse 
Department  placed  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Warehouse  Commissioner. 

The  State  Warehouse  Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  Governor.  His  term  is  six 
years  and  expires  April  15,  1919.  His  salary  is  $4,500  per  year.  The  chief  inspector  is 
appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  the  AVarehouse  Cohimissioner.  His  term  expires 
April  15,  1917.  His  salary  is  $2,500  per  year.  The  number  of  inspectors,  weighers  and 
helpers,  required  in  the  department  varies  during  the  year.  Insi)ectors  receive  $125.00  per 
month;  weighers,  $100.00  per  month,  and  heljjers,  $100.00  per  month.

WILLIAM  JOEL  STONE,  Jcirersoii  City.  Mo.  (Democrat),  was  born  in  Madison 
county,  Kentucky,  May  7,  1848.  He  removed  to  Missouri  in  18G3.  He  attended  the  common 
schools  of  Kentucky,  and  after  coming  to  JMissoiu-i,  entered  the  State  University  at  Columbia 
and  graduated.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  ISO'J.  The  State  University  later  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  He  was  prosecuting  attorncsy  of  Vernon  county  in  1873-1874. 
Was  presidential  elector  in  1876  and  voteil  for  Tilden  and  Hendricks.  He  was  elected  to 
Congress  in  1884  and  served  in  the  Forty-ninth,  Fiftieth  and  Fifty-first  Congresses.  In  1892 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  AHssouri  and  served  four  years.  On  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  service  as  Governor  he  removed  to  St.  Louis  and  resumed  the  practice  of  his  i)rof('ssion. 
Member  of  the  Democratic  National  Committees,  1890-1904;  vice-cliairman,  1900-1904; 
married  Sarah  Louise  Winston  April  2,  1874,  and  has  three  children;  resides  at  JelFerson 
City,  Mo.  He  was  elected  to  the  Unitetl  Stales  Siuuite  in  1903,  re-elected  in  1909  and  in  1914 
was  re-elected  for  the  terni  expirijig  March  3,  1921. 

I  JAMES  A.  KEED,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  (Democi-at),  was  born  November  9,  1861,  in  Rich- 

land county,  Ohio,  and  is  the  son  of  John  A.  and  Nancy  Keed.     His  early  education  was 
obtained  in  the  public  schools  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  and  later  he  took  a  special  course  at  Coe 
College.

THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Legislature  of  Missouri  convenes  in  regular  session  ia  the  State  capitol  at  JefTerson 
City  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  odd  numbered  year.  It 
is  divided  into  two  houses,  called  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  collectively 
designated  as  tho  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  Senators  are  elected  for 
four  years — those  from  the  odd  numbered  districts  being  chosen  in  the  same  year  of  the 
Presidential  election,  and  those  from  the  even  numbered  districts  in  the  intervening  even 
1  numbered  years. 

There  are  under  the  present  apportionment  thirty-four  ^Senators  and  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  Representatives.    Tho  members  of  the  House  are  elected  every  two  years. 
i  Tlie  Senate  is  presided  over  l)y  the  Li(Hitenant-Governor,  who  receives  a  salary  of  $1,090  a 
j  year  and  a  ])er  diem  of  $7.00  when  presiding  over  the  Senate.    The  Senators  receive  a  per 
!  diem  of  $5.00  i)er  day  during  the  first  seventy  days  of  each  rc^gular  session,  and  for  120  tlay.s 
for  each  revising  session,  and  after  that  time  but  one  dollar  per  day. 

The  House  is  presided  over  by  a  Speaker  of  its  own  selection,  whose  per  diem  is  the 
same  as  that  of  Litutenant-Governor,  and  the  menibers  receive  the  same  per  diem  and  are 
under  the  same  restrictions  as  to  length  of  session  as  are  the  members  of  the  Senate.  The 
members  of  both  House  and  Senate  receive  traveling  expenses  in  coming  to  and  returning 
from  the  scission,  and  iliirty  dollars  i)er  .session  for  stationery  and  postage.

STATE  SENATORS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  MISSOURI 

(From  the  First  to  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assemblij,  inclusive). 

The  first  printed  list  of  Senators  and  Representatives  of  Missouri  appeared  in  the  Mis- 
souri Manual  for  1897-98,  and  was  compiled  by  Secretary  of  State  A.  A.  Lesueur.  Absolute 
correctness  was  not  claimed  for  the  list  then,  but  it  was  as  complete  as  information  at  hand' 
olhcial  and  unofficial,  could  make  it.  AVitli  the  destruction  of  the  capitol  by  fire  in  1837, 
all  records,  from  which  an  officially  correct  list  could  have  been  compiled,  wore  destroyed. 
The  information  herein,  prior  to  1837,  was  therefore  obtained  from  uncjfficial  but  reliable 
sources  and  compiled  with  great  difficulty. 

The  information  given  for  the  period  since  1837  was  gathered  from  the  journals  in  pos- 
ses.sion  of  the  State  and  some  in  possession  of  the  Missouri  Historical  Society.  In  recent 
legislative  journals  there  appear  within  the  first  few  pages  complete  lists  of  Senators  and 
Repres(!ntatives  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  Not  so  in  the  journals  of  the  earlier 
sessions  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  name  of  the  member  appeared  first  on  the  page  of 
the  journal  the  day  ho  presented  his  credentials;  and  as  those  days  were  before  railroads, 
members  put  in  but  a  straggling  appearance — weeks,  oftentimes,  after  the  opening  of  the 
session,  and  sometimes  not  at  all.  As  a  result,  to  get  a  complete  list  of  tho  members  of  any 
one  General  Assembly,  nearly  every  page  of  the  journals  had  to  be  carefully  scanned,  and 
as  some  of  tho  journals  accessible  had  many  missing  pages,  names  necessarily  were  missed. 
In  two  or  three  of  the  mutilated  journals  the  names  of  the  members  could  bo  obtained  only 
from  the  record  of  the  roll  call,  which,  of  course,  neither  gave  the  given  names  nor  counties.

STATE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTIONS. 

Missoiu'i  has  provided  for  the  holding  of,  and  has  hold,  four  conventions  for  the  purpose 
of  framing  or  revising  the  State's  Constitution. 


Convention  of  1820. 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  0,  182,0,  the  people  of  Missouri,  then  organized 
into  Jiftcen  counties,  were  authorized  to  hold  an  election  on  itho  llrst  Monday  and  two  suc- 
ceeding days  in  May,  1820.  to  elect  delegates  to  a  convention  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  then 
the  seat  of  government,  on  June  12th  of  that  year.  At  this  election  the  counties  elected 
delegates,  as  follows:

The  General  Assem))ly,  by  a(;t  ai)|)roved  I'ebruai'y  27,  1S4;5,  submitted  to  the  ])eoi)le 
the  question  of  wlietluu'  or  not  a  convention  shoidd  be  ludd  to  remodel  the  (Jonstitulion.  .\t 
the  giMiei'al  i^leclion  of  ISll  this  |)roi)osit  ion  was  vutetl  upon  and  carried  oveiw  hel  min.^l.v  . 
John  ().  Edwards,  then  (iovcrnor,  as  tlirecti'il  by  this  act,  issuetl  his  proclamation  .April  2  1, 
1S15,  directing  that  an  elei;tion  bi;  held  on  the  lirst  Monday  in  August,  JSlo,  to  elect  delegates 
t.o  a  convention  to  be  iuild  the  17th  of  tin'  fcjUowing  November  to  renioded  the  (constitution. 
The  delegates  were  elected  by  senatorial  districts,  each  district  electing  delegates  to  double 
the  number  of  Senators  in  the  (ieneral  .Asstimbly,  to  wliicli  it  was  entitled.

But  the  people 
rcifuscd  lo  ratify  it,  defeating  the  proposition  to  adopt  at  the  August  election  by  over  9,01)0 
majority  in  a  total  vote  of  (it), 000. 


Convention  ot  1865. 


Under  an  act  of  tho  General  Assend)ly,  api)roved  February  13,  18G4.  providing  for 
liolding  a  convention  to  revise  the  Constitution,  which  proi)osition  the  people  adopted  at 
the  November  election  of  1804,  delegates  were  chosen,  and  the  convention  assend)le{l  in 
Mercantile  Library  Hall  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  Friday,  January  0,  1805.  The  convention 
organized  by  electing  Arnold  Krekel  as  president;  Charles  D.  Drake,  vice-president;  Amos 
P.  Foster,  secretary;  Thomas  I'roctor,  assistant  .secretary;  H.  J.  Stierlin,  doorkeei)i'r ;  John

A  thorough  revision  of  the  entire  organic  law  was  made;  and  the  adoption  of  the  (Con- 
stitution by  the  convention  by  a  vote  of  ayes,  00;  noes,  none;  absent,  8,  is  emphatic  of  ihe 
unity  of  purpose  which  actuated  the  Ijody.  Tha  convention  adjourned  August  2,  1875. 
The  Constitution  was  submitted  to  a  vole  of  the  peoijle  October  30,  1875,  and  lalilied  by  a 
majority  of  76,088 — the  vole  standing:  For  the  (Constitution,  1)1,205;  against  the  (Con- 
stitution, 14,517.  By  prockunation  (jf  the  (io\ernor,  it  became  the  organic  law  of  the  Stale 
on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1875. 
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JUDGES  SUPREME  COURT. 
Chief  Justice. 

ARCIIELAUS  M.  AVOODSON,  St.  Joseph.  (Democrat).— Born  in  Kno.x  county. 
Kentucky,  on  January  30,  1854.  His  father  wa.s  Benjamin  .1.  Woodson,  Sr.,  a  l)rutlu'r  of 
Silas  Woodson,  deceased,  wlio  was  Clovernor  of  Ivlissouri  from  1872-1874.  Judge  Wood- 
son's father  emigrated  from  Kentucky  and  located  in  Buchanan  county,  Missouri,  on  Oc- 
tober 30,  1854,  when  Judge  "Woodson  was  nine  months  old.  He  has,  tliercfore,  lived  in 
Missouri  practically  all  his  life  and  was  reared  on  the  farm,  attending  tha  r)ul)iic  schools  of 
Buchanan  county  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age.  For  a  period  of  three  years  he  attended 
IMattsburg  College  in  Clinton  county,  Missouri.  He  then  attended  the  St.  Louis  Law  School, 
from  which  ho  graduated  in  1877.  Ho  was  ai)pointed  judgi;  of  the  circuit  court  of  Ikichanan 
county  by  Governor  Francis  on  December  18,  1890,  and  in  1S<)2  was  elcjcled  to  the  same 
office  for  a  term  of  six  years,  being  rij-elected  in  1808.

1886,  coming  to  this  state  from  Martinsburg,  ^V.  Va.  He  married  INIiss  Julia  L,  Chick, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Chick,  in  Kansas  City  October  9,  1889.  and  has  practiced 
law  In  Kansas  City  twenty-three  years.  In  1904  ho  was  appointed  by  the  mayor  a  member 
of  the  board  of  public  works  of  Kansas  City  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  on  April  2.

IN  MEMORIAM 


JOHN  C.  BROWN,  Fredericktown  (Republican). — Born  in  Carter  county, 
Missouri,  on  the  22nd  of  March,  1860.  Ho  received  his  education  in  the  schools 
of  Missouri  and  Colorado.  On  Juno  22,  1887,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Sarah  E.  Pool  in  Carter  county.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  October  10.  1888, 
and  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Carter  county  in  November,  1888.  He 
served  as  mayor  of  Willow  iSprings  from  1895  to  1898.  On  November  8,  1910,  he 
was  elected  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  term  e.xpiring  December  31,  1920.

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UNIVERSITY  OF  MISSOURI— COLUMBIA. 

The  legislative  act  establishing  th(3  public  school  system  was  approved  February  9, 
1839,  and  that  establishing  the  University  was  approved  February  11,  1839.  This  is  cou- 
sidered-  the  date  of  the  foundation  of  the  University.  The  University  was  located  at 
Columbia  June  24,  1839,  and  the  corner  stone  of  the  main  building  was  laid  July  4,  1840. 
Courses  of  instruction  in  academic  work  began  on  April  14,  1841.  A  normal  department 
was  established  in  1867  and  was  opened  in  Heplember.  1808.  A  year  later  women  were 
admitted  first  to  this  department.  The  College  of  Agriculture  and  'Mechanic  Arts  and  the 
School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  were  made  departments  of  the  University  in  1870,  the 
latter  being  located  at  RoUa.  The  law  deijartment  was  opened  in  1872,  the  medical  de- 
partment in  1873  and  the  engineering  department  in  1877.  The  Experiment  Station  was 
established  under  an  act  of  Congress  in  1888.  The  Missouri  State  Military  School  was 
created  in  1890,  and  in  June,  1890.  the  graduate  department  was  established  by  the  Board 
of  Curators.  'J'he  Scliool  of  Journalism  was  established  by  the  Board  of  Curators  in  1900, 
the  extension  division  in  1910,  and  Ilje  School  of  Commerce  in  1914.  The  University  received 
its  first  aid  from  the  State  in  1808.  the  Legislature  then  appropriating  $10,000. 

The  University  of  Missouri  is  composed  of  tlie  following  colleges  and  schools:  College 
of  arts  and  science,  college  of  agriculture,  school  of  education,  school  of  law,  school  of  medicine, 
school  of  engineering,  school  of  mines  and  metallurgy,  school  of  journali-sra,  school  of  com- 
merce, graduate  school.  extensit)n  division. 

The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  is  at  Holla;  the  other  divisions  are  at  Columbia. 
In  addition,  emphasis  is  given  particular  lines  of  work  by  the  establishment  of  minor  divisions, 
chief  of  which  are  the  agricidtural  experiment  station,  the  engineering  experiment  station 
and  the  Missouri  state  military  school. 

The  University  now  has  the  following  buildings; 

At  Columbia:  Academic  hall;  Laws  observatory;  separate  buildings  for  biology,  chem- 
istry, commerce  and  geology,  law,  engineering,  manual  arts,  physics;  two  power  houses, 
library  building;  medical  laboratory  building;  Parker  memorial  hospital;  agricultural  build- 
ing; horticultural  building;  Sctiweitzer  hall  for  agricultural  chemistry;  greenhouses;  dairy, 
farm  machinery,  live  stock  judging,  veterinary  and  poultry  buildings;  the  University  farm 
barns  and  buildings;  Switzler  hall,  for  the  school  of  journalism;  Benton  and  Lathrop  halls, 
dormitories  for  men;  Read  hall  and  Sampson  hall,  dormitories  for  women;  Roth  well  gym- 
nasium; the  houses  for  the  president  of  the  University  and  the  dean  of  the  faculty  of  agricul- 
tm-e;  the  high  school  and  elementary  school  buildings.  The  Gordon  Hotel  building  is  now 
devoted  entirely  to  the  departments  of  home  economics  and  manual  training  for  elementary 
school  teachers. 

At  RoUa:  Mining  building  and  power  plant,  chemical  hall,  Rolla  building,  workshop, 
director's  residence,  mechanic  hall,  Norwood  hall  (engineering  building),  ore  dressing  building, 
Parker  hall,  gymnasium  and  the  athletic  building.

SCHOOL  OF  MINES  AND  METALLURGY— ROLLA. 

In  1870  the  General  Assembly  of  Missouri,  in  accepting  the  donation  of  land  for  educa- 
tional purposes  made  by  the  general  government,  through  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2, 
18G2,  established  an  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  and  a  school  of  mines  and  metallurgy. 
The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  was  located  at  Rolla  in  Phelps  county,  and  was  formally 
opened  in  November,  1871.  The  statutes  fix  ti\ie  status  of  the  school  as  one  of  the  colleges  of 
the  State  University.  There  are  eleven  buildings  located  on  the  enclosed  campus:  jSIiuing 
and  metallurgical  building;  chemical  laboratory;  museum  and  geological  survey;  workshop; 
storehouse;  director's  residence;  meclianical  building;  Norwood  hall;  Parker  hall;  gymnasium; 
engineering  building;  heating  and  power  plant. 

The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  offers  four  regular  courses  leading  to  degrees  and 
several  special  courses.  The  former  e.Ktend  four  years  and  are:  (1)  Mining  engineering; 
(2)  civil  engineering;  (3)  metallurgy;  (4)  general  science.  Special  courses  are  olfered  iu 
cliemistry  and  assaying,  mining,  suxveying,  and  electricity.  The  Geological  Bureau  has  its 
headquarters  at  the  School  of  IMines. 

The  affairs  of  the  school  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  o.-vecutlve  comniitteo, 
consisting  of  three  members  of  the  University  Board  of  Curators,  selected  by  that  body.

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FIRST  DISTRICT  NORMAL  SCHOOL-  KIRKSVILLE. 

History— Organized  as  a  private  normal  school  by  Dr.  Josepli  Baldwin  October  3,  18()7, 
Willi  two  principal  associates  aflerwaid  widely  known  in  education;  they  were  i'roiessor  Win. 
P.  Nason,  who  died  recently  at  the  advanced  a^o  of  eiglity-tln-ee.  and  Dr.  .James  M.  Gi-een- 
wood,  who  died  suddenly  at  his  desk  in  l\ansas  City  August  1,  191  1,  after  lliirty-nine  >ears  in 
the  superintendency  of  the  Kansas  City  public  schools;  it  became  First  District  Normal 
School  by  act  of  General  Assembly  approved  ISlarch  lU,  1870;  located  at  Kirksville  Deceuiber 
29,  1870;  opened  as  First  District  Normal  School  January  1,  1871;  :i>51.400  and  fifteen  acres  for 
site  donated  by  Adair  county;  S5(),000  appropriated  by  General  Assembly  in  1871  to  complete 
original  building. 

Number  of  buildings — Baldwin  hall,  completed  in  1873,  40  rooms;  Library  hall,  completed 
in  1901,  20  rooms;  Science  hall,  comijleted  in  1900,  25  rooms;  model  rural  school,  comi)leted  in 
1907,  3  rooms,  with  manual  training  shop,  indoor  toilets,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  Avater, 
electric  generator,  stei'eopticon  and  ail  modiun  equipments;  ISlanual  arts  hall,  completed  in 
1911,  10  rooms,  including  boiler  room  and  engine  room. 

For  year  ending  May  31,  1915,  the  enrollment  was  1,700. 

The  institution  has  good  laboratories,  school  gardens,  and  a  school  farm  of  twenty-live 
acres.  Library  contains  more  than  30,000  volumes  classilied  by  the  Dewey  decimal  system. 
The  school  has  continuous  sessions,  i.  e.,  four  terms  of  throe  months  each  corresponding  to 
seasons.

SECOND  DISTRICT  NORMAL  SCHOOL— WARRENSBURG. 

The  Second  Normal  Scliool  District  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  March  20,  1870.  The  Commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  state  to 
locate  the  school  selected  Warrensburg,  tlio  county  seat  of  Johnson  county,  April  27,  1871. 
In  consideration  of  sucli  selection,  Warrensburg  and  Johnson  county  deeded  to  the  state 
a  tract  of  land  containing  sixteen  acres  for  a  campus  and  voted  municipal  and  county  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  thousaiid  dollars,  the  proceeds  from  tlio 
sale  of  said  bonds  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  normal  school  building. 

Tlio  corner  stono  of  the  main  b\iilding,  IGO  by  80  feet,  tliree  stories  liigii,  was  laid  August 
16,  1871,  and  in  June,  1872.  the  first  story  was  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy.  But 
the  building  as  at  first  projected  was  not  completed  until  the  summer  of  1881. 

Diu-ing  the  years  1885  and  1886  a  wing  66x116  feet  M'as  erected  south  of  tlie  center  of 
the  main  building  and  connected  with  it  by  a  short  corridor.  Tliis  Improvement  provided 
greatly  increased  accommodations  for  the  training  department  and  added  six  largo  rooms, 
two  cloakrooms  and  an  assembly  room  to  the  normal  department.  The  General  Assembly 
in  1895  made  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  for  the  erection  of  a  science  building. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1903  made  an  appropriation  for  a  gymnasium.  The  Board 
of  Regents  erected  a  thoroughly  modern  building  of  the  famous  Johnson  county  sandstone. 
It  is  the  most  beautiful  building  on  the  campus.  It  contains  a  gymnasium  especially  equipped 
for  women  and  anotlier  for  men,  occupying  an  entire  floor.  Also  bowling  alley,  locker  rooms, 
bathrooms,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  halls,  olllces  and  physical  testing  rooms  for  physical 
directors,  and  rooms  for  literary  societies. 

An  additional  appropriation  was  made  by  tlie  Assembly  of  $22,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  power  house,  with  a  second  story,  for  the  manual  training  department.  Five  rooms  of 
the  building  have  been  equipped  and  devoted  to  the  use  of  tJiat  department. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1907  again  came  to  the  aid  of  the  school  with  an  appropria- 
tion for  a  training  school  building.  It  is  built  of  native  sandstone,  is  directly  south  of  ihc 
main  group  of  buildings  and  connected  by  a  corridor.  This  building  contains  thirty-live 
rooms,  well  arranged  and  well  equipped  for  work.  The  entire  Ih-st  floor  is  occupied  by 
tho  department  of  drawing  and  household  arts  of  the  normal  proper,  and  the  second  and 
third  stories  by  tho  kindergarten,  tho  elementary  school  and  the  high  school. 

On  March  G,  1915,  tho  main  building,  the  chapel  and  science  buildings  wore  destroyed 
by  lire.  The  Legislature  immediately  appropriated  $250,000  for  new  buildings.  Theso  are 
now  being  erected.

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THIRD  DISTRICT  NORMAL  SCHOOIr-CAPE  GIRARDEAU. 

The  Third  District  Normal  School  Avas  cstabhsliod  by  an  act  of  tlie  LoKishiture 
approved  March  22,  1873.  Tliis  act  created  a  Board  of  KckcuLs  for  tho  raanageiuent 
of  tho  school.  After  due  pubhc  notice,  bids  were  received  l)y  tlie  IJoard  of  Kegcnts  for  its 
location,  and  they  determined  the  location  in  favor  of  Cape  Girardeau.  On  the  tliird  day 
of  December,  1873,  tho  Board  of  Regents  selected  the  site  for  the  ljuilding  and  made  ar- 
rangements for  the  immediate  opening  of  tho  scliool. 

Tlio  scliool  was  opened,  Avith  about  tliirty  students  attending,  in  tlio  public  school 
building.  In  the  spring  of  1875  tlio  school  removed  to  the  normal  school  building,  which 
had  Ijeon  completed.  In  1883  the  auditorium  of  the  normal  school  building  was  I'lilurged. 
In  189.5  two  wings  wore  added  to  the  building,  one  on  tho  west  and  one  mi  the  east.  The 
wings  wore  built  to  furnish  suitable  halls  for  Ihv.  literary  societies  of  the  iiormal  scliool. 

On  April  7,  1902,  the  normal  school  building  was  burned.  A  grcjup  (jf  m;w  buildings 
h;ivo  been  erected  since  that  time. 

This  normal  school  now  has  a  group  of  six  buildings  (two  dormitories  included):  Aca- 
demic hall,  completed  in  January,  190G;  manual  training  hall,  completed  December,  1907; 
training  hall,  com[)hitod  November,  1903;  science  Inill,  completed  January,  1903.  Aca- 
demic hall  is  the  main  building  t)f  tho  school ;  contains  an  auditorium  with  seating  capacity 
of  1,000;  library,  including  stack  rooms  and  i-eading  rooms,  having  a  total  lloor  space  of 
98.\(jr)  feet;  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  a  gymnasium  for  women;  an  art  hall  9'2\3r>  feut;  ladies' 
parlor,  four  literary  society  halls,  six  oll'tuis,  twenty  classrooms.  Manual  training  iudi 
is  a  completely  ecpiippcd  manual  training  building.  Science  hall  has  six  u  ell- equippe  d 
laboratories  and  equipment  for  cooking  and  sewing.  Training  hall  is  devoted  to  llie  eli,- 
mentary  school  maintained  for  i)ractical  and  exi)erimenlal  work  in  education.

FOURTH  DISTRICT  NORMAL  SCHOOL— SPRINGFIELD. 

This  institution  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  approved 
March  17,  1905.  The  district  is  composed  of  twenty-two  counties  in  Southwest  Missouri. 
The  commission  appointed  to  locate  the  school  selected  Springfield  as  the  site.  The  bonus 
given  by  the  citizens  of  Springfield  consisted  of  forty  acres  of  land  inside  the  city  limits, 
valued  at  $40,000.  and  $25,000  in  cash. 

It  began  its  work  in  leased  buildings  June  11.  1906,  and  enrolled  543  students  in  its  first 
terra.  The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  of  forty-eight  weeks,  beginning  September,  1906, 
was  934;  for  the  next  year,  1,087;  for  the  third  year,  1,237;  for  the  fourth  year,  1388;  for  the 
fifth  year,  1.408;  for  sixth  year,  1,724;  for  seventh  year.  2,018,  and  for  last  year,  2,166. 

The  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $225,000  for  buildings.  Academic 
hall,  shown  in  the  accompanying  picture,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $225,000. 
The  corner  stone  was  laid  August  10,  1907.  It  was  first  occupied  by  the  school  January  4, 
1909.  The  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $65,000  for  auditorium  and  gymna- 
sium. 

These  structures  are  the  only  fireproof  school  buildings  owned  by  the  state.  They  are 
constructed  of  Missouri  marble,  flnislied  in  hard  wood,  handsome  in  arcliitecture  and  as 
comj)lete  in  heating,  ventilation  and  light  as  modern  science  can  provide. 

This  school  has  had  nine  commencements,  in  August  of  eacii  year,  from  1907  to  1915. 
In  that  time  it  has  graduated  634  from  its  diploma  course  and  has  had  17  to  take  the  degree 
of  B.  S,  in  Education.  It  has  graduated  798  from  the  secondary  scliool  course.  Academically, 
the  secondary  school  course  is  equal  to  tliat  of  a  first-class  high  school,  and  the  full  course 
is  equal  to  that  of  a  junior  college.  Pedagogically.  the  secondary  course  equips  one  for 
the  successful  management  of  graded  and  rural  scliools.  and  the  full  course  gives  complete 
etiuipmcnt  for  supervising  and  teacliing  any  grade  of  public  school,  including  high  schools.

FIFTH  DISTRICT  NORMAL  SCHOOL— MARYVILLE. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Fifth  district  Normal  School  of  Missouri 
was  established  on  the  25tli  day  of  March,  1905. 

Some  weeks  later  a  commission,  consisting  of  C.  C.  Fogle  of  Lancaster,  Edmund  INIc- 
Williains  of  Plattsburg,  C.  A.  Calvird  of  Clinton,  J.  W.  Cox  of  Monroe  City  and  J.  C.  Jones 
of  Columbia,  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  select  a  location  for  the  proposed  school. 
This  commission,  ai"ter  visiting  a  number  of  competing  points,  reported  in  favor  of  Mary- 
ville,  and  announced  the  tender  on  the  part  of  Maryville  and  Nodaway  county  of  86  i  acres 
of  land  and  $58,072  in  cash.  Siiortly  afterward  a  Hoard  of  Regents  was  appointed  for  the 
new  .school.  This  board  met  in  Maryville  Scptejnber  12,  1905.  and  elTected  an  organiza- 
M — 17 
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tion.  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assemljly  of  1007  tlio  sum  of  $302,000  was  appropriated 
for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  l)uil(liui^  and  the  niaiutcnauce  of  the  school  for  the  following 
two  years. 

The  Board  of  Regents  have,  from  the  sum  contributed  by  the  citizens  of  Maryville 
and  Nodaway  county,  laid  tlie  foundation  of  1  lie  magnilUuuit  building  now  completetl  and 
purchased  additional  land,  giving  to  the  scliool  a  cam|)us  oi  117  acres.

LINCOLN  INSTITUTE— JEFFERSON  CITY. 

lancoln  Institute  had  its  origin  in  a  fund  of  $0,379,  contributed  by  the  02nd  and  05th 
regiments  of  the  United  States  Colored  Infantry  when  discharged  from  service  January  14, 
18GG,  of  which  the  G2nd  gave  $5,000.  The  only  condition  of  the  gift  was  that  a  school  be 
established  In  Missouri  open  to  the  colored  people.  Tlie  board  of  trustees,  ten  in  number, 
was  organized  Jujio  8th  and  incorporated  June  25,  1806,  and  the  school  was  opened  Septem- 
ber 17,  18G6.  In  June,  1877,  tlie  main  building  was  completed.  It  was  a  substantial  three- 
story  brick  building,  00x70  feet,  h)cated  just  outside  the  limits  of  Jell'erson  City,  the 
grounds  containin.:  twenty  acres. 
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The  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,(J()0  for  tlie  support  of  the  institute,  provided 
$5,000  sliould  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  ind(;btedness.  Tliis  appropriation  was  con- 
tained in  the  general  appropriation  bill  and  was  a  grant  to  a  corporation  managiaig  a  cluuiiy. 
Tlje  grant  was  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  and  Governor  Phelps  held  the  bill  until  the 
board  of  trustees  met  and  unanimously  voted  to  transfer  the  institute  to  the  state.  Gov- 
ernor Phelps  immediately  approved  the  bill,  thus  enabling  the  trustees  to  pay  oil  all  debts. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  Are  on  August  1,  1894,  but  was  soon  replaced  by 
a  far  more  commodious  structure,  for  which  the  Legislatiu'O  appropriated  S40,000. 

The  buildings  on  the  grounds  are  the  following:  Main  institute  building,  industrial 
building,  president's  home,  boys'  dormitory^  girls'  dormitory  and  farm  cottage.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  1— FULTON. 

state  Hospital  No.  1  for  the  Insane  is  located  at  F'ulton,  Callaway  couiily,  and  was  tiu^ 
first  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  state,  having  been  established  in  1847.  It  is  on  a  (raci  ol' 
land  comprising  544  acres,  a  short  distance  from  the  town  of  Fulton.  Of  this  tract  UiO  acics 
are  in  cultivation,  30  in  orchard  and  the  remainder  in  pasture,  campus,  building  sites,  t  ic. 
About  seventy  of  the  patients  work  on  the  farm,  producing  much  toward  the  sui)i)()rt  ul"  llie 
institution.  In  addition  to  the  hospital  buildings  proper,  there  are  machine  and  carpeiid  r 
shops  and  a  poultry  yard,  where  such  of  the  patients  as  are  capal)le  of  labor,  in  atlditiou  to 
those  needed  on  tht  farm,  are  given  employment  and  greatly  benellted  thereby.  The  stale 
property  is  estimated  to  Ijc  worth  $600,000.  New  buildings,  for  which  S35,000  was  ap- 
propriateil  in  1903  and  Sil5,000  in  1907,  are  now  comphUcd  and  occuiiiod.  Tiic  institu- 
tion has  a  cold  storage  plant,  laundry,  bakery,  water  plant,  electric  light  plant,  telephone 
s>stem  and  other  modern  conveniences. 
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Tliere  were  1,041  patients  in  attendance  December  31,  1914.  Tlie  percentage  of  re- 
coveries in  this  institution  in  1913-1014  was  .27.  and  the  per  capita  cost  was  $0.53  for  the 
same  period.

state  Hospital  No.  2  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1872  author- 
izing tho  issuance  of  boiuls  to  the  extent  of  ■S200,0()0.  The  institution  was  openiid  for  pa- 
tients November  9,  1871.  I'list  Board  of  Managers — Allen  If.  Voriiis,  jjresident;  Rufus  L. 
McDonald,  secretary;  Jolm  C.  l<Jvan.s,  Silas  Woodson,  Dr.  Joseph  Malin,  Dr.  Einund  A. 
Donelan  and  James  C.  Roberts.  Tlie  first  superintendent  was  Dr.  George  C.  Catlett.  Janu- 
ary 25,  1879,  the  institution  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  reljuilt,  and  llie  ri'con- 
structed  asylum  was  opened  for  tlie  admission  of  i)atients  on  April  1.  lS8t).  and  it  is  m)W  tin; 
largest  of  the  state  hospitals.  Its  original  location  was  one  mile  east  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  tho  city  of  St.  Joseph,  but  it  is  now  within  the  city  limits  and  is  on  a  tract  of  extremely 
fertile  land,  comprising  232  acres,  beautifully  located.  The  managi'ment  rents  in  addition 
to  tho  above  about  900  acres.  Following  are  the  buildings:  Gno  nuiin  hospital  building, 
three  detached  buildings  for  men  (one  of  these  especially  reconstructed  for  "tubercular 
patients"),  five  detached  buildings  for  women  (one  of  these  especially  reconstructed  for 
"tubercular  patients"),  one  bathhouse  and  nu)rgue,  one  cold  storage  plant  and  meat  house;, 
one  laundry  building  and  equipments,  one;  pt)wi:r  house,  boilc^rs  and  light  plant,  three  greisn- 
houses,  two  barns;  232  acres  of  land,  live  stock,  furnishings  and  othi'r  property,  bring  the 
total  of  the  state's  investment  up  to  SG85, 182.02.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  3— NEVADA. 

state  Hospital  No.  3  was  established  at  Nevada  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1887  and 
$200,000  appropriated  therefor.  The  succeeding  Legislature  appropriated  $140,000  and 
subsc(iuont  Legislatures  $215,375.  a  total  of  $504,375.  which  iias  been  used  in  completing 
the  institution.  In  addition  to  the  original  main  buildings,  there  have  been  erected  two  new 
wings,  chapel,  electric  light  plant,  carpenter  shop,  machine  shop,  cold  storage,  ice  plant, 
butcher  shop,  water  system,  tool  house,  three  barns,  vegetable  and  ice  house,  dairy  and  store- 
rooms, cow  sheds,  two  tubercular  buildings,  industrial  building,  boiler  room,  engine  housi' 
and  new  laundry.    A  late  inventory  of  tlie  entire  plant  shows  a  valuation  of  $940,005.23. 

The  institution  has  an  industrial  department,  an  occupation  department  and  a  training 
school  for  nurses  and  attendants.  Tlie  industrial  department  manufactures  many  articles, 
such  as  mattresses,  brooms,  brushes,  carpets,  rugs,  tables  and  practically  all  the  clothing  used 
by  the  patients.  The  occupation  department  is  conducted  by  an  occupation  teacher  and 
many  valuable  and  useful  articles  are  made  in  this  department.  The  women  patients  are 
given  employment  in  the  occupation  department  each  morning  and  the  male  patients  each 
afternoon.  This  diversional  occupation  work  is  made  as  attractive  as  possible  and  a  groat 
many  patients  are  started  on  the  way  to  recovery  in  this  department.  It  is  indeed  a  valuable 
adjunct  to  methods  of  treatment  of  the  insane,  The  training  school  for  nurses  and  attend- 
ants is  under  the  supervision  of  a  superintendent  of  nurses  and  is  affiliated  with  the  general 
hospital  at  Kansas  City.  The  length  of  training  in  this  training  school  is  one  year  for  attend- 
ants, two  and  a  half  years  for  nurses.  By  tlie  aid  of  this  training  course  a  much  better  class 
of  attendants  and  nurses  can  be  secured  and  retained.  The  training  scliool  for  nurses  and 
attendants  was  established  in  October,  1912,  and  the  first  class  of  nurses  was  graduated  in 
June,  1915. 

Under  the  present  management  restraints  of  all  kinds  have  been  practically  done  away 
with.  Employment  of  some  kind  has  been  insisted  upon  for  all  those  who  are  physically 
able,  and  as  a  result  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  patients  in  the  hospital  are  engaged  in  some 
kind  of  work. 

During  the  years  1913-1914  the  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  was  1,537. 
Of  this  number  184  died,  and  327  were  discharged  as  restored,  improved  and  stationary. 
There  were  remaining  January  1,  1915.  1,300  (in  hospital  and  on  parole).  Since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  institution  to  January  1,  1915,  the  admissions  aggregate  7,238.  Of  tliat  number 
2,761  have  been  discharged  as  recovered,  717  as  improved,  G21  as  stationary,  8  as  not  insane 
and  1.799  died.  The  per  capita  cost  including  clothing  was  $179.38.  On  May  1.  lOK^), 
there  were  1,330  patients.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  4— FARMINGTON. 

This  hospital  was  established  and  a  commission  appointed  for  its  location  at  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  1899.  Throe  hundred  and  twenty-six  acres  of  land  were  pur- 
chased near  Farmington.  the  state  paying  $13,889.90  and  the  citizens  paying  $0,110.10  for 
saiiie.    Subsequently  05  acres  at  $100.00  per  acre  were  purciiased,  making  a  total  of  391  acres. 

The  original  appropriation  for  hospital  buildings  was  $150,000.  From  time  to  time 
other  appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  Legislature,  until  now  Hospital  No.  4  has  a 
largo  numljcr  of  beautiful,  modern  and  up-to-date  buildings,  located  in  the  foothills  of  the 
Ozarks,  witii  beautiful  scenery,  fine  water,  pure  air  and  perfect  hygienic  surroundings.  The 
buiklings  at  present  consist  of  the  administration  building;  superintendent's  residence; 
Folk  budding  for  nurses,  attendants  and  amusements;  the  Governor's  cottage  row,  consisting 
of  the  Stephens,  Dockery,  Iladley  and  Major  cottages;  also  the  Berry,  Hall  and  Cayce  cot- 
tages. There  is  also  a  large  hospital  building,  the  Harrison,  accoiumodating  150  patients;  a 
general  dining  room,  kitclien,  storeroom,  ice  plant,  vegetable  room,  power  house,  laundry, 
hay  barn  and  stock  barn.  There  is  a  peach  and  apple  orchard  consisting  of  15  acres,  with  a 
small  grape  vineyard.  There  are  three  deep  wells,  alfording  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  pure, 
cool  water,  and  a  steel  tank  of  50,000  gallons  capacity. 

A  great  deal  of  work  and  cojisiderable  money  have  been  expended  on  the  driveways  and 
walks,  all  of  which  are  in  a  beautifid  and  most  excellent  condition. 

Hospital  No.  4  was  opened  for  patients  January  1,  1903,  since  which  time  it  lias  niaile  a 
continuous  growth,  until  today  it  is  one  of  the  prettiest,  one  of  the  best  arranged  and  one  of  the 
most  substantial  of  all  our  state  institutions.  During  the  past  biennial  period  there  has  been 
bidlt  a  modern  tuberculosis  cottage,  accommodating  75  patients;  there  was  also  built  a  farm 
cottage  for  the  out  help. 

Since  tho  opening  of  the  hospital  there  has  been  admitted,  up  to  July  1,  1915,  1,245  male 
and  1,050  female  patients;  total.  2,295.  Of  all  those  admitted  571  have  been  discharged  as 
recovered,  the  same  being  2.5%  of  all  those  admitted.  On  July  1,  1915,  there  were  present  in 
the  hospital  GG2  patients;  on  parole  10  patients;  making  a  total  oh  the  life  register  of  the  hos- 
pital of  672  patients. 

The  annual  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31. 
1914,  was  $198.92;  tho  daily  per  capita  cost  for  the  same  period  was  $0,545.  The  board  paid 
by  the  various  counties  for  each  patient  is  $156.00  per  annum;  the  board  paid  for  private 
patients  Is  $180.00  per  annum.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  State  of  Missouri  is  very  chari- 
table at  State  Hospital  No.  4  in  making  up  these  deficits.  The  cottage  plan  is  more  expensive 
but  more  desirable.

STATE  CONFEDERATE  SOLDIERS  HOME— HIGGINSYILLE. 

This  instittition  originated  in  the  earnest  eiforls  of  a  number  of  charitable  men  and 
women  of  Missouri,  who  began  the  commendable  work , of  provitling  a  iionie  for  the  old, 
inhrm  and  dependent  Confederate  soldiers,  their  wi\  es,  widows  and  orphans.  A  large  and 
excellent  tract  of  land  containing  3G2  acres  was  i)urchased  near  Higginsville,  and  a  number 
of  frame  cottages,  a  church  building  and  a  large  and  ccnnmodious  two-stury  l)riek  struc- 
ture erected  thereon.  Tlie  land  and  buildings  ct)st  aljout  §08,000.00.  By  act  of  the  tivui- 
eral  Assembly  of  1897  the  home  was  declared  to  l)e  one  of  the  eleemosynary  insliiutions 
of  the  state,  and  the  commonwealth  assumed  the  support  of  the  institutioii  for  twenty  years. 
Tile  then  e.xccut;ve  committee  of  tho  homo  conveyed  the  property  to  the  stale.  The  proj)- 
erty  now  consists  ot  tiio  original  two-story  main  building  containing  sixteen  large  rooms  and 
a  large  dormitory  and  dining  room,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  110,  also  commodious  kitchen 
and  laundry,  togtither  with  ample  lavatories,  closets  and  bathrooms.  Hospital  No.  1,  20 
rooms,  dormitory,  dining  room,  kitchen  and  bathnjoms.    Hospital  No.  2,  10  rooms,  4  \U»r- 
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mitories,  bathrooms  and  closets.  New  dorniitoiy,  4  largo  rooms,  bath  ;iiid  toilet  and  closets; 
sleeping  capacity  of  40  people.  IMcLure  Hats,  10  rooms,  closets  and  haihrooms;  capacity 
of  32  people.  Twenty  cot(ag(;.s,  (chapel,  i)o\ver  liouse,  ice  plant  and  cold  storage;  25,000 
gallon  steel  water  tank;   electric  liglit  plant  which  furnishiis  power  for  laundry,  pumps  and 


ice  plant.

1.  Residence— Citizenship  in  the  State  of  Missouri  for  two  years  prior  to  date  of  ap- 
plication must  bo  established. 

2.  Honorable  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  tho  Confederate  states,  giving  company 
by  letter,  regiment  by  number,  date  and  place  of  enlistment,  duration  or  time  of  service,  date 
and  place  of  parole  or  discharge.  This  record  of  service  to  bo  established  by  certificates 
from  the  old  company  muster  rolls  on  file  in  the  War  Department  at  Washington  or  by 
certificates  of  living  comrades.  If  discharges  or  parolps  have  been  preserved,  they  arc  good 
evidence. 

The  superintendent  will  get  certificates  from  Washington  for  any  applicant  upon  re- 
ceipt of  his  application,  giving  company  and  regiment. 

3.  Men  who  were  disabled  while  serving  in  the  Missouri  State  Guard  under  Governor 
Jackson  and  General  Price  in  1861  and  1862,  if  otherwise  eligible  under  the  rules,  may  bo 
admitted. 

4.  Phys;(;al  inability  to  sui)port  self  and  family,  without  means  or  resources,  pensions 
or  incomes,  must  bo  established  to  be  eligible  to  admission. 

5.  Wives  over  fifty  years  of  ago,  if  not  second  or  third  wives,  may  bo  admitted  with 
their  liusbatids,  second  or  third  wives  admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  full  Board  of 
Managers;  widows  ovcir  fifty  yeais  of  age,  uj)on  proof  of  husband's  soldier  record. 
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G.  Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  possess  proper  (lualifications 
for  admission,  may  bo  admitted  and  retained  in  the  home  until  they  arrive  at  the  a^jo  of 
fourteen  years. 

7.  Men  of  proper  qualifications  as  to  citizensliip  and  service,  no  matter  from  what  state 
enlisted,  nor  to  what  state  the  command  served  in  was  accredited,  may  be  admitted  upon 
proper  proof  as  to  eligibility. 


STATE  FEDERAL  SOLDIERS  HOME— ST.  JAMES. 

Tliis  institution  owes  its  origin  to  the  elTorts  of  the  AVomen's  Relief  Corps  and  the  G. 
A.  R's,  who  began  the  commendable  work  of  providing  a  home  for  the  old  and  dependent 
Federal  soldiers  and  their  wives. 

A  Federal  Soldiers  Home  Association  was  incorporated  in  1894  witli  lieadquarters  in 
St.  Louis.  The  people  of  Si.  James,  aided  by  friends  in  other- parts  of  the  state,  purchased 
and  donated  to  the  association  the  .lames  majision,  situated  on  a  tract  of  i'A)  acres  of  land 
near  St.  James,  in  Phelps  county,  which  originally  cost  $7{),()(}0.  The  association  expended 
some  .$7,000  in  repairs  and  improvenicnts,  and  on  June  25,  18i»7,  conveyed  the  property  for 
$1.00  consideration  to  the  State  of  Missouri  for  a  State  Soldiers  Home.  Tiie  Thirty-ninth 
General  Assembly  appropriated  $10,000  for  support.  The  Forty-first  General  Assembly 
ai)propriated  $22,000  for  dormitory  and  hospital,  which  were  erected.  Tlie  Forty-third 
Gineral  Assembly  appropriated  $3,000  for  a  commissary  building,  and  the  furtlier  sum 
of  $15,000  for  a  dormitory  building,  both  having  been  in  use  since  May  1,  lOOG.  The  Forty- 
fourth  General  Assembly  appropriat(;d  $10,500  for  a  steam  heating  plant,  wliich  was  erected 
and  has  been  in  use  smce  December,  1907,  and  the  furtlier  sum  of  $1 ,300  for  (iiilarging  laundry, 
and  same  Avas  used.  The  property  is  valued  at  $1'>7,742.27.  There  was  also  an  appro- 
priation of  $900.00  for  sidewalks  and  gradings,  which  completes  tlie  walk  fiom  the  home 
to  the  town  of  St.  James.  Its  management  is  vested  in  a  board  of  five  trustees.  Each 
member  receives  $100.00  a  year  and  traveling  expenses,  as  for  other  state  institutions. 

There  are  now  in  the  home  290  inmates.  During  the  last  biennial  period  50  of  the 
inmates  died.    The  cost  of  support  per  capita  per  diem  was  .58  cents. 

RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  INMATES  TO  THE  HOME. 

Applicatioa  must  be  made  upon  the  forms  prescribed,  and  contaiu  the  information  and 
evidence  called  for,  and  be  accompanied  by  both  pension  certificate  (if  pensioner)  and  dis- 
charge of  soldier,  sailor  or  nurse — evidence  of  honorable  discharge  from  service  being  essential 
basis  of  the  application,  and  if  ever  an  inmate  of  any  other  soldiers  homo,  an  honorable  dis- 
charge therefrom  must  be  sent.  AVhen  appli(;ation  and  evidence  are  received  by  the  super- 
intendent., he  causes  same  to  be  recorded  and  forwarded  to  the  president  of  the  board,  by 
whom  final  action  is  taken,  and  the  papers  sent  for  file  in  the  superintendent's  ollice,  whence 
notice  is  sent  to  applicant  as  soon  as  there  is  room  for  his  reception.  These  blanks  can  be 
had  from  any  trustee  or  oflllcer  of  the  home. 

The  following  general  information  may  be  found  useful: 

1.  Letters  of  inquiry  on  behalf  of  an  intended  applicant  should  state  name,  service 
and  postofflce  address  before  asking  the  blanks. 

2.  All  outlay  for  railroad  tickets  and  other  expenses  of  persons  coming  to  the  home 
must  be  borne  by  themselves  or  others  for  them.  County  courts  are  authorized  by  law  to 
incur  this  expense. 

3.  Persons  atllicted  by  incurable  malady,  or  infectious  diseases,  or  any  grade  of  insanity, 
are  not  admissible,  though  otherwise  eligible.  If  such  are  sent,  they  will  be  returned  at 
once  at  cost  of  those  sending  them. 

4.  No  furniture  of  any  sort  should  bo  brought  to  the  home.  But  wearing  apparel, 
chair  cushions,  headrests,  Avork  basket,  or  other  small  articles  of  room  ornament  as  appli- 
cant may  have,  may  be  brought;  also  quilt,  spread,  table  cover,  towels  and  napkins. 

5.  Neither  children  or  other  dependent  relatives  of  the  soldier  are  eligible  to  this  homo 
-  nor  are  wives  or  widows  of  soldiers  under  50  or  widow  under  00  years  of  ago. 

G.  Every  applicant  must  pass  a  physical  examination  by  liis  local  physician  and  be 
(ixamincd  and  passed  by  the  home  surgeon  upon  arrival  before  admission.  Two  creditable 
persons  acquainted  with  aj)plicant's  circumstances  must  be  present  and  make  oath  thereto 
with  him  before  a  magistrate;  lastly,  the  applicant  must  have  the  recommendation  of  either 
a  post  command(;r,  a^corps  president,  trustee  of  the  home  board  or  judge  of  county  or  pro- 
bate comt.

MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF— FULTON. 

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Deaf  was  established  in  1851,  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
providing  for  the  transfer  of  forty  acres  of  land  and  the  buildings  thereon  from  the  State 
liunatic  Asylum,  to  be  dedicated  to  this  school.  The  school  was  opened  November  5.  1851, 
with  a  single  pupil  from  St.  Louis.  By  July  IG,  1852,  the  attendance  was  17,  which  number 
increased  the  second  year  to  54.  In  1854  an  additional  tract  of  eighteen  acres  was  pur- 
chased and  a  building  erected  at  a  cost  of  S28,000. 

In  18GG  an  appropriation  was  made  for  a  workshop,  and  in  1879  a  printing  press  was 
added.  The  school  now  comprises  a  group  of  twelve  substantial  buildings,  with  school- 
house  on  the  west  and  trades  building  on  the  cast.  The  main  buildings  have  a  frontage 
of  225  feet  and  are  four  stories  high.  The  school  building  contains  33  rooms,  with  a  chapel 
and  gallery.  The  buildings,  which  were  burned  in  1888,  were  well  insured,  and  were  speedily 
rebuilt,  and  are  practically  new  fireproof  buildings,  admirably  adapted  for  the  uses  intended. 
An  additional  school  building  was  completed  in  November,  1904,  while  a  cottage  for  small 
pupils,  a  wagon  shop  and  other  buildings  were  erected  during  the  1907  and  1908  biennial 
period. 

One  of  the  main  group  of  buildings,  known  as  the  "East  building,"  originally  the  school 
building,  but  in  recent  years  the  principal  dormitory  for  boys,  was  condemned  in  1907  as 
unsafe.  In  its  place  has  been  erected  a  substantial  fireproof  and  well-arranged  dormitory 
at  a  cost  of  $50,000.  A  new  dairy  barn,  supplied  with  the  most  modern  and  sanitary  equip- 
ment, was  build  during  the  summer  of  1911.  During  the  year  1913  a  new  power  plant  was 
constructed  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.00. 

The  trades  taught  include  cooking,  baking,  cabinet  making,  tailoring,  printing,  shoe- 
making,  harness  making,  blacksmithing,  barbering,  gardening,  sewing  and  dressmaking. 
Tlie  numbe;r  of  pupils  December  31,  1914,  wits  300. 

The  management  is  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  composed  of  five  members,  ap- 
pointed as  are  the  boards  of  the  other  eleemosynary  institutions  of  the  state.  The  super- 
intendent and  teachers  are  appointed  by  tlie  Board  of  Ivlanagers. 

ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS. 

1.  All  children  in  the  state  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twenty-one.  and  too  deaf 
to  be  instructed  in  the  common  schools,  are  entitled  to  admission  into  this  school  free  of 
charge  for  board  and  tuition;  i)rovi(led,  no  one;  shall  be  admiitcil  who  is  fei'.ble-minded,  or 
alllicted  with  sore  eyes,  or  with  a  contagious  or  ollciusive  disease^  or  who,  for  any  reason,  is 
unable  to  attend  Id  the  ordinary  duties  of  scliool. 
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2.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  tiiat  this  is  not  an  asylian  for  tiio  defective,  nor  a 
home  for  the  friendless,  nor  u  hospital  for  ttio  diseased.  It  is  simply  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system  of  the  state— a  school  wherei  deaf  children  receive  un  education  as  a  matter 
of  right,  not  as  a  matter  of  charity. 

3.  Parents  or  guardians  wishing  to  have  a  child  admitted  should  apply  to  the  super- 
intendent, who  will  send  desired  information  concerning  the  school  and  certain  blanks  that 
must  be  filled  out  and  returned  before  tlio  child  can  be  received. 

4.  The  annual  session  begins  on  the  second  AVeduesday  in  September- and  ends  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  June.  Pupils  should  be  brought  to  the  institution  at  the  opening  of 
school  and  remain  until  the  close.  Only  in  extreme  cases  will  pupils  be  permitted  to  enter 
after  school  has  begun  or  leave  before  the  end  of  the  term.

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MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND-  ST.  LOUIS. 

The  Missouri  Scliool  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1851  by  Mr.  Eli  W.  Whclan,  open- 
fn(5  witli  three  blind  pupils  as  a  private  charitable  enterprise.  It  became  a  few  years  later 
a  state  institution,  and  has  furnished  instruction  to  1,230  blind  children.  It  is  a  public 
scliool  for  children  of  defective  sight  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty.  Courses  of  study 
are  frona  the  kindergarten  to  the  high  school.  An  eight-year  course  in  piano  and  pipe  organ, 
composition  and  harmony,  and  an  industrial  department  for  both  sexes.  The  boys  are 
taught  broom  making,  chair  caning,  wirework,  wood  sloyd  and  piano  tuning.  The  girls 
are  taught  knitting,  sewing,  basket  making  and  cooking.  The  school  is  located  at  Spring 
and  iSlagnolia  avenues,  (Ji)posite  Tower  (Ji'ovo  park,  and  when  completed  will  bo  one  of 
the  best  institutions  in  the  country  for  the  education  of  blind  children.  The  building  is 
a  plain,  fireproof,  two-story  structure,  especially  adapted  for  its  pin-pose.  When  the  girls' 
wiog  is  comi)leted,  ample  room  will  be  all'orded  for  the  music  department.  The  Forty- 
si\(ii  (leneral  Ass(un)jly  made  an  appropriation  of  $32,500  for  the  erection  of  one  wing  of 
tlie  building,  which  was  compleLiui  January  1,  1912.

COLONY  FOR  THE  FEEBLE-MINDED  AND  EPILEPTIC  -MARSHALL. 

This  institntiou  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  May  24,  1899, 
and  was  located  at  Marshall.  It  was  declarcid  in  the  aqt  of  establishment  to  be  for  "the 
humane,  ciu-ative,  scientific  and  economic  treatment  of  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic." 
The  law  provided  that  the  institution  should  be  built  on  the  cottage  or  village  plan,  and 
should  contain  cottages  for  domiciliary  use,  an  inlirjuary..  chapel,  schoolhouse  and  workshop. 
The  management  is  vested  in  five  managers,  two  of  whom  shall  be  women,  and  but  two  of 
the  others  to  be  of  the  controlling  political  party.  The  term  of  offlco  is  four  years,  two  to 
be  first  appointed  for  two  years,  three  for  four  years  and  vacancies  to  be  filled  every  two 
years  thereafter.  Compensation,  $100  a  year  and  traveling  expenses.  The  ohlcers  of  the 
institution  are  auijerintendent,  treasurer,  steward  and  matron.  The  Legislature  of  1S99 
appropriated  $30,000  and  iliui  of  1901,  $150,000.  Sevun  cottages  have  been  erected,  and  the 
(Uher  buildings  pr  ivlded  for  by  law.

MISSOURI  STATE  SANATORIUM— MT.  VERNON. 

Dr.  James  Stewart  of  Warren  county  introduced  in  tlie  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Forty-third  General  Assembly  a  bill  (which  became  a  law)  providing  for  the  establishment, 
at  some  place  in  the  state,  of  an  institution  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  its  earlier 
stages.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  establishing  this  institution,  and  the 
act  provided  for  the  board  to  select  location  and  cause  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings. 

During  the  fall  of  1905  the  board,  after  inspecting  many  available  sites,  decided  on  one  of 
200  acres  offered  by  the  citizens  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Lawrence  county,  Missouri.  This  beautiful 
little  village  is  on  the  crest  of  the  Ozarks,  the  climate  of  which  already  has  considerable  of  a 
reputation  for  the,  curing  of  tuberculosis.  A  suitable  building  was  erected  and  turned  over 
to  the  lioard  of  Managers  in  the  spring  of  1907.  The  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  ap- 
propriated $135,000  for  other  buildings,  ecjuipnient  and  maintenance;  the  Forty-fifth,  $104,250  ; 
tlie  Forty-sixth,  $170,000;  the  Forty-seventh,  $153,000,  and  the  Forty-eighth  General  As- 
sembly made  an  appropriation  of  $175,700. 

Seven  permai  ent  buildings  are  completed  and  in  use.  Four  of  these  are  for  patients. 
The  power  house  contains  two  175-horscpower  boilers  aiul  an  engine  and  dynanu).  All  the 
buildings  are  heated  and  liglitcd  from  this  machincu-y.  Tiu)  medical  wing  is  used  for  ad- 
ministrative quarters. 
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All  of  the  permanent  buildings  arc  coastruclod  of  red  brick. 

The  sanatorium  opened  August  t,  li)07,  for  the  reception  of  patients,  since  which  time 
there  have  been  1,500  patients  treated.    At  present  there  are  L'OO  patients  in  the  institution. 

The  sanatorium  is  situated  at  Mt.  Vernon,  the  county  seat  of  Lawrence  county.  The 
Frisco  has  a  branch  line  from  Aurora  to  Greenhuld.  This  passes  through  Mt.  Vtsrnon.  The 
INlissouri  Pacillc  passes  througii  IJoberg,  two  and  one-iialf  miles  distant. 

The  results  of  treatment  Jiave  been  far  more  succes.sful  than  even  the  most  sanguine 
supporters  had  expected.  In  sijite  of  tlie  fact  lliat  tlii.re  lias  been  a  good  per  cent  of  the 
patients  in  the  ()ast  incipient  stage,  nu)st  all  patients  liave  made  improvement  while  in 
tlie  sanatorium.  Practically  ail  of  1  lie  cases  that  w ci-e  received  in  anywhere  near  llie  incii)ient 
stage  have  done  well. 

In  addition  t  o  caring  for  tlie  ])atients  who  art;  fortunate  enough  to  get  into  t  lie  sanatorium, 
the  medical  stall  attempts  to  do  as  much  good  in  an  educational  way  as  is  possible.

RULES   OF  ADMISSION. 

The  law  i)rovides  for  two  (-lasses  of  patients,  namely,  free  patients  and  private  ])a(ients. 
Tlie  proper  method  of  api)lying  in  each  casi;  is  as  follows: 

A  free  i)atient  makes  an  aHldavit  to  the  clerk  of  tlie  court  of  the  county  in  whieii  lie 
resides,  or  if  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  to  the  ciiy  amliloi',  to  tlie  elTect  that  he  desires  admission 
to  the  Missouri  State  Sanatorium,  and  that  he  is  unaljle  to  pay  for  his  support  and  treatment 
while  there. 

The  court  after  investigation,  and  finding  the  applicant  to  be  worthy  of  the  charity, 
recommends  his  adiuission  to  the  sanatorium. 

Private  patients  ai)ply  dirt^ctly  to  the  siuiatorium.  \  list  is  kej)t  of  eacii  class  of 
ai)plicants.    The  names  are  plae(Hl  on  (he  list  in  (he  order  of  tlieir  receipt. 
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When  a  vacancy  occurs  tlic  person  Avhose  name  appears  first  on  the  list  of  free  patients  is 
referred  to  an  examining  pliysician  for  examination.  If  there  are  no  applications  from  free 
patients,  the  one  whoso  name  appears  Ih-st  on  the  list  of  private  patients  is  referred  to  an 
exan\iner. 

The  cases  that  are  found  to  be  in  the  incipient  stage  are  sent  to  the  sanatorium. 
The  county  transports  the  free  patients.    Only  those  who  have  been  residents  of  Missouri 
for  at  least  one  year  can  bo  taken  as  patients  to  tlie  sanatorium. 


MISSOURI  STATE  PENITENTIARY— JEFFERSON  CITY. 

TJio  erection  of  a  State  Penitentiary  "house"  at  Jefferson  City  was  authorized  by  an 
act  of  the  Geiun-al  Assembly  approved  January  IG,  ISXi,  appropriating  $25,000  for  tlio  cost 
of  erection,  and  providing  for  its  completion  by  October  1,  1834.  The  contractor  failing  to 
comi)leto  it  in  the  given  time,  the  Legislature  of  1S35  passed  a  special  resolution  authoriz- 
ing Jam(>s  Dimica,  the  commissioner,  to  complete  the  stonework  under  contract  with  J.  A. 
Crump  and  E.  Finley.  The  Prison  Inspection  Board  was  created  by  an  act  approved 
March  18,  1835.  The  same  act  provided  for  a  warden  to  be  chosen  by  a  joint  vote  of  the 
General  Assembly.  The  first  prisoner  was  received  March  8,  183G,  and  the  total  numl)er  of 
l)risoners  for  tiiat  year  was  eighteen.  From  the  opening  until  January  1,  1'J15,  40,012 
prisoners  have  l)een  received.  The  greatest  number  imi)risoued  at  any  one  time  was  2,091). 
Ou  April  1,  1915,  there  were  2,585  male  and  55  female  convicts  in  the  Missouri  P(wiitentiary. 
Tlie  total  net  earnings  of  the  p(uiiteutiary  for  the  biennial  i)eriod  ending  December  31, 
1914,  were  $748,047.14.  The  cost  of  food  for  tlio  same  period  Avas  $301,220.02;  fuel,  $120.- 
031.02;  clothing,  $70,422.32;  salaries,  $284,970,97;  cost  of  water,  hospital,  repairs  and  all 
other  items  of  expense,  $150,504.25,  a  total  expenditure  of  $933,215.38,  making  the  cost  in 
excess  of  earnings  less  the  deficiency  of  1911  and  1912,  $110,108.24.  The  state's  prop- 
erty at  the  penitentiary  was  ai)praiscd  on  January  3,  1915,  at  $1,987,113.87. 

The  penitentiary  is  under  the  control  and  direction  of  three  inspectors,  one  warden, 
a  deputy  warden,  pliysician,  chief  clerk,  chaplain  and  matron,  with  such  guards  and  assistants 
as  may  be  necessai  y.

THE  MISSOURI  REFORMATORY— BOONVILLE. 

The  school  was  created  by  the  act  approvnjd  March  SO,  1887.  and  was  located  near 
the  city  of  Boonville  by  a  commission  composed  of  Governor  John  S.  Marmaduke,  Attorney- 
General  R.  G.  Boone  and  Register  of  Lands  Robert  McCuUoch.  Tho  main  building  \\a3 
erected  ))y  contract  under  the  sui)ervi.sion  of  this  commission,  aud  was  opened  for  the  re- 
ception of  boys  (jn  the  flrst  of  January,  1889. 

The  tract  of  land  originally  purchased  as  a  site  for  the  institution  contained  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one  acres.  The  Legislature  of  1897  appropriated  seven  thousand  dollars, 
witli  wliich  one  hundred  sixty-nine  acres  lying  east  of  and  adjoining  tho  original  tracts  were 
purchased.  A  small  tract  containing  eight  acres  south  of  tho  main  building  Avas  also  bought 
and  paid  for  out  of  the  proceeds  ot  the  brickyard,  and  this  tract  is  now  used  as  a  playground 
and  roadway.  The  Legislature  of  19(J5  appropriated  twelve  thousand  dollars  to  buy  addi- 
M  19 
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tioual  land.  With  this  money  the  board  purchased  one  hundred  and  forty-Lwo  acres  ad- 
joining the  school  property  on  the  south.  This  tract  lies  partly  within  tho  limits  of  the 
city  of  Boonville,  and  was  the  only  available  laud  which  could  be  secured  by  tho  school. 
The  State  now  owns  Ave  hundred  acres  of  land.  There  are  located  upon  this  land  twenty-eight 
substantial  buildings.  All  of  them,  except  tiie  main  building,  were  constructed  by  the  boys. 
There  is  also  a  brick  dwelling  house  on  tho  land  recently  purchased. 

This  institution  has  graded  schools  up  to  eighth  grade. 

Number  of  boys  in  school  December,  1914,  is  491.

STATE  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  GIRLS— CHILLICOTHE. 

The  State  Industrial  Home  for  Girls  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth 
General  Assembly  approved  March  30,  1887.  Tho  sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  for 
tlie  buildin^i^  A  commission,  composed  of  tlie  Governor,  Attorney-General  and  Register  of 
Lauds,  was  appointed  to  locate  the  homo,  and  tho  commissioners  were  authorized  to  receive 
such  donations  in  money,  land  or  building  material  as  might  be  tendered  to  secure  the  loca- 
tion. On  July  28,  1887,  the  commissioners  accepted  a  donation  of  $5,000,  tendered  by  the 
citizens  of  Chillicothe,  through  the  Chillicothe  Board  of  Trade,  and  located  tlie  institution 
on  its  present  site  in  Chillicothe.  Under  the  provisions  of  "the  act  establishing  the  institu- 
tion, tlie  management  is  on  the  cottage  plan.  On  June  15,  1888,  the  wall  of  the  basement 
of  the  first  cottage  being  completed,  the  corner  stone  was  laid;  tliis  cottage  is  known  as 
"Marmaduke  Cottage."  Three  more  cottages  have  since  been  added,  and  they  are  known 
as  "Missouri  Cottage,"  "Slack  Cottage"  and  "Folk  Cottage."  Besides  these  buildings 
several  others  have  been  erected— a  school  building  and  chapel  combined,  a  large  boiler 
house  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  steam  heat  and  power  for  all  buildings,  and  a  new 
administration  building  at  a  cost  of  $15,000,  a  beautiful  plot  of  ground  immediately  fronting 
the  three  cottages  having  been  purchased  for  this  building.  One  thousand  one  hundred 
and  four  girls  have  entered  tho  institution.  879  have  left  it  for  various  reasons,  viz:  (Jood 
behavior,  expiration  of  tiino,  etc.,  an<l  225  are  at  pr(!sent  in  the  home. 
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Tho  general  supervision  and  goveriuuent  of  (he  Industrial  Home  for  Girls  is  vest*.'d  in 
a  board  of  control  of  live  members,  api)ointed  by  Liu;  Governor  for  a  term  of  six  years.  Mem- 
bers of  tho  board  receive  tiieir  expenses  and  $Wi)  per  year.  Organization  of  the  board  taivus 
place  in  March  of  each  odd-numl>eri'd  year,  as  per  Ue\  ised  Stat  utes.

VVOODROW  WILSON  (Doniocnit),  l^residc  ut,  was  born  at  Staunton.  \  a..  DocHMubci- 2S, 
1S5G,  and  is  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Jo.sopti  K.  Wilson  and  Jessie  AVoodrcjw  Wilson,  the  former  a 
distingnishod  scholar  and  clergyman  of  tlio  l*i-esby tonaii  Oluueh  of  the  SoutJi.  His  fatiier 
was  a  native  of  Ohio  and  his  mother  of  Scotland,  and  his  ancestry  on  bolli  sides  is  Scotcli- 
Irisli.  Ifis  boyhood  days  wcro  spent  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  whoro  he  prepared  for  college  with  private  tutors  and  at  tlie  schools  of  thesi;  place's. 
His  real  educator,  however,  was  his  father,  a  scholar  of  high  order,  for  some  years  professor  of 
the  Columbia  (S.  C.)  Theological  Seminary,  and  who  closed  his  career  as  professor  in  the 
Southwestern  Theological  Seminary  at  Clarksville,  Tcnn.  In  1874  he  entered  Davidson 
College,  North  Carolina,  remained  one  year,  and  in  the  fall  of  1875  went  to  Princeton  College, 
from  which  ho  was  graduated  in  the  cla.ss  of  187'.).  Following  his  graduation  he  entered  the 
University  of  Virginia,  Charlottesville,  Va.,  as  a  law  .student  and  was  gradtiated  in  1881. 
For  two  years  ho  practiced  law  at  Atlanta,  (ia.  In  188;i  to  1885  did  graduate  work  at  the 
Johns  lIo])kins  University,  Baltimore,  Aid.,  in  politiccd  economy  antl  history;  1885  to  1888, 
professor  of  history  and  political  economy  at  Bryn  Mawr  College,  Pennsylvania;  1888  to 
1800,  professor  in  the  same  branches  of  sci(uic(;  at  Wesleyan  University.  In  June,  189U,  lie 
was  elected  professor  of  jiuisprudence  and  political  economy  at  Princeton  University.  In 
1805  the  department  Avas  divided  and  he  was  assigned  to  the  chair  of  jurispi-udence. 
In  1897  he  was  promoted  to  the  Mc(,\)rmiek  professorsliii)  of  jurispriidence  and  politics.  In 
1902  ho  was  elected  president  of  the  university,  resigning  both  that  ofllce  and  his  professorsiup 
in  October,  1910,  immediately  after  his  nomination  for  Governor  of  New^  Jersey,  to  which 
ofllce  he  was  elected  November  8,  1910,  by  a  jjlurality  of  49,050  votes.  He  was  married  June 
21,  1885,  to  Miss  Ellen  Lotiise  Axson  of  a  distinguisluxl  family  of  Savannah,  Ga.  Mrs.  Wilson 
died  at  the  White  House  on  August  6,  19M.  The  I'resident  has  three  daughters,  Aliss  Alar- 
garet  WoodroAV  Wilson,  Ivlrs.  Francis  Bowes  Sayre  and  Mrs.  William  Gibbs  McAdoo.  He  is 
the  author  of  the  following  works:  Congressional  Government,  in  1885;  The  Statt!-Elements 
of  Historical  and  Practical  Politics,  in  1889;  Division  and  Reunion,  in  1893;  An  Old  blaster, 
and  Other  I'olitical  Essays,  in  1893;  Mere  Literature  and  Other  Essays,  in  1896;  Life  of  George 
Washington,  in  1896;  History  of  the  American  People,  in  1902;  and  Constitutional  Govern- 
ment in  the  United  States,  in  1908. 

THOMAS  R.  MARSHALL  (Democrat)  of  IndianapoUs,  Ind.,  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  was  born  in  North  Manchester,  Wabash  county,  Indiana,  March  14,  1854;

the  degree  of  LL.  D.;  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Columbia  City,  Indiana,  on  his  twenty-first 
birthday  and  continued  without  interruption  the  practice  of  law  there  until  1908,  when  ho 
was  elected  governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  was  married  October  2,  1895,  to  Miss  Lois  I. 
i\inisoy  of  Angola,  Indiana,    He  was  elected  Vice-President  in  1912.

We  denounce  the  action  of  President  Taft  in  veloiuf!;  tin;  bills  lo  reduee,  the  tarill'  in  the 
eotlon,  wookai,  inettds  and  chenni-ai  -;chedides  and  the  farmers'  free  list  liill,  all  t;f  which  were 
ih  signed  to  give  itnmt:;diate  lelief  to  the  masses  I'l'om  the  e.\ae-tions  (d'  the  trusts. 

Th(5  llei)ublican  parly,  while  |)romising  laiill  res  ision,  has  shown  by  iis  (arill'  legislation 
that  such  revision  is  not  to  I  i;  in  the  people's  iiii  eie-,t  ;  and  ha  v  ing  been  la  it  hh  s.>  ( o  its  pledges 
of  l;)l)S,  it  should  no  longer  i'nj(/y  the  coiilidenee  of  the  nalioii.  We  a])i)eal  lo  the  Ameiieaii 
Ix  opK;  to  support  us  in  our  (^lemand  for  a  lai  ilV  for  rev  eiiue  only. 

Ilifjh  Cost  of  Livliiii-  'riie  hivdi  co.-.t  of  living:  is  a  seriinis  |)ro))lem  in  every  .Xmeric-an 
iKHiie.  Tlie  liei)ublictiii  parl  y  in  its  i)la,lform  al  lem|jls  lo  escape  from  r<'si)on.--ibilil  >  for 
|)r(  sent  conditions  l)y  denying  that  tln^v  are  due  lo  a  pi-oi(;clive  tarilf.  We  take  issue,  with 
th(un  on  tliis  sul)ject,  and  charge  thai  excessive  |)i-ices  result  in  a  large  measure  from  the  high 
tarilf  laws  (enacted  and  mainbdned  by  the  Ivispublican  party  and  from  trusts  a  m  1  com  mercia  I 
coiisi)iracii's  fostered  and  encouraged  liy  sutMi  laws,  ami  we.  assert  that  no  .-.u  hsi  a  n  I  iai  relief  can 
b(!  secured  for  the  i)eople  until  import  dulies  oij  the  necessaries  of  life  are  mat  eiiall.s'  reduced 
and  these  criniitKil  conspirtu.-iis  bi'oken  ui). 

Anil-Trust  Law. — A  iirivtiK;  monopoly,  is  indefensible  and  intolerable.  We  therefoie 
favtir  the  vigorous  enforcement  ol'  the  criminal  ;es  well  as  tht;  civil  law  against  Irusts  and  trust 
olliciids,  and  demand  tlie  enacl.ment  of  such  additional  h^gislaiion  as  may  \n-  neces.-arv  to 
make  it  iini)ossibl(!  for  a.  i)ri vate  monopoly  to  exist  in  I  li<!  United  Stales. 

W(;  fiivor  the  declaration  by  law  of  the  condilioies  upon  which  corporation-  :-hall  be  per- 
mitted to  engage,  in  inlerstale  trade,  including  anion:',  others  the  pia'V  en(  ioii  of  luWding  e(Mn- 
pani(!s,  of  inl«a  l(j<:king  directors,  of  stock  waUrin;',  ol  di  ,cri  mina  t  imi  in  price,  and  the  eoi.i  ii>l 
liy  any  one  corporation  of  so  large  a  pro|)ortion  of  an.\  imlusiry  as  lo  make  il  a  menace  to  com 
petitivc!  condilions. 

We  condemn  the  action  of  Ihe.  Republican  ad  mi  nt^l  ia(  ion  in  coinpromi-ing  with  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  and  lln^  tobacco  Iriisi,  and  its  failure  to  invoke  Ihe  criminal  piMv  i-ions 
of  the  aidi-lrust  law  against  ollicers  of  I  ho.ic  coipi  )ra  t  ions  after  1  he  com  I  liad  ileclared  llial. 
from  t  he  nmlisputed  facts  in  I  he  recoi'd  I  hey  had  v  iiikiled  t  he  criminal  iirov  i-ioie  ol  i  he  la  w  . 
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We  regret  tliat  the  Sliej  iuan  anti-trust  law  lias  received  a  jiidieial  cousti-uetioii  licprix  iiii? 
it  of  much  of  its  edieucy.  and  we  favor  the  (uiaetinent  of  lefj;i.slation  winch  will  restore  to  tlie 
statute  tlie  strength  of  which  it  lias  been  dei)rivt;d  by  such  interpretation. 

Rights  of  the  States. — We  believe  in  tlie  iireser vation  and  maintenance  in  their  full 
strength  and  integrity  of  the  three  co-ordinaie  l;ranclies  of  the  Federal  Ooveniment — tlie 
executive,  the  legislative  and  tin;  judicial -cacii  keeping  within  its  own  bounds  and  not  en- 
croaching upon  the  just  powtu's  of  eitluir  of  the  others. 

Believing  that  the  most  elllcient  results  under  our  system  of  govt'rnment  are  to  be  at- 
tained by  the  full  exi'rcise  by  tlie  stales  of  ilu'ir  reserved  so\'ereign  powers,  we  denounce  as 
usurpation  the  elForts  of  our  oi)i)oneuts  to  ih'i)i-ive  the  states  of  any  of  the  rights  ri'served  to 
them,  and  to  enlarge  and  magnify  by  indirection  the  i)Owers  of  tlie  Federal  Government. 

We  insist  upon  the  fidl  exiueise  of  all  ttu^  i)owers  of  the  government,  both  state  and 
national,  to  protect  the  ixiople  from  injustico  at  the  hands  of  those  who  aov.k  to  make  tlie 
government  a  private  ;isset  in  busim^ss.  'J'liere  is  no  twilight  zone  between  the  nation  and 
the  state  in  which  exploiting  inttirests  can  take  refuge  from  ))oth.  it  is  as  necessary  that  tlie 
Federal  Government  shall  exercise  the  powci's  I'eservt-d  to  them,  but  we  insist  tliat  federal 
rei^iedies  for  the  regulation  of  interstate  commerce  and  for  the  prevention  of  private  monopoly 
shall  be  added  to  and  not  substituted  for  state  remedies. 

Income  Tax  and  Popular  Election  of  Senators. — We  congratulate  the  country  upon 
the  triumph  of  two  important  reforms  demanded  in  the  last  nationa.1  i)latform,  namely,  the 
amendment  of  the  Fcideral  Constitution  authorizing  an  income  tax  and  the  amendment  pro- 
viding for  the  popular  election  of  Senators,  iind  we  call  upon  the  people  of  all  the  states  to 
rally  to  the  supiiort  of  the  pending  ])ropositions  aiul  secure  their  ratification. 

We  note  with  gratilicat ion  tiie  unanimous  sentinuMit  in  favor  of  jjublicity,  before  the 
election,  of  cami)aign  contributions,  a  measure  tlemanded  in  our  national  platftirm  of  190S, 
and  at  that  time  opposed  by  the  lieimbhcan  [larty,  and  we  commend  the  Democratic  House 
of  Representatives  for  extending  the  doctrine  of  publicity  to  recommendations,  verbal  and 
written,  upon  which  presidiMit ial  a i)pointm(ints  are  made,  to  the  ownerslii[)  and  control  of 
newspapers  and  to  tlu;  expeiutitiu'es  made  by  and  in  bt;lialf  of  those  who  aspire  to  presidential 
nominations,  and  wo  point  for  additional  justJlicalioii  for  this  legislation  to  the  enormous  ex- 
penditures of  money  in  behalf  of  the  l^resident  ami  liis  pred(;cessor  in  the  recent  contest  for 
the  Republican  nomination  tuv  J'resident. 

Presidential  Primaries. — The  movimient  toward  more  popular  government  should  be 
promoted  througii  legislation  in  each  state  which  will  permit  the  expression  of  the  preference 
of  the  electors  for  national  candidates  at  presidential  primaries. 

We  direct  that  the  national  committee  incoriiorate  in  the  call  for  tlie  next  nominating 
convention  a  requirement  that  all  expressions  of  iMi:t'erence  for  presidential  candidates  shall 
be  giyen  and  the  selection  of  delegates  and  alternat(!s  be  made  through  a  })rimary  election 
conducted  by  the  party  organization  in  each  stale  where  such  expr(!ssi<in  and  election  are  not 
provided  for  by  state  law.  CyOmmiltcjemt^n  who  are  heriKifter  to  constitute  tiie  memb(!rs!iii) 
of  the  Democratic  National  Committee  and  whose  (>lection  is  not  (irox  ided  for  by  law  shall  be 
chosen  in  each  state  at  such  primary  elections,  and  the  si;rvice  and  authority  of  committee- 
men, however  chosen,  shall  begin  immediately  uj^on  the  receipt  of  their  credentials  respectively. 

Campaliin  Contributions. — ^Wo  pledge  the  I')emocratic  j)arty  to  the  enactnu;nt  of  a 
law  prohibiting  any  corporation  from  contributing  to  a  campaign  fund  and  any  individual 
from  contributing  any  amount  above  a  reasonable  maximum. 

Term  of  President. — We  favor  a  single  iii-esitlential  term,  and  to  that  end  urge  the  adop- 
tion of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  making  the  J'resident  of  the  United  States  ineligible 
for  re-election,  and  we  pledge  the  candidate  of  this  convention  to  this  principle. 

Democratic  Congress. — At  this  time,  -when  the  liepuldican  party,  after  a  gcnoratiou  of 
unlimited  power  in  its  control  of  the  t<'ederal  tJovcM  iinuMit,  is  rent  into  factions,  it  is  opportune 
to  point  to  the  record  of  accomplishment  of  the  Democratic  House  of  Jvcpresentat ives  in  the 
Sixty-second  Congress.  We  indorse  its  action  and  we  ciiallenge  comparison  of  its  record  with 
that  of  any  Congress  which  has  been  controlkid  by  our  opponents. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  patriotic  citizens  of  our  country  to  its  record  of  eh3ciency, 
economy  and  construc'tive  legislation. 

It  has,  among  other  achic^venumts,  revised  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  so 
as  to  give  to  the  rcsiiresentatives  of  the  American  people  freedom  of  speech  and  of  action  in 
advocating,  proposing  and  iieriVicting  remedial  legislation. 

It  has  passed  bills  for  the  relief  of  the  people  and  the  development  of  our  country;  it  has 
endeavored  to  revise  tlio  tarilf  taxes  downward  in  the  interest  of  tlie  consuming  masses  and 
thus  reduce  the  high  cost  of  living. 

It  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  providing  for  the  election  of 
United  States  Senators  by  the  direct  vote  of  tlie  people. 

It  has  secured  the  admission  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  as  two  sovereign  states. 

It  has  required  the  publicity  of  campaign  expenses  both  before  and  after  election  and 
fixed  a  limit  upon  the  election  expenses  of  United  States  Senators  and  Representatives. 

It  has  also  passed  a  bill  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  tlie  writ  of  injunction. 

It  has  passed  a  law  establishing  an  eight-hour  day  for  workmen  on  all  national  public 
work. 

It  has  passed  a  resolution  which  forced  the  President  to  take  immediate  steps  to  abrogate 
the  Russian  treaty. 

And  it  has  passed  the  great  supply  l^ills  which  lessen  waste  and  extravagance  and  whicli 
reduce  the  annual  expenses  of  the  government  by  many  millions  of  dollars. 

We  approve  the  measure  reported  by  the  Democratic  leaders  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  the  creation  of  a  council  of  national  defense  which  will,  determine  a  definite  naval 
program  with  a  view  to  increased  eniciency  and  economy.  The  party  that  proclaimed  and 
has  always  enforced  the  Monroe  Doctrine  and  was  sponsor  for  the  new  navy  will  continue 
faithfully  to  observe  the  constitutional  re(iuirements  to  provide  and  maintain  an  adequate  and 
well-proportioned  navy  sulllcient  to  defend  American  policies,  protect  our  citizens  and  up- 
hold the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  nation. 

Republican  Extravagance. — We  denounce  the  profligate  waste  of  the  money  wrung 
from  the  people  by  oppressive  taxation  through  the  lavish  appropriations  of  recent  Republican 
Congresses,  which  have  kept  taxes  high  and  reduced  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people's  toil. 
We  demand  a  return  to  that  simplicity  and  economy  which  befits  a  democratic  government 
and  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  useless  ohices,  the  salaries  of  which  drain  the  substance  of 
the  people. 
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Railroads.  Express  Companies.  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Lines. — We  favor  tlie 
efllciont  supervision  and  rate  refjulation  of  railroads,  express  companies,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone lines  engaged  in  interstate  commerce.  To  this  end  we  recommend  the  valuation  of 
railroads,  express  companies,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  such  valuation  to  take  into  consideration  the  physical  value  of  the  property,  the 
original  cost,  the  cost  of  reproduction,  and  any  element  of  value  that  will  render  the  valua- 
tion fair  and  just. 

Wo  favor  such  legislation  as  will  clfectually  prohibit  the  railroads,  express,  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies  from  engagi/ig  in  business  whicii  bring  tlicm  into  competition  with  tlusir 
shippers  or  patrons;  also  legislation  prevoiiting  the  overissue  of  stocks  and  bonds  by  interstate 
railroads,  express  companies,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  and  legislation  wliich  will  assure 
such  reduction  in  transportation  rates  as  conditions  will  permit,  care  buiug  taken  to  avoid 
reduction  that  would  compel  a  reduction  of  wages,  prevent  adequate  service,  or  do  injustice 
to  legitimate  investments. 

Banking  Legislation. — We  oppose  the  so-called  Aldrich  bill  or  the  establishment  of  a 
central  bank,  and  we  believe  the  people  of  the  country  will  be  largely  freed  from  panics  and 
consequent  unemployment  and  business  depression  by  such  a  systematic  revision  of  our  bank- 
ing laws  as  will  rcjnder  temporary  relitif  in  localities  vvliere  such  relief  is  needed,  with  protection 
from  control  or  dominion  by  what  is  known  as  the  money  trust. 

Jianks  exist  for  the  accommodation  of  1  lie  public  and  not  for  the  control  of  business. 
All  legislation  on  the  subject  of  banking  and  currency  should  have  for  its  purpose  the  seciu'ing 
of  these  accommodations  on  terms  of  absolute  security  to  the  public  and  of  complete  protec- 
tion from  the  misuse  of  the  power  that  wealth  gives  to  tliose  who  possess  it. 

We  condemn  the  present  metliods  of  depositing  go vei-nnu^jit  funds  in  a  ftsw  favored  banks, 
largely  situated  in  or  controlled  by  Wall  Street,  iu  return  for  i)olitlcal  favtns,  and  we  pledge 
our  i)arty  to  provide  by  law  for  their  deposit  by  competitive  bidding  in  the  banking  institu- 
tions of  the  country,  national  and  state,  without  discrimination  as  to  locality,  upon  approved 
securities  and  subject  to  call  by  the  government. 

Rural  Credits.— Of  equal  importance  with  tiie  question  of  currency  reform  is  the  ques- 
tion of  rural  credits  or  agricultural  finance.  Tlierefore  we  recommend  that  an  investigation  of 
agricultiu-al  credit  societies  in  foreign  countries  bi;  made,  so  that  it  may  be  ascertained  whether 
a  system  of  rural  credits  may  be  devised  suitable  to  conditions  in  the  United  States;  and  we 
also  favor  legislation  pern\itting  national, banks  to  loan  a  reasonable  proportion  of  their  funds 
on  real  estate  security. 

We  recognize  the  value  of  vocational  education  and  urge  federal  appropriations  for  such 
training  and  extension  teaching  in  agriculture  in  co-oi)eration  with  the  several  states. 

Waterways.' — We  renew  the  declaration  in  our  last  platform  relating  to  the  conservation 
of  our  natural  resources  and  the  development  of  oiu-  waterways.  Tlio  present  devastation  of 
the  Ijower  Mississippi  Valley  accentuates  the  movement  for  tlie  regulation  of  river  How  by 
additional  bank  and  levee  protection  below,  and  the  diversion,  storage  and  control  of  the  Hood 
waters  above,  and  their  utilization  for  beneficial  purposes  in  the  reclamation  of  arid  and  swamp 
lands  and  the  development  of  water  power,  instead  of  permitting  the  iloods  to  continue,  as 
heretofore,  agents  of  destruction. 

We  hold  that  the  control  of  the  Mississippi  river  is  a  national  problem.  The  preserva- 
tion of  the  depth  of  its  water  for  the  purpose  of  navigation,  the  building  of  levees  to  maintain 
the  integrity  of  its  channel  and  the  prevention  of  the  overflow  of  the  land  and  its  consequent 
devastation,  resulting  in  the  intiurui)tion  of  interstate  commerce,  the  disorganization  of  the 
mail  service  and  the  enormous  loss  of  life  and  property,  impose  an  obligation  which  alone  can 
be  discharged  by  the  general  government. 

To  maintain  an  adequate  depth  of  water  the  entire  year  and  thereby  encourage  water 
transportation  is  a  consummation  worthy  of  legislative  attention  and  presents  an  issue  national 
in  its  character.  It  calls  for  i)rompt  action  on  the  part  of  Congress,  and  the  Democratic 
party  pledges  itself  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  leading  to  that  end. 

We  favor  the  co-operation  of  the  United  States  and  the  resjjective  states  in  plans  for  the 
comprehensive  treatment  of  all  waterways  with  a  view  of  co-ordinating  plans  for  channel  im- 
provem(>nt  with  plans  of  drainage  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  and  to  this  end  we  favor  the 
appropriation  by  the  Federal  Government  of  sufllcient  funds  to  make  surveys  of  such  lands, 
to  devcilop  plans  for  draining  of  the  same  and  to  supervise  the  work  of  construction. 

We  favor  the  adoption  of  a  liberal  and  compreliensi ve  plan  for  the  development  and  im- 
provenient  of  our  inland  waterways  with  economy  and  elliciency,  so  as  to  permit  their  naviga- 
tion by  vessels  of  standard  draught. 

Post  Roads. — Wo  favor  national  aid  to  state  and  local  authorities  in  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  post  roads. 

Rights  of  Labor. — Wo  repeat  our  declaration  of  the  platform  of  1908,  as  follows: 

"The  courts  of  justice  are  the  bulwarks  of  our  liberties  and  we  yield  to  Jione  in  our  pur- 
pose to  maintain  their  dignity.  Our  party  has  given  to  the  bench  a  long  line  of  distinguished 
justices  who  have  added  to  the  respect  and  confidence  in  which  this  department  must  bo 
jealously  maintained.  We  resent  the  attempt  of  the  Jlepublican  party  to  raise  a  false  issue 
respecting  the  judiciary.  It  is  an  unjust  reflection  upon  a  great  body  of  our  citizens  to  assume 
that  they  lack  respect  for  the  courts. 

•'It  Is  the  function  of  the  courts  to  interpret  the  laws  which  the  people  enact,  and  if  the 
laws  appear  to  work  economic,  social  or  political  injustice,  it  is  our  duty  to  chiinge  them.  The 
onlv  basis  upon  which  the  integrity  of  our  courts  can  stand  is  that  of  unswerving  justice  and 
protection  of  life,  personal  liberty  and  property.  As  judicial  processes  may  be  abu-Scd,  wo 
should  guard  them  against  abuse. 

"Experience  has  proved  the  necessity  of  a  modification  of  the  present  law  relating  to  in- 
junction, ami  we  reiterate  the  pledges  of  our  platforn\s  of  1S9G  and  U.H)  I  in  favor  of  a  measure 
which  passed  the  United  States  Senate  in  189(5,  relating  to  contonipt  in  federal  courts  and  pro- 
viding for  trial  by  jury  in  cases  of  indirect  contempt. 

"Questions  of  judicial  practice  have  arisen,  especially  in  connection  with  industrial  dis- 
putes. Wo  believe  that  the  parties  to  all  judicial  proceedings  shoidd  l)e  treated  with  rigid  im- 
partiality, and  that  injunctions  should  not  be  issued  in  any  case  iu  which  an  injunction  woulo" 
not  issue  if  no  industrial  dispute  were  involved. 

"The  expanding  organization  of  industry  makes  it  essential  that  there  shoidd  be  no  abridg- 
ment of  the  right  of  the  wage-earners  and  producers  to  organize  for  the  protection  of  wages  and 
the  improvement  of  labor  conditions,  to  the  end  that  such  labor  organizations  and  their  mem- 
bers should  not  be  regarded  as  illegal  combinations  in  restraint  of  trade. 
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'We  pledge  the  Dcmoiu-atic-  party,  to  the  eiuictineat  of  a  law  creaiin^;  a  1  )eiKii  ( iiidut  of 
Labor  represented  separately  in  the  I'residunL's  Cahuiet,  in  wliieh  deparlnicnt  shall  be  in- 
cluded the  subject  of  mines  and  mining." 

yVe  pledge  the  Democratit;  |)arty,  so  far  as  tlie  fi'deral  jurisdiclion  extends,  to  an  em- 
ploye's compensation  law.  pro\  iding  adequaLo  indcnnuty  for  injury  to  body  or  loss  of  life. 

Conservation.- -We  believe  in  the  conservation  and  the  development,  for  tli<;  use  of  all 
liie  people,  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  Cfjimlry.  Om-  forests,  our  sources  of  water  supply, 
our  arable  and  our  mineral  lands,  ttur  navigable  streams  and  all  tlit)  other  material  ri;soin'ces 
with  which  our  country  has  been  so  lavisiily  endowed,  constitute  the  foundation  of  our  national 
wealth.  Such  additional  higislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  their  being  wasttid  or 
absorbed  by  special  or  privileged  interests  slumld  be  enacted  and  the  policy  of  their  conserva- 
tion should  be  rigidly  adhered  to. 

The  public  doniain  siiould  be  adnnnistered  and  disj)osed  of  with  due  regard  to  Die  general 
wi'lfare.  Reservations  should  be  limited  to  the  i)uri)os(;s  whicli  they  piu'i)orl  to  serve  and  not 
extended  to  include  land  wholly  misuiled  Lheiefor.  The  unnecessary  withdrawal  frt)m  sale 
and  settlement  of  enormous  tracts  of  public  land,  u|)Oti  which  tree  growth  uevi  r  existed  and 
cannot  be  promoted,  tends  only  to  retard  development,  create  dis(.;onlent  and  bring  reproach 
upon  the  policy  of  consi  rvation. 

The  public  land  laws  should  be  administered  in  u  spirit  of  tlie  broadest  lil)erality  toward 
the  settler  exhibiting  a  bona  lide  piu'pose  to  ctomply  therewith,  to  the  end  that  ilie  Invitation 
of  this  government  to  the  landless  should  be  as  attractive;  as  possible;  and  the  ]jlain  pro\  isions 
of  the  forest  reserve  act,  permitting  homestead  i;ntrit;s  to  be  uiade  within  tin:  national  fon-sts, 
should  not  be  nullilied  l)y  administrative  regidations  which  amount  to  a  withdrawal  of  great 
areas  of  the  same  from  sett  lenient. 

immediate;  action  shoidd  In;  taki;n  by  ('ongress  to  make  available  the  vast  and  valuable 
coal  dei)Osits  of  Alaska  undtir  conditions  that  will  be  a  perfcjct  guaranty  against  tlieii'  falling 
into  the  hands  of  monopolizing  corporations,  assm'iations  or  intert;sts. 

Mines  and  Miners.- -^\'"e  rejoice;  in  the  inhea-itance  e)f  mineral  resources  uneeiualed  in 
extent,  variety  or  value,  and  in  the  elexeihjpment  of  a  mining  industry  uiuuiuale'd  in  its  mag- 
nitude and  imi)ortance.  We  honor  the  men  wlu),  in  tlu-ir  lia/.ardous  (oil  midergrouiiel,  elail>' 
risk  their  lives  in  extracting  and  prei)aring  fi;r  our  use  the  pre)elucts  e)f  the;  mine,  se>  essential  to 
the  industries,  the  commerce  and  the  comfe)rt  oi  the  i)eople  of  this  t;ounti  y.  And  we  [)le  (lgt; 
ourseilves  to  tlie  extension  of  tlic  work  of  the  Bureau  of  JNlines  in  every  way  api)roi)riate;  for 
national  legislation,  with  a  view  of  safeguarding  the;  lives  of  the  miners,  lessening  the;  waste'  of 
essential  resources  and  promoting  the  econe)mic  development  of  mining,  which,  along  with 
agriculture,  must  in  the  future,  even  more  than  in  tiie;  past,  serve  as  the  very  i'otindatie)n  eif 
e)ur  national  prosperity  and  welfare  and  our  international  commerce. 

Agriculture. — We  believe  in  ence)uraging  tin;  elevele)pme;nt  eif  a  nioeh;ru  system  of  agricul- 
ture and  a  systematic  etfort  te)  improve  thes  <'e)nelit  ions  e)f  trade;  in  farm  prejducts,  so  as  te) 
benellt  both  the  consumers  anel  i)roeluct;rs.  Aiiel  as  an  ellieient  means  to  this  end  we  fa  ven-  the; 
e;nactment  by  Congress  of  legislatiejn  that  will  suppress  the;  pe  rnieaous  practice  of  gambling  in 
agricultural  products  by  organised  exerhanges  or  others. 

Mercliant  Marine. — We  believe  in  fostering,  by  consticutional  regulatiejn  of  commerce, 
the  growth  of  a  merchant  marine  which  shall  deve;lop  anel  strengthen  the;  commercial  ties 
whicli  bind  us  to  our  sister  republics  of  the  se)uth,  but  witlK)Ut  imposing  adelitie^nal  burele;ns 
upon  the  people  and  without  bounties  or  subsielies  from  the  public  treasury. 

We  urge  upon  Congress  the  speedy  enactment  of  laws  for  tlie  greater  security  of  life 
and  property  at  sea.  anel  we  favor  the  rei)eal  of  all  laws,  anel  the  abrogation  of  se)  much  of 
our  treaties  with  other  nations,  as  i)rovide  fen-  the  arrest  and  imj)risonment  of  seame;n  charged 
with  desertion  or  with  viejlaLion  e)f  their  e;ontract  e)f  service. 

Such  laws  and  treaties  are  un-Anierie-an  and  violate  the  s()irit,  if  nul  the  letter,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Unitetl  States. 

Wo  favor  the  exemptie)n  fre)in  tolls  e)f  American  ships  engaged  in  ce)astwise  trade  [)assing 
through  the  Panama  canal. 

We  also  favor  legislation  forbidding  the  use  e)f  the  Panama  canal  by  ships  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  railroad  carriers  engage;d  in  transportation  competitive  with  the  canal. 

Pure  Food  and  Public  Health. — AVe'  realhrm  our  previous  declarations  advejcaling  the 
union  and  strengthening  of  the  various  govei'umental  agencies  relating  te)  pure;  fe)oels,  eiuai'an- 
tine.  vital  statistics  and  human  health.  Thus  united  anel  administei-e>el  without  partiality 
te)  or  discrimination  against  any  schoe)l  of  meelicine  or  system  of  healing,  they  woulel  e-on- 
siitute  a  single  health  service  not  suboi-elinated  to  any  commercial  or  hnancial  intere;sts,  but 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  conservation  of  human  life  and  elliciency.  Me)ree)ver.  this  health 
service  shoidd  co-operate  with  the  health  agene:ies  ejf  our  various  states  anel  e-itie's,  withe)ut  in- 
terference with  their  prerogatives  ejr  with  the  freeelom  of  individuals  to  enii)loy  sue-h  medie:al 
or  hygienic  aid  as  they  nuiy  see  lit. 

Civil  Service  Law. — The  law  pertaining  to  the  civil  servie;e  shoulel  be  honestly  anel  rigielly 
enforced,  to  the  end  that  merit  and  ability  should  be  the  statulard  of  ap]je)intnie'nt  anel  pro- 
motion rather  than  service  rendered  to  a  political  i.)arty ;  and  we  favor  a  ree)i  ganization  e)f  the 
civil  service,  with  adeeiuato  compensatie)n,  commensurate  with  the;  class  e)f  work  performeel, 
for  all  officers  and  employes;  we  alse)  favor  the  extension  to  all  classes  of  e;ivil  se-rs  ice  em|jloyes 
of  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  of  the  em|)h)yers'  liability  law;  we  also  recognize  the  right  of 
direct  petition  to  Congress  by  emple)ye;s  for  the  reeh'ess  or  grievances. 

Law  Reform.— We  recognize  the  urgent  neeel  of  refe)rm  in  the  administration  of  civil 
and  criminal  law  in  the  United  States,  anel  we  reicommenel  the  enactment  of  such  legislation 
and  the  promotion  of  such  measures  as  will  riej  the  pre.;sent  higal  system  of  the  delays,  ex|)e;nse 
and  uncertainties  incidetit  to  the  system  as  ne)w  adminisle;red. 

The  Philippines. — We  realllrtn  the  positie)n  thrice  announceei  by  the  Democracy  in  na- 
tional convention  assembled  against  a  polie;y  of  impeirialism  and  colonial  exploitation  in  the 
Philippines  or  elsewhere.  We  condemn  the  ex[>eriment  in  imperialism  as  an  inexcusable 
blunder  which  has  involved  us  in  enormous  expense,  brought  us  weakne;ss  instead  of  strength 
and  laid  our  nation  open  to  the  charge  of  abanelonment  e)f  the  fundamental  doctrine  of  self- 
government.  We  favor  an  imnu'diate  dee;laratie)n  of  the  nation's  i)urpose  to  re;cognizu  th«i 
independence  c  f  the  Philii)pine  Islanels  as  soon  as  a  stable  government  e;an  lie  established,  sueii 
independence  to  be  guaranteed  by  us  until  the  neutralization  of  the  islands  can  be;  secured  by 
treaty  with  other  powers.  In  recognizing  the;  inde!pcnel(;nce  of  the  Philippine;s,  om-  ge)ve  rn- 
uient  should  retain  such  land  as  may  be  necesssary  fe)r  coaling  stations  and  naval  bases. 
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Arizona  and  New  Mexico.-  AVc  wclcoino  Arizona  and  Now  Mexico  to  tlic  .sisterliood  of 
states  and  licarliiy  congratulale  Llicin  ui)t)ii  ihcir  auspicious  heginnitig  of  threat  atul  glorious 
careers. 

Alaska. — We  demand  for  the  peoj)le  of  Alaska  ihv  full  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  a  territorial  form  of  goviu-niuent,  and  wc;  believi!  Lliat  the  ofTicials  appointed  to  ad- 
minister tli(!  g(^vernnient  of  all  our  t(M-riti)ri(>s  and  Liu;  District  of  Colundjia  should  be  qualilled 
by  previous  bona  llde  resideiu-e. 

Tiie  Russian  Treaty. —  We  com  mend  the  i)atriotisiu  of  the  Democratic  nuMnl>ers  of  the 
Senate  anil  House  of  Kcpresentative-s  whicli  compelled  the  termiruition  of  tiu;  Jiussian  treaty 
of  1832,  and  Ave  pledge  ourselves  aiunv  to  prt\siTV(i  the  sacred  rights  of  Anu'rican  citizc.'ushi])  at 
honui  and  abi'oad.  No  treat.y  slundd  reci'ive  the  saiu-tion  ul'  our  government  Avhieh  does  not 
recognize  that  equality  of  all  of  our  citizens,  irresptu'ti ve  of  i-ace  or  creed,  and  which  does  not 
exjiressly  guarantc^e  the  fundamental  rigid  of  expatriation. 

The  constitutional  rights  of  American  ciiizens  should  ))rotect  them  on  our  bord(!rs  and 
go  with  them  throughout  tlie  Avorld,  and  evc:i\\  Anu  i-ican  citizen  residing  or  having  prcjperty 
in  any  foreign  country  is  entitled  to  and  must  be;  given  the  full  protecticm  of  the  United 
.States  Governnicnt,  both  for  himself  and  his  i)roi)erty. 

Parcel  Post  and  Rural  Delivery.-  We  fa\'or  tin;  establisluncnt  of  a  parcel  post  or  pos- 
tal express  and  also  the  extensicm  of  t  he  rural  delivery  system  as  i-ai)idly  as  practica,ble. 

Panama  Canal  Exposition. — AVe  luweby  (sxin^ess  our  dei'p  int(?re.st  in  tlu;  great  Panama 
Canal  Ex|)osition  to  be  held  in  8an  Krancisco  in  l'.)ir>,  and  favor  such  eiu'ouragement  as  can 
be  i)roporly  given. 

Protection  of  National  Uniform.-  -  We  conunend  to  the  several  states  the  adoi)tion  of 
a  law  nuiking  it  an  offense  for  the  proi)ri(!tois  of  i)laces  of  public  amusenu>nt  ami  eiiliirtain- 
ment  to  discriminate  against  the  uniform  of  [\m  UniltHl  Statics,  similar  to  the  law  passed  by 
Congress  applicable  to  the  District  of  Columbia  ami  tlu;  teri-itories  in  1911. 

Pensions. — ^V(^  renew  the  declaration  of  (un-  last  platform  relating  to  a  generous  pension 
pt)licy. 

Rule  of  the  People. — Wo  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Democratic  jiarty's  demand 
for  a  return  to  the  rule  of  the  people,  (expressed  in  the  national  i)latform  four  yi-ars  ago,  has 
lUJW  become  the  accepted  doctrine  of  a  large  majority  of  tlie  electors.  We  again  riuniud  tJie 
country  that  only  by  a  larger  exercisi;  of  tlie  reserxeil  power  of  the  i)i  oi)le  can  timy  protect 
themselves  from  the  misuse  of  delegated  |)ower  and  llu:  usurj),'it ion  of  go\'ernmental  instru- 
mentalities by  special  interests.  For  this  reason  the  national  convention  insisted  on  the  ovi'r- 
throw  of  Caunonism  and  the  inauguration  of  a  system  by  which  United  States  Senators  could 
be  elected  by  direct  vote. 

The  Democratic  party  olfcrs  itself  to  the  country  as  an  agency  tln-ough  which  tlie  com- 
plete overthrow  and  extirpation  of  corruption,  fraud  and  machine  rule  in  American  politics  can 
be  clfccted. 

Conclusion.— Our  platform  is  one  of  principles  which  we  believe  to  be  essential  to  our 
natioTuil  welfare.  Our  pledges  are  made  to  1)0  kept  when  in  oltlcc  as  well  as  relieil  ui)on  during 
the  campaign,  and  we  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens,  regardless  of  party,  who  believe 
in  nuiintaining  unimpairiid  the  institutions  and  traditions  of  otir  country.

DEMOCRATIC  SUBNATIONAL  STATE  CONVENTION.  1912. 

The  Democratic  state  convention  met  at  Joplin,  Mo..  February  20,  1912,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  Joseph  B.  Shannon,  chairman  of  the  State  Conimittee.  Hon.  E.  M.  Harber  of 
Grundy  county  was  chosen  temporary  chairman  and  Henry  T.  Lee  of  Boone  county,  tempo- 
rary secretary.  The  permanent  olhcers  of  thii  convention  were  as  follows:  Chairman.  Hon. 
Wm.  S.  Cowherd  of  Kansas  C>ity;  sucri'tarv,  Henry  T.  Ijtie  of  Boone  county;  assistant  sec- 
retaries, J.  T.  Higgs  of  Jackson  county,  E.  C.  Schult  of  tht!  Fourteenth  congressional  dis- 
trict. Joe  Burnett  of  Ralls  county.  Ed  Kelso  of  Worth  county,  John  Y.  Patrick  of  St.  Louis, 
W.  E.  Reynolds  of  Dallas  county  and  S.  IL  Ellison  of  Adair  county.  Edward  F.  Goltra  of 
St.  Louis  was  selected  national  committeeman.  Frank  H.  I'^arris  of  Crawford  county  and 
W.  E.  Fowler  of  Clay  were  then  chosen  electors  at  large.  Eight  delegates  at  largo  and  their 
alternates  at  large  were  selected  to  the  Baltimore  convention,  each  to  have  one-half  vote. 
Delegates  and  alternates  and  electors  were  elected  to  the  national  convention  at  Baltimore.

DEMOCRATIC  STATE  CONVENTION,  1914. 

Tho  Democratic  state  convention  assembled  in  Jefferson  City  August  25,  1914.  meeting 
in  tho  House  of  Representatives.  The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  former  State  Chair- 
man D.  C.  McClung.  Senator  John  F.  Morton  of  Richmond  was  selected  as  temporary 
chairman  and  Horace  Blackwell  of  Lexington  as  temporary  secretary.  The  permanent  of- 
llcers  were  Joe  J.  Russell  of  Charleston,  chairman ;  Horace  F.  Blackwell  of  Lexington,  secretary, 
and  J.  H.  Brogan  of  St.  Louis,  sergeant-at-arms.  Tho  platform  was  read  to  the  convention 
by  Senator  William  J.  Stone  of  tho  resolution  committee  and  adopted  unanimously. 

DEMOCRATIC  STATE  PLATFORM. 

National  Affairs. — Voicing  what  wo  believe  to  bo  the  sentiment  of  tho  AHssourl  De- 
mocracy, we  di><  lare  our  conviction  that  President  Woodrow  Wilson  is  ono  of  tho  wisest  and 
greatest  of  all  the  Chief  Magistrates  who  have  gidded  tho  destinies  of  this  republic  .  During  tho 
eighteen  months  of  his  administration  the  constructive  work,  both  legislative  and  adminis- 
trative, already  accomplished  and  that  in  process  of  b(;lng  accomplisheil  and  now  near  com- 
pletion, distinguishes  his  administration  as  one  pre-eminent  in  tho  history  of  our  country. 

Things  Accoinpllshetl. — The  revision  of  tho  tarilf  so  as  in  largo  measure  to  relieve  tho 
consuming  public  from  unjust  burdens  and  to  nuiko  monopoly  far  more  dillicult  if  not  im- 
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possible;  the  imposition  of  «an  income  tax  requirinf?  those  of  ample  fortune  to  contribute  more 
equitably  on  a  graduated  scale  of  taxation  to  t)ie  support  of  tlie  government;  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  banking  and  currency  system  to  take,  tiie  phice  of  an  old  system  long  since  ))e- 
como  so  imperfect,  unscientific  and  inelUcieut  as  to  i)e  almost  obsolete,  and  through  tlie 
agencies  of  this  new  system  to  enable  the  government  and  tlie  llnancial  institutions  of  tlie 
country  to  legitimately  co-oi)erato  in  mohili/.ing  and  employing  asscits  so  as  to  minimize  the 
danger  of  panics  and  more  readily  and  effuctually  serve  the  needs  of  honest  business  in  every 
S(!cti()n  of  the  country,  are  a  part,  and  only  a  part,  of  the  conspicuous  achievements  alrtsady 
completed. 

Things  Near  Completion. — The  enactment  of  a  statute  establishing  a  federal  trades 
commission  designed  to  prevent  unfair  and  destructive  comjietition  in  business;  the  enact- 
ment of  statutes  to  strengthen  existing  laws  against  monopoly  and  combinations  in  restraint 
of  trade;  the  enactment  of  statutes  to  promotii  the  welfare  of  workingmen  and  wonum  and  to 
I)rotect  them  in  all  legitimate  ellorts  to  improvo  their  condition,  and  the  enactment  of  statutes 
to  revive  and  restore  our  merchant  marine,  and  thus  su[>i)lv  iiuh^peiuhuit  facilities  of  our  own 
for  (conveying  American  products  to  tlie  markets  of  tlie  world,  are  some  of  the  more  striking 
policies  of  the  administration  now  nearing  legislative  coinpkaion. 

Works  of  Peace. — Especially  should  we  congratulate  the  country  on  the  signally  im- 
portant work  performed  by  this  administrati(>n  in  the  iiUi;r(;st  of  peace.  In  the  face  of  great 
and  often  exasperating  dilllculties,  and  in  spite  of  hostile  and  v(!\ing  criticism,  the  I'resident's 
firm  adher(;nce  to  his  patient,  patriotic  and  himiaiu;  policy  of  "watchful  waiting"  has  been  so 
triuniphantly  vindicated  as  to  silence  o{)p<isit.ion.  liecaust;  of  this  policy  we  have  not  only 
avoided  a  costly  and  bloody  contlict  with  a  neigh lioring  and  sorely  distressed  republic,  l»ut  we 
have  encouraged  the  people  there  in  righteous  work  autl  heljied  to  start  them  anew  on  the 
highway  of  national  progress,  while,  at  the  same  time,  wi*  have  strengthened  the  ties  of  aniit  v 
and  good  will  between  this  nation  and  all  the  republics  on  this  hemis[)here.  Moreover,  the 
American  people  should  rejoice  that  Avliile  the  great  nations  qf  JOuroiie  and  practically  of  all 
the  world  are  embroiled  in  one  of  the  most  tlisastrous  wars  of  history,  the  United  States,, 
stupendous  in  strength  and  opulence,  is  almost  the  sole  great  ])ower  upholding  the  banner  of 
peace.  At  the  very  time  the  nations  of  Europe  were  sending  ultimatums  and  issuing  de<;lara- 
tions  of  war,  the  President  was  concluding  and  the  Senate  ratifying  treaties  of  peace,  designed 
to  prevent  war,  with  over  twenty  of  tlie  intie[)eiident  nations  of  t  hu  world.  It  should  be  a 
proud  reflection  that  our  governnuuit  has  been  so  wisely  administered  that  among  all  the 
powers  we  alone  hold  a  position  that  eiial)les  us  t(}  stantl  forth  as  the  champion  of  peace,  civil- 
ization and  progress  and  to  be  inlluential  in  checking  the  havoc  of  war  and  bringing  order  out  of 
chaos. 

Unity  of  Action. — In  maturing  and  consummating  this  jirogram  of  constructive  work, 
national  and  international,  the  Democratic  Congress  has  worked  in  harmony  and  co-operation 
with  the  Democratic  President.  In  the  freedom  of  debate,  dill'ei-ences  of  opinion  in  matters 
of  detail  have  sometimes  and  almost  inevitably  arisen,  Init  in  the  end  all  ft)rces  liave  combined 
and  dilferences  disappeared,  and  at  tiie  close  of  tlie  lUst  year  and  a  half  of  iliis,  Deiuocrcaic 
administration  all  patriotic  people  have  abundant  and  most  insinting  reasons  (<jv  congratula- 
tion when  they  re\  iew  the  character  and  importance  of  the  work  done  and  being  durie: 

Resolutions. — Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  v.  e  mO^t  heartily  indorse  tiie  administra- 
tion of  President  Wilson  and  the  splendid  work  performed  by  the  Democratic  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  and  especially  do  we  commend  the  ]\Iissouri  delegation  for  remain- 
ing steadfastly  at  their  posts  in  the  discharge  of  ollicial  duties. 

Resolved,  That  we  reatlirm  the  declarations  of  the  Baltimore  platform  as  the  last  national 
expression  of  party  policy  and  purpose  \sith  respect  to  tlie  more  important  questions  alfeci- 
ing  our  people  and  tlieir  government,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved.  That  we  urge  upon  (Congress  the  necessity  of  making  necessary  appropriations 
at  this  session  of  Congress  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  harbors,  to  the  end  that  improve 
nients  now  being  made  may  be  continued  and  the  work  already  done  may  be  protected. 

State  Affairs. — We  heartily  approve  and  endorse  the  able  and  efficient  administration  of 
state  aifairs  by  Governor  Elliott  W.  Alajor  and  his  Democratic  associates  and  the  progn^ssivo 
record  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly.  More  constructive  legislation  has  been  enacted 
and  put  into  operation  during  the  present  administration  than  during  any  eiiual  period  in  the 
history  of  the  state. 

State  Finances. — The  splendid  financial  conditions  of  the  state  and  the  unprecedented 
surplus  now  in  the  treasury  attest  to  the  wise  and  economical  management  of  state  affairs. 

Good  Roads. — The  people  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  magnificent  public  interest 
that  has  resulted  in  vast  road  improvements.  While  great  progress  has  been  made  in  tiie 
betterment  of  public  roads  during  this  administration,  we  favor  such  a  revision  of  the  road  laws 
as  will  bring  about  greater  progress  in  this  regard,  and  the  establishment  of  such  a  system  as 
will  furnish  to  every  section  of  the  state  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  road  improvements. 

Schools  and  Education. — A  greater  measure  of  state  aid  for  public  education  has  been 
given  by  legislative  enactment  than  ever  before.  While  we  feel  a  pride  in  the  superiority  of  our 
public  school  system,  we  realize  that  much  more  may  be  accomplished  by  extending  the  teach- 
ing of  practical  agriculture  and  vocational  training  wherever  practicable,  and  we  pledge  our 
party  to  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  will  result  in  keeping  Missouri  in  the  forefront 
among  her  sister  states.  During  the  year  1914  tliere  has  been  apportioned  and  appropri- 
ated from  the  state  treasury  to  the  public  schools  of  the  state  almost  two  million  dollars, 
approximately  a  quarter  of  a  million  more  than'in  any  previous  year.  We  favor  the  contin- 
uation of  increasing  appropriations  for  the  public  schools  and  are  in  favor  of  liberal  salaries 
for  our  public  school  teachers. 

State  Institutions. —  During  the  present  administration  the  penal,  eleemosynary  and 
educational  institutions  of  the  statue  have  been  c(nHliu;ted  in  such  a  manner  that  there  has  not 
been  one  word  of  censure  from  any  quarter  toward  those  having  the  managtunent  of  said  in- 
stitutions in  charge.  They  have  been  free  from  scandal  and  the  influence  of  petty  politics. 
A  standard  of  ofliciency  has  been  inaugurated  in  these  institutions  commensurate  with  the 
march  of  civilization.  We  favor  increased  facilities  in  our  reformatory  institutions  for  in- 
dustrial training  to  the  end  that  useful  citizenship  shall  be  placed  above  mere  punishment. 
We  favor  the  establishment  of  an  intermediate  reformatory  for  youthful  ofrenders. 

Oryanlzlng  iPiihllc  Service.— In  the  interest  of  that  economy  which  the  Democratic 
party  has  ever  favored  in  public  service,  we  lielieve  the  Avork  being  done  by  the  Labor  Bureau, 
Aline  Inspection  Rureau,  Hotel  Ins])ection  Department,  Factory  inspection  Department  and 
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the  Hoard  of  Modia(.ioi)  aiul  Ai-bilratioii,  ci'i^altMl  by  fonm  r  ijCgislal  ui'i  s,  .shouUl  Ijc  i'.»iiil)iiu'd 
under  one  head  and  niaiuii^ed  by  an  industrial  coiuiui.ssion. 

Simplified  Court  rroceilure.  -  -  We  belii:ve  Mie  Lime  has  arrived  when  eourL  procisdure 
sliould  bo  i>iinplifh?d,  and  we  endort.o  Die  a|)j)oiiu nHwit  l)y  (ho  Govt;rnor  of  (  ho  CJodo  Coiuinis- 
sion  eharged  with  tlio  duty  of  riseoniniendiiiK  <o  the  next  session  of  the  (ieueral  Assendjly  a 
revised  and  simplified  system  ealeulaled  to  avoid  the  e.\i)ense  and  delay  now  so  eominon  in 
def(^aLing  the  ends  of  jusLiee. 

The  New  Capilol. —  We  liearlily  endorsee  Slate  Capitol  Huildhig  Commission  in 
its  cflorts  to  comi)el  tiie  contractor  to  carry  out  the  ori^!;inal  contract  in  all  its  ])ro\  isions,  and 
Ave  voic(5  the  wishes  of  the  i^oople  in  insisting  tiial  tlie  new  capilol  siiall  he  consirucU'd  of  tho 
best  building  stone  to  be  found  in  the  stat(5  and  completed  witliin  the,  time  originally  agiced 
upon,  and  we  condemn  tlie  contrat.-tor's  i)olii-y  of  dolay  already  too  long  endured. 

Bankln(|  Laws. — As  this  state  has  more  statt;  baid<s  and  tiaist  companies  than  any  other 
s(a(-o  in  the  Union,  we  a{)i>ro\'e  the  unanimous  action  of  (lui  recent  con\'enlion  c^f  Missouri 
bankers  in  appointing  a  commission  h)oking  to  a  revision  of  the  banking  laws  of  tliis  slate, 
and  pledge  the  Democratic  {)arty  to  sucii  a  revision  of  our  banking  laws  as  will  giv(;  six'cilic 
authority  to  state  banks  and  trust  companies  to  lak*.;  stock  in  I  lie  ledi  ral  regional  hanks,  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  doubtful  whetluM-  or  noL  tlu;  pres(;ui,  hanlving  acts  give  such  authoriL>  ,  and  giv(i 
the  people  enlarged  banking  facilities,  and  gi\i.i,  also,  increased  protection  against  bad 
])anking. 

Public  Service  Commission.^ — The  Public  Service  Commission  has  met  tho  fair  ex- 
pectations of  tho  p(!Oi)le  of  tiio  state.  To  render  the  work  more  (ilfecti\c,  we  favor  additicjnal 
legislation;  more  specillcally  dellning  tlu^  powers,  (hities  and  au(ln)rity  of  the  commission. 

Law  Enforcement. — The  laws  of  the  states  represent  tlie  will  of  (he  i)eople.  The  people 
can  rule  only  by  and  through  due  observance  of  law.  and  we  favor  its  enforcenumt. 

Minimum  Waije. — -Wo  favor  legislation  to  i)rovi(ii;  a  reasonable  miiumum  wage  scale 
for  women  and  girls  avIio  work  to  support  tliemselves  and  tliose  dependt;nt  upon  them. 

Insurance. — Wo  favor  such  hjgislation  on  the  sui)j('cb  of  insurance  as  will  safeguard  tho 
interests  of  the  public. 

Contract  Convict  Labor. — We  realllrm  our  belief  that  contract  convict  labor  should  be 
abolished,  and  we  pledge  tho  co-operation  of  our  nominees  to  any  reasonable  plan  thai,  will 
secure  this  result. 

Workmen's  Compensation. — Wo  favor  tho  passage  of  a  workmen's  compensation  law 
that  will  be  just  to  the  employer  and  to  tho  employe. 

Economy  In  Taxation. — Wo  reallh-m  ouv  allegiance  to  tho  taxpayers  of  Missoiai  and 
promise  to  continue  our  Avell-known  opi)osition  to  tlie  advocates  of  an  cixcessiv*'  valuation 
of  property.  We  are  in  favor  of  low  taxes  and  collecting  only  su('h  an  amount  as  will  \n)  iu:ces- 
sary  to  administer  the  alfairs  of  state  economically  and  judiciously,  a  policy  which  has  always 
been  a  cardinal  principle  of  democracy  in  this  slate.

REPUBLICAN  PARTY. 

REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

(Nominees — For  President,  William  Howard  Taft  of  Ohio;  for  Vice-President,  James  S. 
Sherman  of  New  York.) 

The  Republican  national  convention  met  in  C'hica^'o  June  18  191  2,  and  was  called  to  (jr- 
der  by  William  Ilayward,  secretary  of  the  National  C~!ommit  t(>e.  Clovemor  Herbert  S.  ILulley 
of  Missouri  was  lloor  manager  for  the  Roosevelt  dele^;ates  ami  James  IC.  A\"atson  of  Indiana 
acted  in  the  same  capacity  for  the  Taft  delegates.  Tlui  convention  was  characl (iri/.ed  by  an 
extreme  hard-fought  light  between  the  lioosc^velt  and  Taft  delegates  for  contrtjl  of  the  con- 
vention. There  were  in  dis])ute  about  2(')()  seats.  Most  of  these  were  in  the  south  and  con- 
cerned chielly  the  negro  delegates  from  the  soutlKirn  states.  It  was  (ivident  at  this  time  that 
the  balance  of  power  in  the  convention  rested  in  the  hands  of  these  colored  delegates.  The 
result  of  the  contest  before  the  national  committee  gave  Mr.  Taft  555  votes,  or  enough  for 
the  nomination  if  these  votes  could  be  held.  The  \\itlidrawal  of  (H)  or  70  coloicul  di4egates 
from  his  support  to  that  of  Mr.  Roosevelt  would  ])revent  the  President's  renominat ion.  The 
first  test  of  strength  was  shown  in  the  election  of  Senator  Flihu  Ho(jt  of  New  York,  a  Taft 
delegate,  as  temporary  chairman  l.iy  a  vcjte  of  55,S  to  502.  The  ne.xt  show  of  stii'iigth  was 
made  before  the  committee  t)n  credentials,  in  which  the  credentials  com mit Kie  in  (.'acli  in- 
stance endorsed  the  action  of  the  national  committei'.  in  seating  the  ^'aft  delegates.  .\  hitter 
fight  was  waged  against  the  adoption  of  the  committee's  report,  led  b.v  (io\eriior  lladley, 
rei>resenting  the  Roosevelt  forces,  but  which  resulted  in  the  seating  in  eacli  instance  of  the 
Taft  delegates.  On  Saturday,  June  22nd,  Senator  Root  wasnuule  pei  inaiKuit  chairman  and 
the  permanent  organization  concliuled.  Following  I  la;  election  of  Fui-maiient  ('hair  man  lioot, 
Hon.  Henry  J.  Allen  of  Te.xas,  who  had  succiKulcid  tiovernor  Hadley  as  repi't;sentati ve  of  Mr. 
Roosevelt  in  the  convention,  read  the  following  statement  from  Mr.  Roosevelt: 

Final  Statement  ol  Mr.  Rooscvt-'lt.  ■  -".V  clear  majority  of  the  delegates  honestly 
elected  to  this  convention  were  chosen  bi  the  peo|)le  to  nominate  me.  Under  the  direction 
and  with  the  encouragement  of  Mr.  Taft  the  majority  of  the  national  committee,  by  tin;  so- 
called  'steam  r(;ller'  methods  and  with  scantlalous  disregard  of  every  princii)le  of  lilemcuitary 
honesty  and  deccuicy,  stole  eiglity  or  ninety  tlelegati^s,  i)utting  t_)a  tin;  UMiiporai  y  call  a  sullicieiit 
number  of  fraudulent  delegates  to  defeat  the  legally  expressed  will  of  the  people  and  to  suli- 
stitute  a  dishonest  for  an  luniest  majority. 

"T)ie  convention  has  now  declined  to  purge  the  roll  of  the  fraudulent  delegates  i)laced 
thereon  by  the  defunct  national  committee,  and  tiie  majority  which  thus  endorsiMl  fraud  was 
made  a  majority  only  because  it  included  the  fraudulent  delegates  themselves,  wlio  all  sat  as 
judges  on  one  another's  cases.  If  these  fraudulent  voles  had  not  thus  l)een  cast  and  ((ninled 
tlie  convention  would  have  l>een  i)urged  of  their  presence.  '^IMiis  action  makes  the  C(jnvenlion 
In  no  proper  sense  any  longer  a  Republican  convention  re[)resenting  tiie  real  Kepul)liean  party. 
Therefore  I  hope  the  men  ekicted  as  Roosevelt  dehigatt^s  will  now  decline  to  vol(^  on  any  matter 
before  the  convention.  I  do  not  release  any  deli^gate  from  his  iionoral)le  obligation  to  vote 
for  nie  if  he  votes  at  all;  but  tmder  the  actual  ct)nditions  I  hoi)e  that  he  will  not  vote  at  all. 

"The  convention  as  now  comi)osi;d  has  no  claim  to  re[)resent  the  voters  of  the  Republican 
party.  It  represents  nothing  but  a  successful  fraud  in  ovtirriding  the  will  of  the  rank  and  tile 
of  the  party.  Any  man  nominated  by  the  ct)nvention  as  now  constituted  will  be  merely  the 
benellciarv  of  this  successful  fraud;  it  would  be  deei)ly  discreditable  to  any  man  to  ac<:ept  the 
convention's  nomination  under  these  circumstances,  .and  any  man  tiuis  accepting  it  would 
have  no  claim  to  the  support  of  any  Republican  on  party  grounds  and  would  have  forfeited 
the  right  to  ask  the  support  of  any  honest  man  of  any  i)arty  on  moral  grounds." 

Following  the  issuance  of  this  statement  Mr.  Taft  was  nominatiul  on  the  lirst  Inillot  by  a 
vote  of  5(il,  3  14  not  voting.  Following  this,  .lames  S.  Sherman  of  New  York  was  nominated 
for  Vice-Presiilent.  Following  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Taft  the  Roosevtilt  delegates  assembled 
at  Orchestra  hall  and  organized  an  informal  nominating  convention  and  proceeded  to  or- 
ganize the  Progressive  party. 

THE  PLATFORM. 

{Adopted  at  Chicago,  III.,  June  22,  1912.)

Tlie  K(:pul)hcan  parly  lool<s  ()aelc  on  its  rocuji'd  witli  jn-idc  and  satlsf:ic(ion  and  forward  to 
its  now  n's|)t)n.sibiliLi(is  with  hope  and  eoiilidoiice.  Its  ach.ii'.v ismenls  in  goveriiment  constitute 
tlio  most  liimiuous  pa;;i^s  in  our  liisloi-y.  ()ur  gicatest  uali(.)nal  advance  lias  been  made  during 
the  years  t)f  its  ascendant-y  in  pul>lie  all'aus.  It  has  be(Mi  giuuiinely  and  always  a  party  of 
progress;  it  lias  tuner  been  eithiT  stationary  or  i-rac(.ionary .  It  has  gone  from  tlio  fuliillment 
of  one  great  pledge  to  the  fullillmenl  of  another  in  res[)onse  to  tlie  public  need  and  to  the 
l)Oi)ular  will.

Undtu-  the  C'onstb.ulion  and  the  principles  asserted  and  vitalized  by  it,  the  United  .States 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  grc^at  civiii/-ed  and  civili/.ing  iiowers  of  the  (uirLh.  It  oifers  a  homo 
and  an  opiiorttinity  to  tlie  ambitious  and  tht;  industrious  from  otiier  lands.  Resting  upon  the 
broad  basis  of  a  people's  conhdimce  and  a  peoijle's  supiKirt.  and  managcul  by  the  people  them- 
selves, tiie  Government  of  the  L'nited  States  will  mee.t  tiio  problems  of  the  future  as  satis- 
factorily as  it  has  solved  those  of  the  past. 

The  Party's  Pro?jram. — The  l{ei)ublican  party  is  now,  as  always,  a  party  of  advanced 
and  constructive  statesmanship.  it  is  preparcMl  to  go  forward  with  the  solution  of  those  new 
(piestions  wiiich  social,  economic  and  political  ch!velopnu;nt  have  brought  into  the  forefront 
of  tlie  nation's  inieresL.  It  will  strive,  not  only  iti  tlie  nation  but  in  the  several  states,  to 
enact  the  necessary  legislation  to  safeguard  the  i)ul)lic  health;  to  limit  effectively  the  lalxjr  of 
v.'omen  ami  children;  to  iirotect  wagi'-t'arners  engaged  in  <langerous  occupations;  to  enact  com- 
prehensive and  generous  workman's  comi)ensat ion  laws  in  place  of  the  present  wasteful  and  un- 
just system  of  em])loyers'  liability,  and  in  all  ))ossible  ways  to  satisfy  the  just  demand  of  the 
p(iople  for  tlio  study  and  solution  of  the  com])le.s:  and  constantly  changing  problems  of  social 
welfare. 

In  dealing  with  thciso  questions  it  is  important  that  the  rights  of  every  individual  to  the 
freest  jiossible  development  of  his  own  powers  and  resources  and  to  the  control  of  his  own 
justly  ac(iuired  property,  so  far  as  those  are  conipatil)le  with  tliu  rights  of  others,  shall  not  be 
interfered  with  or  destroyed.  The  social  and  political  structure  of  the  L  nited  States  rests 
ui)on  the  civil  liberty  of  the  individual;  and  b^r  the  protection  of  that  liberty  the  people  have 
wisely,  in  the  national  and  state  institutions,  put  definite  limitations  upon  themsehes  and 
upon"  their  governmental  olhcers  and  agencies.  To  enforce  these  limitations,  to  secure  the 
ortlerly  and  coherent  exerciise  of  govern nu;nlal  powers,  and  to  protect  the  rights  of  even  the 
luimblest  and  least  favored  individual  are  the  function  of  independent  courts  of  justice. 

To  Uphold  Courts. — The  Kepul)lican  i)arty  reallirms  its  intention  to  upliold  at  all  times 
the  authority  and  integrity  of  the  courts,  liotli  state  and  federal,  and  it  will  ever  insist  that 
tlieir  powers  to  enforce  their  iirocess  and  to  protect  life,  liberty  and  property  shall  be  pre- 
served inviolate.  An  orderly  method  is  provided  under  oiu-  system  of  government  by  which 
the  i)eopie  may,  when  they  choose,  alter  or  amend  the  constitutionabprovisions  which  underlie 
that  government.  Until  "these  constitutional  provisions  are  so  altered  or  amended,  in  orderly 
fashion,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  courts  to  see  to  it  that  when  cliallengecl  they  an;  enforced. 

That  the  courts,  both  federal  and  state,  may  bear  tlie  lieavy  burden  laid  u|»on  them  to  tlio 
complete  satisfaction  of  public  opinion,  we  favor  legislation  to  prevent  long  delays  and  the 
tedious  and  costly  api>eals  which  have  so  often  amounted  to  a  denial  of  justice  in  civil  cases 
and  to  a  failure  to  protect,  the  public  at  large  in  criminal  cases. 

Since  the  responsibility  of  the  judiciary  is  so  great,  the  standards  of  judicial  action  must 
be  always  and  everywhere  above  susiiicion  and  reproacli.  While  we  regard  the  recall  of 
judges  a"s  unnecessary  and  unwise,  we  favor  sucii  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  simplify  the 
process  bv  which  any  judge  who  is  found  to  be  derelict  in  his  duty  may  be  removed  from  office. 

Together  with  peaceful  and  orderly  development  at  home,  tlie  Republican  party  earnestly 
favors  all  measures  for  the  estal)lishnu'nt  and  protection  of  the  peace  of  tlio  world  and  tor  the 
development  of  closer  relations  bet  wei-u  the  various  nations  of  the  eardi.  It  believes  most 
eariiesdy  in  the  peaceful  settlement  of  international  dis|nites  and  in  the  reference  of  all  ju.s- 
ticiable  "controversies  between  naiions  to  an  iniernaiional  court  of  justice. 

Monopoly  and  Privilege. — The  liepublican  party  is  opposed  to  special  privilege  and  to 
monopoly  It  placed  upon  the  statute  boolc  the  interstate  commerce  act  of  1887,  and  the 
important  amendments  thereto,  and  the  anti-trust  act  of  LSOl),  and  it  has  consistently  and  suc- 
ces'sfully  enforced  the  provisions  of  these  laws,  it  will  take  no  backward  step  to  permit  the 
re-establishment  in  any  degree  of  conditions  which  wcvo  intolerable.  .  x. 

E.xperience  makes  it  plain  that  the  business  ot  the  country  may  be  carried  on  without  fear 
or  without  disturbance  and  at  the  same  time  without  resort  to  practices  which  are  abhorrent 
to  the  common  sense  of  justice.  The  Kepublicaii  parly  favors  tlie  enactment  of  legislation 
suiiplementary  to  the  existing  anti-trust  act,  which  will  define  as  criminal  otl'enses  those  specillc 
acts  tiiat  uniformly  mark  attempts  to  restrain  and  to  monoiiolize  trade,  to  the  end  that  those 
who  lu)iiestly  intend  to  olicy  the  law  may  have  a  guitle  bir  their  action  and  that  those  who  aim 
to  violate  tlie  law  may  the'more  surely  be  punished.  ,  •     .-  ,  ,• 

The  same  certainty  should  be  givim  lo  the  law  prohibiting  combinations  and  monopolies 
that  clruacleri/.es  other  provisions  of  commercial  law,  in  order  that  no  part  of  the  field  of 
busines.s  oiiportunitv  may  be  restricted  by  monopoly  or  coml)ination,  that  business  success 
honorably  achieved  "may  not  bi;  converted  into  crime,  and  that  the  right  of  every  man  to  ac- 
quire commodities,  and  particularly  the  necessaries  of  life,  in  an  open  market,  uninlluenced 
by  the  manipulalion  of  trust  or  combination,  may  be  preserved. 

Federal  Trade  Commission. —In  the  enforcenuMit  and  administration  of  federal  laws 
governing  interstate  commerce  and  eutei  firises  impressed  with  a  public  u.se  engaged  thoroiu. 
there  is  much  tliat  may  l)0  committed  to  a  federal  trade  coihmission.  thus  placing  m  the  hands 
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ot  an  administrative  board  many  of  the  functions  now  necessarily  exercised  hy  the  courts. 
I  Ins  will  promote  promptness  in  (  lie  administration  of  tlie  law  and  avoid  delays  and  technical- 
ities nu'ident  to  court  pioceduro. 

The  Tarllf. — We  reallirm  our  belief  in  a,  protective  tariff.  The  U(  [)ublieaii  tarilf  policy 
has  been  of  the  greatest  benelit  to  the  (Country,  developing  our  resoiu-ccjs,  diversifying  our 
industries  and  protecting  our  worknu-ii  a^'ainst  competition  ^vith  cheaper  lahor  al)i-<);id,  ihns 
establishing  for  our  waj^e-earners  the  American  staiuhuxl  of  living.  Tiu;  prot(>ctive  tarill  is  so 
woven  into  the  fabric  of  our  industrial  and  a-;ricid(aH-al  life  that  to  sul)stituto  for  it  a  tarilf 
for  revenue  only  would  destroy  many  industries  and  throw  millions  of  our  iJ(u)i)le  out  of  em- 
ployment. The  products  of  the  farm  and  of  liie  mine  should  receive  the  same  measm-e  of 
protection  as  other  ])rotlucts  of  American  labor. 

We  hold  that  the  import  duti(is  slu)uld  he  lii^'h  enouf^h,  while  yieldiiif.'  a  sufUcieut  revcmue, 
to  protect  adequately  American  iiulustries  and  wag(;s.  Some  of  the  existing  import  duties  ai-e 
too  high  and  should  be  reduced.  iieadjusLment  siiould  be  made  from  Lime  to  time  to  con- 
form to  changing  conditions  and  to  rtulure  excessise  rates,  but  without  injury  to  any  American 
industry.  'J'o  accomplisii  this  C(jrrei-t.  infoituation  is  in(iisi)(;nsable.  This  information  can 
best  be  obtained  by  an  expert  commission,  as  the  large  volume  of  useful  facis  contained  in  the 
recent  reports  of  the  tarilf  board  has  demonstrated.  The  pronounced  biature  of  modern  in- 
dustrial life  is  its  enormous  di versiiu'ation.  To  a|)ply  tarilf  rates  justly  to  thi^s(!  ciianging  con- 
ditions requires  closer  study  ami  nu)re  scientific-  mi-thods  tiian  ever  before!.  Tlie  IU'pul)lican 
party  has  shown  by  its  creation  of  a  tarilf  ))oard  its  recognition  of  this  situation  and  its  de- 
termination to  bo  e(iual  to  it.  AVe  coixkunn  tlie  Democratic  party  b)r  its  failure  either  to 
provide  funds  for  the  continuance  of  this  l)oard  or  to  make  some  other  i)rovision  for  securing 
the  information  recjuisite  for  intelligent  tariff  legislation.  AVe  protest  against  the  Democratic 
method  of  legislating  on  these  vitally  imp(jrtant  subjects  without  careful  investigation. 

Wo  condemn  the  Democratic  tariff  l)ills  i)assed  by  th(>.  House  of  liepresentati ves  of  the 
Sixty-second  Congress  as  sectional,  as  injurious  to  the  pu))lic  credit,  and  as  destructive  of 
business  enterprise. 

^  Cost  of  LIvlng.~Tho  steadily  increasing  cost  of  living  has  become  a  matter  m)t  only  of 
national  but  of  world-wide  concern.  'I'lu;  fact  that,  it  is  not  due  to  tlie  jirotective  tarilf  system 
is  evidenced  by  the  existence  of  similai'  conditions  in  countri<!S  which  havi;  a  tariff  poli(-y  dif- 
ferent from  our  own,  as  well  as  by  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  living  has  increased  while  rates  of 
duty  have  remained  stationary  or  been  reduced.  Tlu^  Keput)li(;an  i)arty  will  support  a  prompi 
scientific  inquiry  into  the  causes  wliicli  are  opcjrative,  both  in  tim  LJnited  Slates  and  elsewliere, 
to  increase  the  cost  of  living.  Wluin  the  exact  facts  are  known,  it  \s  ill  take  tlie  neces.-.ary  steps 
to  remove  any  abuses  that  may  be  found  to  exist  in  order  that  the  cost  of  the  food,  clothing  and 
shelter  of  the  peoi)le  may  in  no  way  be  unduly  or  artificially  increasetl. 

Banking  and  Currency, — The  liepublican  party  has  always  stood  for  a  sound  currency 
and  for  safe  banking  methods.  It  is  responsit)lo  for  tiie  resumption  t)f  specie  payments  and 
for  the  establishment  of  the  gold  standard.  It  is  committ^ed  to  the  progr(!ssive  develoi)mcnt 
of  our  banking  and  currency  systems.  Oui'  banking  arrangements  today  mn-d  further  i-t!- 
vision  to  meet  the  requirements  of  curient  conditions.  Wc  ncv,d  mi;asures  which  will  pievent 
the  recurrence  of  money  panics  and  linani-ial  disturbances  and  which  will  promote  the  pros- 
perity of  business  and  the  welfare  of  labor  by  producing  constant  emi)loyment.  AVe  need 
better  currency  facilities  for  the  movement  of  crops  in  the  west  and  south.  We  need  banking 
arrangements  under  American  auspices  for  the  encouragement  and  better  conduct  of  our  for- 
eign trade.  In  attaining  tluise  ends,  the  indeijcndence  of  individual  banks,  whelht.'r  organ- 
ized under  national  or  state  charters,  must  l)e  carefully  ])rotected  and  our  banking  and  cur- 
rency system  must  be  safeguarded  from  any  possibility  of  domination  by  sectional,  financial 
or  political  interests. 

It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  social  antl  economic  welfare  of  this  country  that  its  farmers 
have  facilities  for  borrowing  easily  and  ciieaply  the  money  they  need  to  increase  the  productiv- 
ity of  their  land.  It  is  as  imi)ortant  that  financial  machinery  be  proviihid  to  supi)ly  liie  de- 
mand of  farmers  for  credit  as  it  is  that  the  banking  and  currency  systems  be  reformed  in  the 
interests  of  general  business.  Therefore,  we  recommend  and  urge  an  authoritative  investiga- 
tion of  agricultural  credit  societies  and  corporations  in  other  countries,  and  the  passage  of 
stat-e  and  federal  laws  for  the  establislimeni  and  capable  supervision  of  organizations  having 
for  their  purpose  the  loaning  of  funds  to  lariu(  rs. 

The  Civil  Service. — Wo  reallirm  our  adherence  to  the  principle  of  appointment  to  public 
office  based  on  proved  fltness  and  tenure  during  good  behavior  and  efliciency.  The  Kepub- 
lican  party  stands  committed  to  the  maintenance,  extension  and  enforcement  of  the  civil 
service  laAV,  and  it  favors  the  passage  of  legi.slation  empowering  the  President  to  extend  the 
competitive  service  as  far  as  possible,  the  equitable  retirement  of  disabled  and  superannuated 
members  of  the  civil  service,  in  order  that  a  higher  order  of  elliciency  may  be  maintained. 

Employers*  Liability. — We  favor  the  amendment  of  the  federal  emi)loyers'  liability 
law  so  as  to  extend  its  provision  to  all  gov(!rnnieat  employes,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  more  liberal 
scale  of  compensation  for  injury  and  death. 

Cainpalfjn  Contributions. — We  favor  such  additional  legislation  as  may  be  necessary 
more  effectually  to  proiiibit  corporations  from  contributing  funds,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
campaigns  for  the  nomination  or  election  of  the  President,  the  Vice- Presiilent.  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress.  Wo  heartily  approve  the  recent  act  of  (Jongress  requiring  the 
fullest  publicity  in  regard  to  all  campaign  contributions,  whether  made  in  connection  with 
primaries,  conventions  or  elections. 

Conservation  of  Natural  Resource's. — We  rejoice  in  the  success  of  the  distinctive 
Republican  policy  of  the  conservation  of  our  natural  resources,  for  their  use  by  the  people 
without  waste  and  without  monopoly.  We  pledge  ourselves  to  a  continuance  of  such  a 
policy.  • 

Acquisition  of  Public  Lands. — We  favor  such  fair  and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
as  will  not  discourage  or  interfere  with  actual  bona  tide  homeseekers,  prospectors  and  miners  in 
the  acfiuisition  of  public  lands  under  existing  laws. 

Parcel  Post. — In  the  interest  of  the  general  i)ul)lic,  and  i)articularly  of  the  agricultural 
or  rural  communities,  we  favor  legi.slaiion  looking  to  the  listabHshment,  under  proper  regula- 
tions, of  a  par(;el  post,  the  postal  rates  to  be  graduated  under  a  zone  system  in  proportion  to  the 
length  of  carriage. 

Protection  of  American  Citizens. —  Wo  approve  the  action  taken  by  the  President  and 
the  Congress  to  secure  with  Russia,  as  with  other  countries,  a  treaty  that  will  recognize  the 
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absoluto  right  of  expatriation,  and  tliat  will  provont  all  discrimination  of  whatever  kind  be- 
tween American  citizens,  whether  native  born  or  alien,  and  ret^ardless  of  race,  religion  or  pre- 
vious po]iti(^al  allegiance.  The  right  of  asylum  is  a  precious  i)ossession  of  tho  people  of  the 
United  States,  and  it  is  to  be  neither  surrendered  nor  restricted. 

The  Navy. — We  believe  in  tho  niaintetiaiice  of  an  adecpiato  navy  for  the  national  defense, 
and  we  condemn  tho  action  of  tlie  Democratic  House  of  Uepresentatives  in  refusing  to  author- 
ize the  construction  of  additional  ships. 

Merchant  Marine. — Wo  believe  that  one  of  the  country's  most  urgent  needs  is  a  revived 
merchant  marine.  There  should  be;  Americaji  shii)s,  and  plenty  of  them,  to  make  use  of  the 
great  American  interoceanic  canal  now  nearitig  completion.  ' 

Flood  Prevention  in  the  Mississippi  Valley. — Tiie  Islississippi  river  is  the  nation's 
drainage  ditcli.  Its  flood  w^aters,  gathered  from  thirty-one  states  and  the  l)ominion  of  Can- 
ada, constitute  an  overpowering  force  Avliicli  t)reaks  the  levees  and  pours  its  torrents  over 
many  million  acres  of  the  richest  land  in  the  Union,  stopping  mails,  impeding  conunerce,  and 
causing  great  loss  of  life  and  property.  These  Hoods  are  national  in  scope,  and  tlie  disasters 
they  produce  seriously  affect  tiie  general  welfare.  The  stat(is  unaided  cannot  cope  with  this 
giant  problem;  hence  we  l)elieve  tho  Fedi;ral  (ifjvernment  should  assume  a  fair  proportion  of 
the  l)urden  of  its  control  so  as  to  prevent  the  disasters  from  recurring  floods. 

Keclamation  ol  Arid  Lands. ^ — We  favor  the  continuance  of  the  policy  of  the  govern- 
niciiL  witii  regartl  to  the  reclanuition  of  arid  huids,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  the  speedy 
settlement  and  improvement  of  sucli  laiuls;  we  favor  an  amendment  to  tho  law  tiiat  will 
it'asotiably  extend  the  time  within  which  the  cost  of  any  reclamation  project  may  be  repaid 
by  the  landowners  \Hider  it. 

Rivers  and  Harbors.  — Wo  favor  a  liberal  and  systomatic  policy  for  tho  improvement  of 
our  rivers  and  harbors.  Such  improvements  should  bo  made  upon  expert  information  and 
after  a  careful  comparison  of  cost  and  prospective  benefits. 

Alasiia. — We  favor  a  liberal  pt)licy  towartl  Alaska,  to  promote  the  development  of  the 
great  resources  of  that  district,  with  such  safeguards  as  will  prevent  waste  and  monopoly. 
We  favor  the  opening  of  the  coal  lands  to  (Uivelopment  through  a  law  leasing  tho  lauds  on  such 
terms  as  will  invite  ilcveloi)ment  and  T)rovide  f lU'l  for  the  navy  and  tho  commerce  of  the  Pacific 
ocean,  while  retaining  title  in  the  United  States  to  pi'evcnt  nionopoly. 

Porto  Rico.— We  ratify  in  all  its  particulars  the  platform  of  1908  respecting  citizenship 
for  the  people  of  Porto  Pico. 

Pliillppine  Policy. — Tho  Philippine  policy  of  the  Republican  party  has  been  and  is  in- 
spired by  the  belief  that  our  duty  toward  the  Filipino  people  is  a  national  obligation  which 
slu)uld  remain  entirely  free  from  partisan  politics. 

Immijiratloiii-— Wo  pledge  the  iiepublican  party  to  tho  enactment  of  api)ro[)riate  laws 
to  give  relief  from  the  constantly  growing  evil  of  induced  or  undesirable  imnuferaiion,  which  is 
inin\ical  to  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

Safety  at  Sea. — We  favor  the  speedy  enactment  of  laws  to  provide  that  seamen  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  endure  involuntary  servitude  antl  that  life  and  property  at  sea  shall  bo  safe- 
guarded by  tho  ample  etiuipment  of  vessels  with  life-saving  appliances  and  with  full  comple- 
ments of  skilled,  able-bodied  seamen  to  operate  them. 

Rcpuhllcan  Accomplishment.^ — The  ai)i)roaching  completion  of  tho  Panama  canal,  tho 
establishment  of  a  bureau  of  mines,  the  institution  of  jiostal  savings  banks,  the  increased  pro- 
vision made  in  1912  for  tho  aged  and  inlirm  soldieis  and  sailors  of  the  republic  and  for  their 
widows,  and  tho  vigorous  administration  of  f  lie  laws  relating  to  pure  food  and  drugs,  all  mark 
the  successful  progress  of  Kepublican  administration  and  are  additional  evidence  of  its  ef- 
fectiveness. 

Economy  and  Efficiency. — Wo  commend  the  earnest  effort  of  the  Republican  adminis- 
tration to  secure  greater  economy  and  increased  efliciency  in  the  conduct  of  government  busi- 
ness; extravagant  appropriations  and  tho  creation  of  unnecessary  ofllcers  aro  an  injustice  to 
the  taxpayer  and  a  bad  example  to  the  citizen. 

Civic  Duty. — We  call  upon  the  ])Coi)le  to  ciuicken  their  interest  in  public  affairs,  to  con- 
demn and  punish  lynchings  and  otlusr  fi)rms  of  lawlessness,  and  to  strengthen  in  all  possible 
ways  a  respect  for  law  and  the  observance  of  it.  Indillerent  citizenship  is  an  evil  from  which 
the  law  affords  no  adequate  protection  and  for  which  legislation  can  provide  no  remedy. 

Arizona  and  New  Mexico- — We  congratulate  the  people  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico 
upon  the  admission  of  tho.se  states,  thus  merging  in  the  Union  iu  final  and  enduring  form  the 
last  remaining  portion  of  our  continental  t*!rritory. 

Republican  Administration.  -We  challenge  successful  criticism  of  the  sixteen  years  of 
Republican  administration  under  Presidents  McKinley,  Roosevelt  and  Taft.  We  heartily 
reaflirm  tho  endorsement  of  Presidont  Mclvinley  contained  in  the  platform  of  1900  and  of  1904 
and  that  of  President  Roosevelt  contained  in  the  platforms  of  1901  and  1908. 

We  invite  tho  intclUgent  judgment  of  the  American  people  upon  the  administration  of 
William  11.  Taft.  The  country  lias  prospered  and  been  at  peace  under  his  Presidency.  Dur- 
ing the  years  in  which  he  had  the  co-operation  of  a  Re^nxblican  Congress  an  unexampled 
amount  of  constructive  legislation  was  framed  and  passed  in  tho  interest  of  the  people  and  in 
obedience  to  their  wish.  That  legislation  is  a  record  on  which  any  administration  might  ap- 
peal with  confidence  to  the  favoral)le  judgment  of  history. 

We  appeal  to  the  American  electorate  ui)on  the  record  of  tho  Republican  party  and  upon 
this  declaration  of  its  principles  and  purposes.  We  are  confident  that  under  the  leadership 
of  tho  caiulidates  here  to  be  nominated  our  appeal  will  not  bo  in  vain;  that  tho  Republican 
party  will  meet  every  just  expectation  of  the  people  wlujse  servant  it  is;  that  uruler  its  ad- 
ministration and  its  laws  our  nation  will  continue  t(j  advance;  that  peace  and  prosperity  will 
abide  witli  the  people,  and  that  new  glory  will  be  added  to  tlie  great  republic.

Tlio  Uc|)ul»lican  slatci  convention  ussomhlod  in  St.  Louis  August  25,  1914,  in  the  Old 
Museum  of  Kino  Arts  in  St.  l.ouis,  Mo.,  and  prociHulod  to  oiranize  with  Borryinan  Honwood 
of  llannii)al  as  tcniporary  cliairnian  and  (^ou\\;iy  VAdvr  of  St.  I.ouis  as  teuiporarv  secretary. 
1  he  permanent  ollieers  were  TliomasJ.  Aldus,  chairman,  and  Conway  Elder,  secretary.  The 
platlorni  was  adopted  August  20,  1914. 

THE  IPlATFOttM. 

The  Ropid)lican  party  of  Missouri,  tiirout,di  its  le.'^aHv  chosen  representatives  in  conven- 
tion assend)Ied,  hail  with  satisfaction  tho  inultiplyiug  cvidt^nces  of  the  return  of  the  Republican 
party  to  power  in  state  and  nation. 

The  result  of  every  primai-y,  election  or  re^dsti-ation  held  sint^o  1912  proves  the  constantly 
increasing  drift  toward  the  lv(n)uhlic;in  party,  and  denu)nst  rales  beyond  question  that  the  sole 
hope  of  tho  peoi)le  for  relief  from  tlie  i)urdens  of  Deruocratio  misrule  is  through  the*  return  to 
power  of  the  Ko[)ublican  paily.  Jvenewcd  evidenccis  of  tlu;  unwise  thec^ry  of  government 
tauj^ht  a'nd  adndnisti^red  l)y  Liu;  Oenu)eratic  party  is  found  in  the  (iresent  industrial  depression 
whi(rh  jjcrvades  the  country  t(jday  under  (lie  free  trade  policii-s  of  the  parly  in  p(nver. 

The  voters  of  Missouri  and  tiio  nation  impatierdly  await  the  opportiuuty  to  correct  the 
mistak-es  made  in  1912.  'Vhe  present  condiiions  are  but  a  repetition  of  what  tlie  nation  ex- 
p(n-ience(i  from  189:i  to  1S97  uiulei'  th(>  ad minist i-a t ion  of  f; rover  Cleveland. 

Tho  DiMUocratic  party  has  enacted  a  tarilf  law  that  has  resulteil  in  turning  against  us  the 
balance  of  trade,  taking  from  tiio  American  fai  iner  the  iirotection  ho  has  tuijoyed  in  tho  past, 
and  lea  ving  our  people  to  the  mercy  of  t  h(!  comi)etition  of  the  coolie  labor  of  tho  Oriisnt  and 
cheap  lal)or  aiul  lantls  of  the  Soutii  American  rc^i^ublics:  taking  a  duty  from  the  manufactured 
products  of  other  countries  that  lias  resulted  in  Hooding  tiu>  American  market  with  foreign- 
made  goods,  forcing  our  domestic  nuiuufacturers  into  bankrui^tcy  and  tlirt)wing  more  than  a 
million  of  men  out  of  empIoynuMit,  closing  om-  mills  anil  our  mines  and  crii)ijling  our  railroads 
and  bringing  about  a  mdversal  stagnation  of  busimiss.  Not  satisfied  with  the  ruin  that  is 
already  manifest,  they  propose  the  enactment  of  additional  laws  to  terrorize  and  throttle  the 
l)usiness  interests  of  the  country.  Th(;y  ha\e  souglit  to  relievo  the  financial  stringency 
brought  on  by  their  unwise  tariff  legislation  by  tho  creation  of  a  banking  system  that  has  not 
r<.'lieved  tho  stringency,  but  has  complicated  and  added  additional  burdens  to  tho  business 
■world,  so  as  to  destroy  conlldence,  paralyze  business  and  render  impossible  the  financing  of 
any  enterprise  no  matter  how  meritorious. 

\Vo  condemn  tlie  i)resent  national  administration  for  its  repeated  violations  of  plighted 
faith  with  the  people,  ft  promised  a  revision  of  the  tariff  that  would  not  disturb  business; 
hut  has  given  us  a  sectional  tarilf  measure  wliicli  has  disturbed  and  depressed  business  to 
an  extent  unknown  since  tlu;  last  D(;mocratic  tai  ilf  revision.  It  ()romised  a  tariff  which  would 
lower  the  cost  of  living  and  at  tiie  same  Lim(>  maintain  wages  and  the  price  of  farm  products; 
but  it  has  enacted  a  law  which  has  not  reduced  the  cost  of  living  and  has  reduced  wages  and 
the  i)rico  of  farm  products. 

It  promised  a  stric^t  adhcranco  to  civil  service  reform  jirinciples,  but  has  stripped  by 
farcical  examinations  tho  diiilomatic  s(<rvice,  i)ostal  service,  and  other  branches  of  tho  govern- 
ment of  its  trained  experts  to  make  place  for  untrained  Democratic  partisans. 

It  promised  economy  and  retrenchment,  but  has  increased  the  appropriations  more  than 
SIOO.OOO.OOO  annually.  It  in-omised  the  overthrow  of  caucus  rule,  but  has  given  such  an  ex- 
liibition  of  the  tvrannv  of  the  secret  caucus  as  has  never  before  been  witnessed. 

It  pledged  tho  freinlom  of  debate  and  deliberation  in  Congress  and  the  curtailing  of  the 
power  of  the  Speaker:  it  has  ri^sortiMl  to  "gag"  rule,  transferring  to  the  Democratic  floor  leader 
all  tin;  power  forinerlv  vested  in  the  Sj-jcaker. 

It  tlechired  for  free  tolls  for  Airu;rican  coastwise  vessels  through  the  Panama  canal,  but. 
at  tho  behest  of  Great  Britain,  it  has  re|)t;ah'd  the  law  providing  for  this  exemj^tion.  It  has 
declared  repeatedlv  against  centralization  of  government  and  aggressions  by  the  Executive, 
but  has  made  of  Congress  a  servile  instrument  of  tho  Executive  will.  It  declared  against 
dollar  diplomacy,  but  has  efVccted  treaties  with  llayti  and  Nicaragua,  providing  for  it  in 
flagrant  form. 

It  promised  American  producers  freer  access  to  the  markets  of  tho  world,  and  gives  us 
treasury  figures  which  prove*  the  rai)id  siuinkago  of  exports.  It  promised  greater  prosperity 
to  tho  farmer,  but  gave  him  tho  competition  of  cheap  labor  and  cheap  lands  of  foreign  countries. 

Protective  Tarllf.— Tho  Republican  party  is  now.  and  always  has  boon,  the  consistent 
and  steadfast  advocate  of  protection  to  American  labor  and  tho  promotion  of  American  indus- 
try. Wo  hold  that  the  first  duty  of  good  government  is  to  protect  the  rights  and  promote  the 
interests  of  its  own  i)eoph\ 

Wo  believe  that  all  art  icles  ^vh\ch  cannot  be  produced  in  our  own  country,  except  luxuries, 
should  be  admitted  free  of  dutv,  and  that  on  all  imports  coming  Into  competition  with  Ameri- 
can labor  there  should  bo  levied  a  duty  equal  to  tho  difference  between  tho  cost  of  production 
at  homo  and  abroad.  ,        .       .     , :,        ■      .  i. 

"We  believe  that  the  products  of  the  farm  and  that  of  the  mine  should  receive  the  same 
measure  of  protection  as  the  ])roducts  of  the  factory.  .  ,    .  , 

Wo  hold  that  this  is  tho  true  American  policy;  that  it  taxes  foreign  products  and  encour- 
ages home  industry;  that  it  puts  the  burden  of  revenm*  on  the  foreign  producer,  whdo,  at  the 
same  time,  it  makes  secure  the  American  market  for  the  American  producer;  that  it  upholds 
the  standard  of  wages  for  the  American  workingman.  .  ,  ,  . 

•\s  a  result  of  (ifty  vears  of  protection  the  .\merican  market  is  the  richest  and  best  on 
earth,  and  we  believe  in 'religiously  preserving  that  market  for  the  American  producer.  For 
that  reason  wo  must  vigorously  protest  against  tho  Underwood  bill,  passed  by  tho  present 
Democratic  Congress.  ,       ,      .         4      ii  i 

Heali/im,'  that  a  tarilT  too  low  brings  destructive  compel ilion  and  that  a  tarllF  too  higli 
affords  a  shelter  for  monopolv.  we  are  in  favor  of  a  noniiarlisan  tai  ilV  commission,  and  demam 
of  our  Senators  and  Representati\ es  in  Congrt  ss  that  proi)er  legislation  be  speedily  enacted 
to  cstal)lish  such  commission,  to  the  end  that  all  duties  be  adjusted  to  the  exact  ihllerencc  be- 
tAveen  the  cost  of  production  at  home  and  abroad. 

Panama  Canal. — The  Panama  canal  is  a  United  States  enterprise.  We  bought,  paid 
for  and  own  the  canal.  It  is  as  mueli  our  i)roperty  as  the  Mississippi  river.  It  i.s,  however,  a 
great  pul)lic  highway  for  the  us.;  of  all  foreign  nations  upon  terms  of  exact  equality.  Under 
tho  treaties  with  other  countries,  under  the  Monroe  Doctrine,  and  in  justice  to  ourselves,  no 
other  nation  can  be  permitted  to  share  in  its  managiiment  or  control. 

Wo  should  fortify  and  maintain  the  canal  for  all  time  and  work  out  thC  details  of  Us  future 
operatimi  without  dictation  or  julvice  from  any  foreign  power. 
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Merchant  Marine. — The  liepiiblican  party  lias  consistently  supported  and  chanipionctl 
the  expansion  of  our  merchant  nuirino,  while  the  Democratic  party  has  tenaciously  opposed 
every  measure  tondinj^  to  this,  and  today  we  observe  the  glaring  fallacy  of  tlieir  course.  No 
means  of  transportation  are  in  consequence  of  their  attitude  available  to  ship  our  nation's 
products  to  foreit!;n  i)orts. 

Mexico. — We  emphatically  disapprove  the  course  of  tlie  Democratic  administration  to- 
ward Mexico.  The  policy  of  tlu;  adniiiustral ion  should  have  been  vigorous  and  dccidiid,  and 
a  firm  stand  taken  by  tlie  tjovernmeiit  siiould  liave  made  secure  tlie  lives  and  pro|>tu'ty  of 
every  American  citizen  living  within  1  lie  Ilcindjlic  of  Mexico.  If  lives  and  projierty  were 
destroyed,  prompt  action  sliouid  have  been  talvcii  ami  indemnities  demanded. 

The  diir(!rences  of  the  Ke[)ublit'an  party  witli  the  national  administration.  how(!ver,  arc 
diU'erenees  of  policy  only  and  uot  of  i)at riotisin,  and  we  pledge  our  luidividetl  support  at  all 
times  to  uphold  the  nation's  lienor  aiui  tiie  nation's  rights  in  ^Iexico  or  elsewliero. 

International  Arbitration. —The  Uei)ublican  party  of  Misso\a-i  dee|)ly  dephjres  that 
a.  war — perhaps  the  most  d(>strucli vt;  in  tiie  Jiistory  of  the  human  race; — is  now  in  ])rogress  in 
Europe,  and  again  aflirms  its  belief  that  intt:rnational  dilFerences  should  be  set.thid  by  arbitra- 
tion. 

Pensions. — We  favor  now,  as  we  always  have,  the  most  generous  provisions  for  the 
soldiers  of  the  Republic,  their  widows  and  orjihans.  We  condemn  the  nuUhods  of  proof  now 
emi>loyed  by  the  Democratic  (.Commissioner  of  l'i;nsions  to  obstruct  and  delay  the  payment  of 
just  claims  under  the  existing  laws. 

We  deplore  the  removal  from  olllce  of  aged  veterans  of  the  Civil  war  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration. 

Rural  Credits. — Wo  favor  such  national  legislation  as  will  develop  a  modern  system  of 
rural  credits,  such  as  will  prevent  excessive  interest  rates  and  commissions. 

Afjalnst  Nepotism.' — We  recommend  thv,  enactment  of  such  laws  that  will  prevent  the 
prevailing  abuse  in  our  state  capital  of  employing  kinsmen  instead  Of  comp(;tent  assistants. 

Child  Labor. — ^i'he  Republican  party  reallirms  its  steadfast  oiiposition  .to  the  child 
labor  evil  and  pledges  itself  to  eradicate  the  same,  if  airorde-d  an  opportunit  y  to  do  so. 

Social  and  Industrial  Conditions. — We  favor  the  enactment  of  a  law  that  will  grant 
better  conditions  and  hours  for  the  women  wage-earners  in  the  state.  \Vc  favor  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  seeking  to  make  the  workshop  more  sanitary  and  healthful,  thereby  reducing 
the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  to  the  lowest  possible  minimum,  and  a  more  ihorougli  safe- 
guarding of  all  dangerous  machinery  that  the  toiler  may  be  protected  to  (lie  fullest  degree 

Wo  are  opposed  to  placing  convict-made  goods  in  competition  with  the  products  of  free 
labor. 

Mining  Laws. — We  believe  there  is  room  for  improvement  In  the  i^iining  laws  of  the 
state,  to  the  end  that  the  lives  of  miners  shall  be  safeguai-ded  and  their  interests  i)r(muited. 

Workmen's  Comnensation  Law. — The  Re-pulilican  party,  always  alive  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  labor  and  witli  a  knowledge  of  the  vast  sums  spent  by  emi)loyers  and  employes  in 
litigation,  believes  that  a  just  and  e(|uital)lo  comi)ensation  law  to  both  parties  should  bo  en- 
acted, and  wo  now  renew  our  pledge  to  enact  such  a  law. 

Good  Roads. — Realizing  the  value  of  good  roads,  both  educationally  and  comrnercitdly 
to  our  entire  state,  we  favor  the  building  and  improv(niu;nt  of  our  highways  and  state  and 
national  appropriations  therefor. 

Education. — The  Republican  party  realfirms  its  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  education  in  all 
its  branches,  and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  continue  to  liberally  support  the  State  University, 
Agricultural  College,  normal  schools  and  i)ublic  schools  of  our  state,  as  well  as  our  eleemosy- 
nary institutions.  We  indorse  the  work  of  lion.  William  P.  Evans.  Stale  Superintendcjiit  (if 
Scliools,  under  whose  directicm  the  scliools  of  IMissouri  have  prospered  as  never  before.  ^\  e 
commend  his  able  and  elllcient  work  whi(^h  has  increased  the  attendance  in  the  public  schools 
over  10  per  cent,  which  has  extendetl  aid  to  districts  linancially  Aveak,  and  which  has  fostered 
and  built  up  high  schools,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  a  continuance  of  this  policy  and  to  the 
devtilopment  of  vocational  education. 

Courts- — Wo  favor  a  general  revision  and  simi)lincation  of  the  laws  and  of  the  civil  and 
criminal  cod(JS  of  procedure  in  our  courts,  and.  recognizing  the  fact  that  our  courts  should, 
so  far  as  possible,  bo  kept  free  from  political  inlluence,  we  pledge  the  Republican  party  and  all 
Republican  members  of  both  houses  of  the  tJeneral  Assembly  to  enact  laws  to  those  ends. 

Primary  Elections- — We  favor  amending:  the  primary  election  laws  of  this  state,  thus 
further  safeguarding  the  rights  of  the  voters  so  that  the  will  of  the  people  may  prevail. 

Home  Rule.— As  an  evidence  of  the  intensely  partisan  course  of  the  Democratic  party 
of  Missouri,  we  call  attention  to  its  action  on  the  subject  of  home  rule  for  tlie  largi^-  cities 
of  tlio  state.  The  last  General  Asst>mbly  having  given  the  larger  citit.',s  the  riglit  of  local  self- 
government,  the  Democrats  in  the  Legislature  voting  for  such  legislation  on  the  suiiposition 
that  unusual  conditions  would  make  tlie  city  of  St.  Louis  Democratic.  Hut  the  lunne-rule 
act  was  suspended  imtil  the  Nov(unber  election  by  rt^ferendum  petitions  circulattxl  and  signed 
by  Democrats,  solely  because  the  citizens  of  St.  l./ouis  lik^cted  a  Republican  mayor  subsecpient 
to  the  passage  of  the  act  by  the  General  Ass(>,mbly.

PROGRESSIVE  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

(Nominees — For  President,  Theodore  Roosevelt  of  New  York;  for  Vice-President,  liiram 
W.  Johnson  of  California.) 

The  Progressive  National  Convention  met  in  Chicago  August  5,  1012,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  Senator  Dixon  of  Montana.  Alb<;rt  J.  Beveiiilgo  of  Indiana  was  selected  as  tem- 
porary chairman.  The  nomination  for  President  came  on  tiie  third  day,  August  8tii.  William 
A.  Prendergast  of  New  York  presented  the  name  of  ISIr.  Roostwelt,  and' lie  was  nominated  by 
acclamation.  Governor  Joluison  of  California  received  the  unanimous  nomination  for  Vice- 
President,  and  the  convention  adjourned. 

THE  PLAI  FOKM. 

{Adopted  at  Cliicayo,  III,  August  7,  1912.) 

Declaration  of  Principles. — The  conscience  of  the  people,  in  a  l/ime  of  grave  national 
problems,  has  called  into  being  a  new  party,  born  of  the  nation's  a\vaK'(  iied  sense  uf  injustice. 

We  of  the  Progressive  party  here  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  fulliilfiient  of  the  duty  laid 
upon  us  by  our  fathers  to  maintain  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the 
I)ooplo  whoso  foundations  they  laid. 

We  hold,  with  Thomas  JeH'erson  and  Abraham  Lincoln,  that  the  peo]jle  are  the  masters 
of  their  Constitution,  to  fulfill  its  purposes  and  to  safeguard  it  from  those  who,  by  perversion 
of  Its  intent,  would  convert  it  into  an  instrument  of  injustice.  In  accordance  with  the  needs  of 
each  generation,  tlie  people  must  use  their  sovereign  powers  to  establisli  and  maintain  o(iual 
opportunity  and  industrial  justice,  to  s(icure  which  tliis  government  was  founded  and  without 
wlu<;h  no  republic  can  endure. 

This  country  belongs  to  the  people  avIio  inhabit  it.  Its  resources,  its  business,  its  in- 
stitutions and  its  laws  should  be  utilized,  maintained  or  altered  in  whatever  manner  will 
best  promote  the  general  interest.    It  is  time  to  set  the  public  welfare  in  the  first  place. 

The  Old  Parties. — Political  parties  exist  to  secure  responsible  government  and  to  exe- 
cute the  will  of  the  people.  F^rom  tliese  great  tasks  Ijoth  the  old  parties  have  turned  aside. 
Instead  of  instruments  to  promote  the  general  welfare  tliey  have  l.)ecome  the  tools  of  corrupt 
Interests,  wliich  use  them  impartially  to  serve  their  sellisli  purposes.  Behind  the  ostensible 
government  sits  enthroned  an  invisible  government,  owing  no  alic!giaiice  and  acluiowledging 
no  responsibility  to  the  people.  To  destroy  this  invisible  government,  to  dissolve  the  unlioly 
alliance  between  corrupt  business  and  corrupt  politics,  is  the  first  task  of  the  statesmanship 
of  the  day. 

The  deliberate  betrayal  of  its  trust  by  the  R(!pubUcan  party,  the  fatal  incapacity  of  the 
Democratic  party  to  deal  with  the  new  issues  of  tlie  new  time,  have  compelled  the  people  to 
forge  a  new  instrument  of  government  through  which  to  give  ellect  to  their  will  in  laws  and  in- 
stitutions. 

Unhampered  by  tradition,  uncorruptcd  by  power,  \indismayed  by  the  magnitude  of  the 
task,  the  new  party  offers  itself  as  the  instrument  of  the  people  to  sweep  away  old  abuses, 
to  build  a  new  and  nobler  commonwealth. 

Covenant  with  the  People. — This  declaration  Is  our  covenant  with  the  people,  and  we 
hereby  bind  the  party  and  its  candidates  in  state  and  nation  to  the  pledges  made  herein. 

Rule  of  the  People. — The  Progressive  party,  committed  to  the  principle  of  government 
by  a  self-controlled  democracy  expressing  its  will  through  reprcsseiitat ivcs  of  the  people, 
pledges  itself  to  secure  such  alterations  in  the  fundamental  law  of  the  several  states  and  of  the 
United  States  as  shall  insure  the  repres(;ntative  (;iiaracter  of  the  government.  In  particular 
the  party  declares  for  direct  primaries  for  tlie  nomination  of  state  and  national  oflicers,  for 
nation-wide  preferential  primaries  for  candidates  for  tlie  presidency,  for  the  direct  election  of 
United  States  Senators  by  the  people,  and  w(;  urge  on  tlie  states  the  policy  of  tiio  short  ballot, 
with  responsibility  to  the  people  securiid  by  the  initiative,  r(>ferendum  and  recall. 
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Constitution  Should  be  Easily  Aineadcd. — The  Progrcs.sivo  party,  believing  tliat 
a  free  people  should  have  the;  poAvor  from  tirno  to  time  (o  amend  their  fundamental  law  so  as 
to  adapt  it  progressively  to  tlu;  chanj^iuK  needs  of  tlu)  people,  pledges  itself  to  provide  a  more 
easy  and  expeditious  method  of  amentling  the  Federal  CyonsliLution. 

Nation  and  State— Up  to  the  limit  of  the  Constitution,  and  later  by  amendment  of  the 
Constitution,  if  found  necessary,  mo  advocate  bringing  under  elfective  national  jurisdiction 
those  problems  which  have  expanded  beyond  tiie  reach  of  tlje  individual  states. 

It  is  as  grotesQUO  as  it  is  intolerable  that  tlio  several  states  should,  hy  unequal  laws  in 
matter  of  common  concern,  become  com])etiiig  comiueri-ial  agencies,  barter  the  lives  of  their 
children,  the  health  of  their  women  and  the  safel  y  and  w  ell-being  of  their  working  people  for 
the  benefit  of  their  financial  interests. 

The  extreme  insistence  on  states'  rights  by  the  Democratic  party  in  the  Baltimore  plat- 
form demonstrates  anew  its  inabihty  to  understand  the  world  into  which  it  has  survived  or  to 
administer  the  alfairs  of  a  union  of  stat(;s  whicli  liave  in  all  essential  respects  become  one  people. 

Social  and  Industrial  Relorm. — Tiie  supreme  (.iuty  of  the  nation  is  the  conservation  of 
human  resources  througli  an  enlightened  measure  of  social  and  industrial  justice.  AVe  pledge 
ourselves  to  work  unceasingly  in  state  and  nation  for: 

Kifective  legislation  looking  to  the  prevention  of  industrial  accidents,  occupational  dis- 
eases, overwork,  involuntary  unemi)loy ment  and  other  injurious  elfects  incident  to  modern 
industry. 

The  fixing  of  mininuim  safety  and  health  standards  for  the  various  occupations,  and 
the  exercise  of  the  public  authority  of  state  and  nation,  including  the  federal  control  over  in- 
terstate commerce  and  the  taxing  power,  to  maintain  such  standards. 

The  prohibition  of  cliild  labor. 

Mininuim  wage  standards  for  working  women,  to  provide  a  "living  scale"  in  all  Industrial 
occu  pations. 

The  prohibition  of  night  work  for  women,  and  the  establishment  of  an  eight-hour  day 
for  women  and  young  persons. 

One  day's  rest  in  seven  for  all  wage  workers. 

The  eight-hour  day  in  continuous  twenty-four-hour  industries. 

The  abolition  of  the  convict  contract  labor  system;  substituting  a  system  of  prison  pro- 
duction for  governmental  consumption  only,  and  the  application  of  prisoners'  earnings  to  the 
sup])ort  of  their  dependent  famili(!s. 

Publicity  as  to  wages,  liours  and  conditions  of  labor;  full  reports  upon  Industrial  acci- 
dents and  diseases  and  the  opening  to  public  inspection  of  all  tallies,  weights,  measures  and 
clieck  systems  on  labor  products. 

Standards  of  compensation  for  death  by  industrial  accident  and  injury  and  trade  dis- 
eases which  will  transfer  the  burden  of  lost  earnings  from  the  families  of  working  people  to  the 
industry,  and  thus  to  the  comnuiuity. 

The  protection  of  homo  life  against  the  hazards  of  sickness,  irregular  employment  and 
old  ago  through  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  social  insurance  adapted  to  American  use. 

The  development  of  the  creative  labor  power  of  America  by  lifting  the  last  load  of  illiter- 
acy from  American  youth,  and  establishing  continuation  schools  for  industrial  education  \mder 
public  control  and  encouraging  agricultural  education  and  demonstration  in  rural  schools. 

The  establishment  of  industrial  research  laboratories  to  put  the  methods  and  discoveries 
of  science  at  the  service  of  American  producers. 

Wo  favor  the  organization  of  the  workers,  men  and  women,  as  a  means  of  protecting  their 
interests  and  of  promoting  their  progress. 

Regulation  of  Interstate  Corporations. — Wo  believe  that  true  popular  government, 
justice  and  prosperity  go  hand  in  hand,  and,  so  believing,  it  is  our  purpose  to  secure  that  large 
measure  of  general  prosperity  wliich  is  the  fruit  of  legitimate  and  honest  business,  fostered  by 
equal  justice  and  by  sound  progressive  laws. 

We  demand  that  the  test  of  true  prosperity  shall  be  the  benefits  conferred  thereby  on 
all  the  citizens,  not  confined  to  individuals  or  classes,  and  that  the  test  of  corporate  efliciency 
shall  bo  the  ability  better  to  ser\e  tlie  public;  that  those  who  profit  by  control  of  biisiness 
affairs  shall  justify  that  profit  and  that  control  by  sharing  with  the  public  the  fruits  thereof. 

We  therefore  demand  a  strong  national  regulation  of  interstate  corporations.  The  cor- 
poration is  an  essential  part  of  modern  business.  Tlie  concentration  of  modern  business, 
in  some  degree,  is  both  inevitaljle  and  necessary  for  national  and  international  business 
eflicii'ucy.  But  the  existing  concentration  of  vast  wealth  under  a  corporate  system,  unguarded 
and  uncontrolled  by  the  nation,  has  T)laced  in  the  hands  of  a  few  men  enormous,  secret,  ir- 
responsible power  over  the  daily  life  of  the  citizen— a  power  unsulferable  in  a  free  government 
and  certain  of  abuse.  ,      ^  ,  i     .    ,       .    •  • 

This  power  has  been  abused  in  monopoly  of  national  resources,  in  stock  watering,  m  un- 
fair competition  and  unfair  inivileges,  and.  finally,  in  sinister  influences  on  the  public  agencies 
of  state  and  nation.  We  do  not  fear  (commercial  power,  but  we  insist  that  it  shall  bo  ex- 
ercised openly,  under  publicity,  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  most  efllcient  sort,  which 
shall  preserve  its  good  while  eradicating  and  preventing  it,s  evils. 

To  that  end  wo  urge  the  establishment  of  a  strong  federal  administrative  commussion  of 
high  standing,  which  shall  maintain  pcirmanent,  active  supervision  over  industrial  corporations 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  or  such  of  tlicm  as  are  of  pulilic  importance,  doing  for  them 
what  the  government  now  does  for  the  national  banks  and  what  is  now  done  for  the  railroads 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  ,  , 

Such  a  commission  must  enforce  the  coun>lete  publuity  ot  those  corporate  ti-arisactlons 
which  are  of  public  imeivst;  must  attack  uuiau-  coiupetiiiou,  faUe  caiiltah/ai  Ion  imd  h|Mu  li.l 
pri\llOi:e.  at\d  bv  coutiuuovis  tr.uwovl  w  au-l\i'uhj.  (Uiutvl  ,ind  k.\-\<  o\hh\  i\niallv  I  nidll  Im  hluli 
wavsof  .\uun-lc;u\  Cv>u\nun'v\v  iMwi--  \ ^u^  l>u- Ui>- \\\li  hay  e  v  >n  uv(u  l.<ti>\vl...U.i>  cI  (hrliMV

Under  such  a  system  of  const  ruiM  iv»i  n'lii'l.i' leu  lei'.liluiale  bu-.iuv\s'<.  tV(M>d  fro\\\  n)\\(iud\M\, 
uncertainty  and  fruitless  liiigalion,  will  develop  noi  niall>  in  response  to  l  he  eiie>  |.;>  and  enter- 
prise of  the  American  business  man. 

Commercial  Development.  -  "^riie  tinu>  has  come  when  t  he  Kedi-ral  CovernuuMit  should 
co-operate  with  manufacturers  and  i)roducers  in  extending  onv  fori-ign  commerce.  To  this 
end  we  demand  adequate  approi)riations  by  C\)ngress  and  the  appointment  of  di|)lomatic  and 
consular  ofllcers  .solely  with  a  view  to  their  special  fitness  and  worth,  and  not  in  consideration 
of  political  expediency. 
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It  is  imperative  to  the  welfare  of  our  people  that  we  enlarge  and  extend  our  t'oreit?n  eoni- 
nierce.  We  are  pre-eminently  lltted  to  do  this  because,  as  a  people,  we  have  devtiloped  higli 
skill  in  the  art  of  manuCaeturing;  our  Injsine^^s  men  are  stronf^  executives,  strong;  uiKanizcrs. 
In  every  way  possible  our  i^'edcral  CJovernuuint  shoidd  co-opcrale  in  tliis  important  niaiter. 

Any  one  wlio  has  liad  opportunity  to  sl,udy  anil  obsi'.rve  lirst-hand  (Jermany's  course  in 
this  respect  must  realize  that  tiieir  policy  of  co-operation  between  government  and  lousiness 
has  in  comparatively  few  years  made  them  a  leading  conipetitt)r  for  tlie  commerce  of  tlie  world. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  they  are  doing  t.his  un  a  national  scale  and  with  largo  units  of 
business,  while  the  Democrats  would  have  us  believe  that  wo  should  do  it  with  small  uuils  of 
business,  Avhich  would  bo  controlled,  not  by  the  National  (lovcunment,  but  by  forL.v-nine  con- 
llicting  sovereignties.  Huch  a  poikty  is  utterly  out  of  keeping  with  the  progress  of  the  limes 
and  gives  our  great  commercial  rivals  in  lOiu'ope  - -hungry  for  international  markuts — golden 
opportunities  of  which  they  are  rapidly  taking  advantage. 

The  Tariff. — We  believi^  in  a  protective  tarllf  which  shall  equalize  conditions  of  com- 
petition between  the  United  States  and  foreign  countiies,  both  for  the  farmer  and  the  man- 
ufacturer, and  which  sliall  maintain  for  labor  an  achMiuate  standard  of  living.  Primarily  the 
beneflt  of  any  tarill'  should  bo  disclosed  in  the  pay  enveloiJe  of  tlie  laborer.  We  declare  that 
no  industry  deserves  protection  whicli  is  unfair  to  labor  or  which  is  operating  in  violation  of 
federal  law.    Wo  believe  that  the  presumi)tion  is  always  in  favor  of  the  consuming  public. 

We  demand  tarilf  revision  because  the  present  tarill'  is  unjust  to  the  people  of  the  IJ rated 
States.  Fair  dealing  towartl  the  people  requires  an  immediate  downward  revision  of  those 
schedules  wiierein  duties  are  shown  to  bo  unjust  and  excessive. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  the  establishment  of  a  nonpartisan  scientific  t.'irill'  commission, 
reporting  both  to  the  I'resident  and  to  either  branch  of  Congress,  which  shall  report,  first, 
as  to  the  costs  of  production,  eJliciency  of  labor,  capitalization,  industrial  organization  and 
efliciency,  and  the  general  competitive  position  in  tins  country  and  abroaci  of  industri(;s 
seeking  protection  from  Congress.  Second,  as  to  the  revenue-producing  power  of  the  tariff 
and  its  relation  to  the  resources  of  goveriunent,  and  thirdly,  as  to  the  ell'ect  of  the  tarilf  on 
prices,  operations  of  middlemen,  and  on  the  purchasing  power  of  the  consumer. 

Wo  believe  that  this  commission  should  have  i)lenary  power  to  elicit  information,  and  for 
tins  purpose  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  acco\mting  for  the  groat  protected  industries. 
The  work  of  the  commission  should  not  prevent;  thp  immediate  adoption  of  acts  reducing  these 
schedides  generally  recognizeil  as  excessive. 

We  condemn  tlie  Payne-Aldrich  bill  as  unjust  to  the  people.  The  Republican  organiza- 
tion is  in  the  hands  of  tliose  who  have  broken,  and  cannot  again  be  trusted  to  keei),  the  pi  onaso 
of  necessary  downward  re,  '•<i^)n.  The  Democratic  party  is  committed  to  the  destruction  of 
the  protective  system  through  a  tariff  for  revenue  only — a  policy  wliich  would  inevitably 
produce  widespread  industrial  and  commercial  disaster. 

Reciprocity  with  Canada. — AVo  demand  tlio  immediate  repeal  of  the  Canadian  rec- 
iprocity act 

High  Cost  of  Living.— The  high  cost  of  living  is  due  partly  to  world-wide  and  partly  to 
local  causes — partly  to  natural  and  partly  to  artilicial  causes.  Tiie  measures  |)roi)Osed  in  tins 
platform  on  various  subjects,  such  as  the  tarilf,  the  trusts  and  conservation,  will  of  tliemselves 
remove  the  artificial  causes.  There  will  remain  other  elements,  sucii  as  the  tendency  to  leave 
the  country  for  the  city,  waste,  extravagance,  bad  system  of  taxation,  j)oor  jnethods  of  raising 
crops  and  bad  business  nietliods  in  marketing  croi)s.  To  remedy  these  conditions  retiuires 
the  fullest  information,  and,  based  on  this  information,  elfecitive  government  supervision  and 
control  to  remove  all  the  artilicial  causes.  AVe  i)le(lge  ourselves  to  such  full  and  immediate 
inquiry  and  to  immediate  action  to  deal  with  every  need  such  inquiry  discloses. 

Improvement  of  the  Currency. — AVe  believe  there  exists  imperative  need  for  ])rompt 
legislation  for  the  improvement  of  our  national  currency  system.  We  believe  the  present 
method  of  issidng  notes  through  i)rivate  agencies  is  harmful  and  unscientific.  Tiie  issue  of 
currency  is  fundamentally  a  government  function,  and  the  system  should  have  as  basic  prin- 
ciples soundness  and  elasticity.  TJie  cont  rol  should  lodged  with  the  government  and  should 
be  protected  from  domination  or  manipulation  by  Wall  Street  or  any  special  interests. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  so-called  Aldrich  currency  bill,  because  its  provisions  would  place 
our  currency  and  credit  system  in  private  hands,  not  .subject  to  elTecfive  public  control. 

Conservation  of  Natural  Resources. — The  natural  resources  of  the  nation  must  be 
promptly  developed  and  genei-ously  used  to  supply  the  pecjple's  needs,  but  we  canno-t  saftily 
allow  thein  to  be  wasted,  exploited,  nu)nopolized  or  cont  rolled  against  the  general  good.  We 
heartily  favor  the  policy  of  conservat  ion,  and  we  pledge  our  party  to  protect  the  national  forest 
without  lundering  tlieir  legitimate  use  for  the  Ixinelit  of  all  the  people.  Agricultural  lantls  in 
tlie  national  forests  are  and  should  remain  open  to  the  genuine  settler.  Conservation  will  not 
retard  legitimate  deyelopment.  The  honest  settler  must  receive  his  patent  promptly  without 
hindrance,  rules  or  delays. 

We  believe  that  the  remaining  forests,  coal  and  oil  lands,  water  powers  and  other  natural 
resources  still  in  state  or  national  control  (except  agricultural  lands)  are  more  likely  to  be 
wisely  conserved  and  utilized  for  the  genertd  welfare  if  held  in  the  i)ublic  hands. 

In  order  that  consumers  and  pro(lucers,  managers  and  workmen,  now  and  hercsafter,  need 
not  pay  toll  to  private  monopolies  of  power  and  raw  material,  we  demand  that  such  resources 
shaU  be  retained  by  the  state  or  nation  and  opened  to  imnuidiate  use  under  laws  which  will 
encourage  development  and  make  to  the  people  a  moderate  return  for  beiuilils  conferred. 

In  particular  we  pledge  our  party  to  reipiire  reasonable  compensation  to  the  i)ublic  for 
water  power  rights  hereafter  granted  by  the  public.  We  pledge  legislation  to  lease  the  public 
grazing  lands  under  equitable  provisions  now  i>ending.  which  will  increase  the  production  of 
food  for  the  people  and  thoroughly  safeguard  the  rights  of  the  actual  home  makers.  Natural 
resources  whose  conservation  is  necessary  for  the  national  welfare  should  be  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  nation. 

Waterways. — The  rivers  of  the  United  States  are  the  natural  arteries  of  this  continent. 
We  demand  that  they  shall  be  opened  to  tralhc  as  imlispensable  parts  of  a  great  nation-wide 
system  of  transportation  in  which  the  Panama  canal  will  be  the  central  link,  thus  enabling  the 
whole  interior  of  the  United  States  to  share  with  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  seaboards  in  the 
beneflt  derived  from  the  canal.  .  •  „  ^x*-    .    ,  • 

it  is  a  national  obhgation  to  develop  otir  rivers,  and  especially  the  Mi.ssi.ssippi  and  its 
tributaries,  without  delay,  under  a  comprehensive  general  plan  covering  each  river  system, 
from  its  source  to  its  mouth,  designed  to  secure  its  highest  usefulness  for  navigation,  irriga- 
tion domestic  supply,  water  power  and  the  prevention  of  floofls.  We  pledge  our  party  to  the 
immediate  preparation  of  such  a  plan,  which  should  be  made  and  carried  out  in  close  and 
friendly  co-operation  between  the  nation,  the  state  and  the  cities  affected. 
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Under  such  a  plan  tho  destructive  floods  of  the  Mississippi  and  other  streams,  which 
represent  a  vast  and  needless  loss  to  the  nation,  would  be  controlled  by  forest  conservation  and 
water  storage  at  the  headwaters,  and  by  levees  below,  land  sullicient  to  support  millions  of 
ptMjple  would  be  reclaimed  from  tlie  dt\sert.s  and  swamj)s,  water  power  enough  to  transform  the 
iiidusti'ial  standing  of  whole  stales  would  1)0  (h' vcloix'd,  adequate  water  terminals  would  be 
provided,  transportation  would  revive,  and  the  railroads  would  bo  compelled  to  co-operate  as 
freely  with  the  boat  lines  as  with  each  other. 

The  equipment,  organization  and  experience  acquired  in  constructing  the  Panama  canal 
soon  Avill  be  available  for  tho  lala^s-to-tlie-gulf  deep  wati'rway  and  otiier  portions  of  t  his  great 
worli,  and  should  be  utilized  by  the  nation  in  co-operation  with  tiio  various  states,  at  the  lowest 
net  cost  to  tho  people. 

Panama  Canal. — Tho  Panama  canal,  built  ami  paid  for  by  the  American  people,  must 
be  used  primarily  for  their  benelit.  A\'e  demand  tiiat  the  camd  shall  Ijo  so  operated  as  to 
break  the  transportation  monopoly  no\v  held  and  misused  by  the  transcontinental  railroads 
by  nuiintaining  sea  competition  witli  tluMu;  tliat  sinijs  directly  or  indirectly  owned  or  controlled 
by  American  railroad  corporations  shall  not  be  pri'uiitted  to  use  the  canal,  and  that  American 
ships  engaged  in  coastwise  trade  sliall  i)ay  no  tolls. 

The  Progressive  party  will  favor  legislation  having  for  its  aim  tho  development  of  friend- 
siiip  and  commerce  between  the  United  Stales  and  l.jatin-American  nations. 

Alaska. — Tiie  coal  and  otlier  natural  resources  of  Alaska  should  bo  opened  to  develop- 
ment at  once.  They  arc  owned  by  the  people  of  the  linit(>d  States  and  are  safe  from  monopoly, 
waste  or  destruction  oidy  while  so  owned.  Wc)  demand  that  th(>y  shall  neither  be  sold  nor 
given  away  except  under  the  homestead  law,  but  while  held  in  govcrnnujut  ownership  shall 
be  oi)ened  to  use  promptly  ujion  lil)eral  terms  reqniring  immediate  dcvelopnumt. 

Thus  the  benefit  of  cheap  fuel  will  accrue  to  the  tjoverninent  of  tlie  United  States  and  to 
the  people  of  Alaska  and  tho  Pacillc  coast;  tlu^  s(!ttlement  of  extensive  agricultural  lands  will 
be  hastened;  the  extermination  of  the  salmon  will  be  prevented,  and  the  just  and  wise  develop- 
ment of  Alaskan  resources  will  take  the  ])lace  of  private  extortion  or  monopoly. 

We  demand  also  that  extortion  or  nu)noiJoly  in  transportation  shall  be  i)revented  by  tho 
prompt  acquisition,  construction  or  improvenu'iit  by  tJu;  government  of  such  railroads,  harbor 
and  other  facilities  for  transportation  as  the  welfare  of  the  j)eoplo  may  denumd. 

We  promise  tho  people  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  the  same  measure  of  local  self-govern- 
ment that  was  given  to  other  American  territories,  and  that  federal  ollicials  appointed  there 
shall  be  qualilied  by  previous  bona  lide  residence  in  the  territory. 

Woman  Suffrafje. — The  Progri'ssive  party,  b(;lieving  that  no  people  can  justly  claim  to 
be  a  true  democracy  which  deni(\s  |)olitieal  l  ights  on  account  of  sex,  jjledges  itself  to  the  task  of 
securing  equal  sulfrage  to  men  and  women  alike. 

Corrupt  Election  Practices.—We  pledge  our  party  to  legislation  that  will  compel  strict 
limitation  of  all  campaign  contrib\itions  and  expcnclitures  and  detailed  publicity  of  both  be- 
fore as  well  as  after  primaries  and  elections. 

Publicity  and  Public  Service. — Wo  pledge  our  party  to  legislation  compelling  tho 
registration  of  lobbyists;  publicity  of  committee  hearings,  except  on  foreign,  affairs,  and  re- 
cording of  all  votes  in  committee;  and  forbidding  federal  appointees  from  holding  otUce  in 
state  or  national  political  organizations  or  taking  part  as  olllcers  or  delegates  in  political 
conventions  for  the  nomination  of  elective  state  or  national  ollicials. 

Popular  Review  of  Judicial  Decisions. — The  Pr(;gressivo  party  demands  such  re- 
striction of  tiie  power  of  the  ccnirts  as  shall  leave  to  the  people  the  ultimate  authority  to  de- 
termine fundamental  questions  of  social  welfare  and  public  policy.  To  secure  this  end  it 
pledges  itself  to  provide: 

First — That  Avhen  an  act  passed  imder  the  police  power  of  the  state  is  held  unconstitu- 
tional under  tluj  State  Constitution  by  the  courts,  tho  people,  after  an  ample  interval  for  de- 
liberation, shall  luive  an  opportui\ity  to  vote  on  the  question  whether  they  desire  the  act  to 
become  law,  notwithstanding  such  decision. 

Second — That  every  decision  of  the  liigliest  appellate  court  of  a  state  declaring  an  act  of 
tho  Legislature  liuconstitutional  on  tlie  ground  of  its  violation  of  tho  Federal  Constitution 
shall  bo  subj(!Ct  to  the  same  review  by  the  Suprenu)  Court  of  tho  United  Slates  as  is  now  ac- 
cordetl  to  decisions  sustaining  such  legislation. 

Administration  of  Justice. — The  I'rogressive  party,  in  order  to  secure  to  the  peoph;  a 
better  administration  of  justice,  and  by  that  means  to  bring  about  a  more  gcuieral  resjx'ct  for 
the  law  and  the  coiu'ts,  pledges  itself  to  work  unceasingly  for  the  reform  of  legal  procediu'e  and 
judicial  methods. 

We  believe  that  tho  issuaiu;e  of  injunctions  in  cases  arising  out  of  labor  disputes  should  bo 
prohibited  when  such  injunctions  would  not  ai)i)ly  when  no  labor  disi)utes  existed. 

We  also  believe  that  a  person  cited  for  contempt  in  labor  disputes,  except  when  such  con- 
tempt was  committed  in  the  actual  i)resenc(5  of  tlie  court  or  so  near  thereto  as  to  interfere  with 
the  proper  administration  of  justice,  should  iuive  a  rigiit  to  trial  by  jury. 

A  Department  of  Labor.-  -We  pleilge  our  party  to  establish  a  department  of  labor,  with 
a  seat  in  the  Cabinet,  and  with  wiele  jurisdiction  over  nuitters  alfecting  the  conditions  of  labor 
and  living. 

Country  Life. — The  development  and  i)rosi)erity  of  country  life  are  as  important  to  tho 
people  who  live  in  the  cities  as  they  are  to  tin;  farmers.  Incrt'ase  of  prospei'ily  on  tlu;  farm  will 
favorably  alfect  the  cost  of  living  ami  promol c.the  interests  of  all  who  dwell  in  the  counti-y  and 
all  who  dei)end  upon  its  products  for  clothing,  shelter  and  food. 

We  pledge  our  party  to  foster  the  de\ i'lo|)nu  nt  of  agricidtural  crtnlit  ami  co-oi)('rat  ion , 
the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  schools,  agricultural  collego  (extension,  the.  use  of  meciianical 
})Ower  on  the  farm  and  to  re-establish  the  country  life  commission,  thus  dircctl.v  pronu)ling 
tho  well'are  of  the  farmers  and  bringing  tlie  benellts  of  better  farming,  belter  business  and 
better  living  within  their  reach. 

National  Health  Service. — We  favor  the  union  of  all  the  existing  agcucii  s  of  the  Federal 
Ciovernment  dealing  with  the  i)ublic  lusaUli  into  a  single  iiaiional  lu^allh  sei'\ ice,  witiiout  dis- 
crinnnation  against  or  for  any  one  set  of  iJierapeutic  methods,  school  of  iiieilicino  or  scliool  of 
healing,  with  suc  i  additional  ijowers  as  may  be  necessary  to  enal)le  it  to  perform  elUciiuitly 
such  duties  in  the  protection  of  tlu;  pul)lic  from  j)rev(3Utal)lo  disease  as  may  bo  properly  under- 
taken by  the  fedc^ral  authorities,  including  the  executing  of  existing  laws  regarding  pure  food; 
(piarantim)  and  cognate  subjects;  the  iiromolion  of  apjiropriate  action  for  the  im|)rovement  of 
vital  statistics  and  the  oxt(!iisiou  of  t  he  rcgist  l  a I  ion  area  of  such  stat  istics,  ami  co-operation 
with  the  health  activities  o\'  the  \ar'  uis  stales  and  cities  of  the  nation. 
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Patents. — We  pledge  ourselves  to  tlio  eniu'lnumt  «)f  a  piitcut  law  whicli  will  luaUe  il  lin- 

fiossible  for  patents  to  be  suppressed  or  used  a^aiust  tlie  public  welfare  iu  the  iuu;re.st  of  iu- 
urious  mouoi)olios. 

Interstate  Commerce  Commission. —  We  pledge  our  party  to  secure  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  the  i)ower  to  value  tlie  physical  property  of  railroads,  in  order  that 
the  power  of  the  commission  to  protect  the  people  may  not  bo  impaired  or  destroyed,  wo 
demand  tlio  abolition  of  tlio  comiui^rco  court. 

Good  Roads-~Wo  recognize  the  vital  importance  of  good  roads,  aiul  wo  i)ledgo  our  party 
to  foster  their  extension  in  every  proper  way,  and  we  favor  the  early  coustrucLion  of  national 
highways.    We  also  favor  the  extension  of  tlie  rural  free  delivery  service. 

Inheritance  and  Income  Tax.-  -Wo  believe  in  a  graduated  inheritance  tax  as  a  national 
means  of  equalizing  the  obligations  of  holders  <;f  proi)er(  y  t  o  government,  and  wo  hereby  pledge 
our  party  to  enact  such  a  fetleral  law  as  will  tax  largo  inheritances,  returning  to  the  states  an 
equitable  percentage  of  all  amounts  collected.  We  favor  the  ratillcation  of  the  pending 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  giving  the  go\ernment  i)0\vei'  to  levy  an  income  tax. 

Peace  and  National  Defense. — The  Progressive  party  deplores  the  survival  in  our 
civilization  of  the  barbaric  systeiu  of  warfare  anu)ng  nations,  with  its  enormous  waste  of 
resources  even  in  time  of  peace,  and  (he  conse(iuent  impoverishment  of  the  life  of  the  toiling 
masses.  AVe  pledge  the  party  to  use  its  best  endeavors  to  substitute  judicial  and  other  peace- 
ful means  of  settling  international  diirerences. 

We  favor  an  international  agreement  for  the  limitation  of  naval  forces.  Pending  such  an 
agreement,  and  as  the  best  means  of  preserving  peace,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  maintain  for  the 
present  the  policy  of  building  two  battleships  a  year. 

Protection  of  American  Citizens  Al>road. — We  jjledge  our  party  to  protect  the  rights 
of  American  citizenship  at  home  and  abroad.  No  tr(!aty  should  receive  the  sanction  of  our 
government  which  discriminates  between  American  citizens  because  of  birthplace,  race  or 
religion,  or  that  does  not  recognize  the  absolute  right  of  expatriation. 

Immigration. — Through  the  establishment  of  industrial  standards  we  propose  to  secure 
to  the  able-bodied  immigrant  and  to  his  native  fellow  workers  a  larger  share  of  American 
opportunity. 

We  denounce  the  fatal  policy  of  indifferenc^o  and  neglect  which  has  left  our  enormous  im- 
migrant population  to  become  the  prey  of  chance  and  cupidity.  AVe  favor  governmental 
action  to  encourage  the  distribution  of  inimigrants  away  from  the  congested  cities,  to  rigidly 
supervise  all  private  agencies  dealing  with  them  and  to  promote  their  assimilation,  education 
and  advancement. 

Pensions. — Wo  pledge  ourselves  to  a  wise  and  just  policy  of  pensioning  American  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  w'idows  and  cliildren  by  the  l-'ederal  tiovernnu-nt. 

And  we  approve  the  policy  of  the  Southern  Stat(!S  iu  granting  pensions  to  the  ex-Con- 
fodcrate  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  widows  and  children. 

Parcel  Post. — We  pledge  our  party  to  tlie  immediate  creation  of  a  parcel  post,  with  rates 
proportionate  to  distance  and  service. 

The  Civil  Service  Law. — ^Wo  condemn  the  violations  of  tlie  civil  service  law  und(;r  the 
present  administration.  Including  the  coercion  and  assessment  of  subordinate  omi)loyes.  and 
the  President's  refusal  to  punish  such  violat  ion  after  a  finding  of  guilty  by  his  own  conimissi(jn ; 
his  distribution  of  patronage  among  subservient  Congressmen  Avhile  withholding  it  from  those 
who  refuse  support  of  administration  measures;  his  withdrawal  of  nominations  fr(;m  the  Sen- 
ate until  political  support  for  himself  was  secured,  and  his  open  use  of  tiio  ollices  to  reward 
those  who  voted  for  liis  renominatlon. 

To  eradicate  these  abuses  we  dojtiand  not  only  the  enforcement  of  the  civil  service  act 
in  letter  and  spirit,  but  also  legislation  wliich  will  bring  untler  the  competitive  system  ])ost- 
masters,  collectors,  marshals  and  all  other  nonpolitical  ollicers,  as  well  as  the  enactment  of  an 
equitable  retirement  law,  and  we  also  insist  on  continuous  service  during  good  behavior  and 
eiUcIoncy. 

Government  Business  Organization. — We  pledge  our  party  to  readjustment  of  the 
business  methods  of  tho  National  Government  and  a  proper  co-ordiiuition  of  the  fisderal 
bureaus  which  will  increase  the  economy  and  elHciency  of  the  government  service,  prevent 
duplications  and  secure  better  results  to  the  taxpayers  for  every  dollar  expended. 

Supervision  Over  Investments. — The  people  of  tho  llrdted  States  are  swindled  out  of 
many  millions  of  dollars  every  year  through  wijrthless  investments.  Tlie  plain  peo])le,  the 
wage-earners  and  the  men  and  women  with  small  savings,  have  no  way  of  knowing  the  merit 
of  concerns  sending  out  highly  colored  prospectuses  otl'eriag  stock  for  s;Uo,  prosi)ectuscs  that 
make  big  returns  seem  certain  and  fortunes  easily  within  grasp. 

We  hold  it  to  be  the  duty  of  tho  government  to  protect  its  i)eoplo  from  this  kind  of  i)U-acy. 
We  therefore  demand  wise,  carefully  thought-out  legi.slation  that  will  give  us  sucii  govi^rn- 
mental  supervision  over  this  matter  as  will  furnish  to  tho  people  of  the  United  States  this 
much-needed  protection,  and  we  phulge  oui-selves  thereto. 

Conclusion. — On  these  principles  and  on  the  recognized  desirability  of  uniting  the  pro- 
gressive forces  of  the  nation  into  an  organization  wliich  shall  unequivocally  represent  the  pro- 
gressive spirit  and  policy,  we  appeal  for  the  support  of  all  American  citizens  without  regard  to 
previous  political  alllliations.

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PROGRESSIVE  PLATFORM. 

{Adoptvd  AiHjUiil  25,  lUU/,  ul  Kcinsas  City,  Mo.) 

The  Progressive  party  of  iMissouri,  by  its  ref,Milarlv  constituted  rcpreseiitativi'S  in  con- 
vention assembled,  reallirms  its  adlierenco  to  tlio  principles  embodied  in  tlie  national  platform 
or  the  party  of  1912  and  rcilcrates  its  conlidcnce  in  the  character,  patriotism  and  states- 
manship of  us  great  leader,  'IMicodore  Uoosevelt.,  the  apostle  of  "The  Scpiare  JJcal." 

\Ve  believe,  with  Mr.  Tafi.  that  ^^overnnient  means  law  and  order,  but  sav  that  Hrst  and 
above  law  and  order  should  be  written  j ustice  -  eciual  and  exact — between  ail  men  and  classes 
of  men. 

It  is  to  the  end  that  justice  be  guaranteed  to  all  that  we  again  declare  uncomi)romising 
warfare  against  the  forces  of  ])ri\  iU.ge,  corruiJlion  and  inequality  wherever  tliey  may  bt;  found. 

_  Social  Program. — The  only  veld(4e  for  progressive  i)rinciples  is  the  Progressive  party. 
Social  and  industrial  justice  i.sonly  possible  of  achievciment  through  the  medium  of  this  party. 
It  has  pledged  itself  to  the  enactnu-nt  of  nation-wide  legislat  ion  for  tiie  protection  of  ciiiUlren, 
of  the  care  of  the  aged,  the  relica"  of  ovtuworked  girls  and  the  safeguarding  of  burdeiusd  men, 
and  no  other  party  has  done  so.  'I'liis,  the  only  possible  method  of  relief,  is  denied  by  the 
Democratic  party  because  of  its  adherence  to  the  doctrine  of  stateism  and  its  insistence  tliat 
legislation  embodying  the  humanities  is  not  possible  at  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government. 
This  is  a  denial  of  the  remedy. 

The  Republican  party,  as  it  is  now  constituted  and  in  the  hands  of  the  bosses  and  the 
reactionaries  to  which  it  seems  to  have  committed  itself,  is  not  in  sympathy  with  the  down- 
trodden or  the  measures  of  relief  proi)Osed  in  their  behalf,  and  it  so  confesses. 

Tariff.— We  deplore  the  inadeqiuicy  and  inequalities  of  Democratic  tarilT  legislation. 
W e  believe  the  tarilf  is  purely  an  economic  cim  stion,  which  can  only  l)e  successfully  handled  by 
a  nonpartisan  commission  of  experts,  as  proposed  in  the  National  Progressive  platform. 
We  protest  especially  against  the  treatment  of  tlie  farmers  and  the  zinc  and  lead  industries  of 
the  state  under  tiie  present  tariif. 

Actilevements. — Wo  point  with  pride  to  the  record  in  Congress  of  our  small  but  valiant 
band  of  Progressives  under  the  able  and  distinguished  leadersliip  of  Victor  Murdock.  In 
fulfilment  of  the  party's  pledges  tlu^y  have  introduced  and  urged  the  f<jll(>wing  measures  f(jr 
social  and  industrial  relief;  Prohil)iti()n  of  cliild  labor;  i)roliibition  of  interstate  transporta- 
tion of  convict  labor  products;  workmen's  comi)onsation  for  federal  employes  and  a  woman's 
eiglit-hour  law  for  the  District  of  (.'olumbia.  Th(;y  have  sought  to  create  commissions  on 
social  insurance,  naturalization  and  national  rivers  to  the  end  that  intelligent  legislation  in 
respect  of  these  subjects  may  follow.  They  have  introduced  a  bill  for  the  creation  of  a  tarilf 
commission  and  bills  to  prevent  unfair  competition  and  suppr(!ss  inonop(jlies,  not  one  which 
has  become  a  law  because  of  tlie  opi)osition  of  the  two  old  parties  to  these  reforms. 

State  Policies. — We  pledge  oursolvc:s  again  to  strive  for  the  enactment  of  the  measures 
and  principles  set  forth  in  the  state  platform  of  the  party  adopted  at  Jefferson  City  on  Sep- 
tember 10,  1912. 

County  Unit  Bill.— We  unequivocally  endorse  the  county  unit  bill,  wliich  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  of  Missouri  for  a  referendum  next  Noveml)er,  ami  i)ledge  our  party  or- 
ganization to  give  all  the  aid  and  assistance  in  its  power  in  favor  of  this  measure. 

We  denounce  the  Democratic  and  Kei^niblican  machiiuis  for  tlieir  failure  to  endorse  this 
legislation  in  response  to  tlie  moral  demand  of  a  majority  of  the  people  of  this  state. 

Judiciary. — Wo  strongly  advocate  a  nonpartisan'  judiciary,  to  be  nominated  by  a 
judicial  convention,  in  which  all  political  i)arlies  siiall  l)e  represented,  the  candidates  so  selected 
to  be  the  nominees  of  all  parties.  We  believe  h^gislation  to  this  eml  will  elevate  our  judiciary 
and  prevent  the  nomination  of  judges  by  political  bosses  and  by  private  and  cori)orate  in- 
teresls. 

Wo  again  specillcally  endorse  the  judicial  reforms  proposed  by  the  ])latform  of  1912. 
Primary  Elections. — In  the  state-wide  primary  held  on  August  4,  1914,  there  was  an 
actual  participation  of  the  ehictorate  many  times  in  excess  of  that  ever  known  under  the  old 

Earty  convention  system.  The  crudities  and  imperfection  of  the  present  primary  elijction 
iws  were  apparent.  We  pledge  ouiselvcs  to  tiie  correction  of  these  imp(;il'ections.  We 
believe  that  the  same  privileges,  secrecy  and  safeguard  sliould  be  thrown  around  the  i)rimary 
ballot  as  protection  for  the  ballot  at  general  elections. 

Constitutional  Convention. — We  are  in  favor  of  a  constitutional  ct)nvention  to  fraiius 
a  new  Constitution.  The  present  Constitution  was  adopted  in  1875,  since  which  time  the 
needs  of  the  people  and  the  problems  of  government  have  outgrown  its  provisions. 

Amendment  is  Impractical.  For  21  years  or  more  legislatures  ha,ve  submitted  inmimer- 
ablo  amendments  to  the  p(U)ple.  Over  $tl(),00().0()  has  been  expended  in  advertising  and  other 
expenses  incurred  in  tlie  submission  of  these  amendments.  Many  excellent  and  need(!d 
amendments  have  been  defeated  because  they  were  coupled  with  objectional)le  aiuendments 
often  proposed  for  that  very  i)urpo.se.  Important  reforms  demanded  by  piiljlic  necessity  have 
been  defeated  or  suspended  because  the  organic  law  of  the  state  was  at  fault.  .Such  measures 
as  commission  form  of  government  for  our  cities,  changes  and  improvements  in  our  judicial 
system  and  changes  in  our  methods  of  assessment  and  taxation  and  other  reforms  await  a  new 
Constitution.    INew  Missouri  needs  a  new  foundation. 

State  Board  of  Education. — We  favor  an  ell'ective  and  professional  ,si,ate  Board  of 
Education,  and  propose  that  such  a  board  be  charged,  among  other  things,  with  the  duty  of 
selecting  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 

Home  Rule. — We  favor  the  i)rinciple  of  homo  rule,  as  stated  in  our  1912  platform,  but  we 
denounce  and  oppose  home  rule  bills  which  have  for  their  purpose  tlie  violation  of  the  state's 
excise  laws  and  desecration  of  the  Sabbath  Day.  We  charge  that  the  honu;  rule  m(!asur(;s 
promised  by  the  Democratic  and  Kepublican  parties  in  their  platforms  are  inspired  by  the 
liquor  interests,  and  that  their  puri)ose  is  to  put  the  enforccmient  of  the  law  regulating  the 
liquor  trafllc  and  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  Day  in  the  hands  of  olhcials  who  are  not 
responsible  to  the  people  of  the  state  and  who  will  wink  and  connive  at  violatnms  of  said  laws. 
It  is  a  bid  by  t iiese  parties  for  the  litiuor  and  lawless  vote  of  the  state. 

Honest  Elections. — We  denounce  the  Democratic  administration  of  this  state  for  its 
failure  to  insiu-o  honest  elections  in  Kansas  (  Mty  and  .Jackson  county.  The  election  machincTy 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Covcrnor  and  lu;  should  all'ord  the  same  de-gree  of  protection  to  the  vot-er 
and  his  vote  in  Kansas  (3ity  that  is  (>,xte.nded  to  the  citizens  of  St.  I.ouis  urros.s  (he  state.  11 
the  laws  arc  in.ide(juale  tlu  y  should  Ix;  amended;  if  tiie  lault  lies  with  the  ollh'ials  charged  with 
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the  (uil'orceiiicut  of  tho  laws,  tlio  Goveriiof  should  reniovo  them.  In  any  event,  this  scanchil 
slioiikl  cease. 

Convicts.- — Now  that  tho  convicts  incarcerated  in  our  State  Penitentiary  are  about  to 
be  relieved  from  tlie  inhumanities  an^l  opi)res,sions  of  the  contiact  labor  system,  we  favor  the 
estal)lislunent  of  state  convict  farms,  and  tlie  em|)loymi.nt  of  Lhi.se  unfortunate  men  in  tlie 
building,  improvement  and  maintonan(re  of  the  hifi;hways  of  the  state.  We  also  favor  tiie 
establishment  of  an  institution  for  tlu^  reciipliun  and  care  of  lirsl,  oll'i'nders,  in  order  tiuit  those 
who  are  not  steeped  in  crime  may  not  be  ^uDjected  to  the  iiiduence  of  tho  hardened  and  habit- 
ual criminal. 

Worklnyman's  Compensation  Act. — The  Missouri  Senate  AVorkmen's  Compensation 
Committee  will,  on  the  27tli  of  Auf^ust,  put  in  llnal  form  their  recommendations  to  the  next 
Let^islature.  I  t  is  understood  that  they  will  ai)i)rove  two  bills:  One,  "An  elective  workmen's 
compcnisation  act,"  applying  to  all  erni)l()ymeiUs,  exc(^i)t  farm  laborers  and  ilouiestic  survants, 
prov  iding  medical  aid  and  compensati(jn  for  a  ptiriod  of  lOO  wtieks  with  a  total  liability  of  not 
less  than  .SO. 00  nor  more  than  $ir).00  per  week  agaiust  tlie  liability  for  which  tlie  employer  is 
required  to  insure;  and  second,  a  bill  ci-eating  tlui  Alisscjui'i  Industrial  Commission  of  live  mem- 
bers, organized  in  the  same  manner  atul  similar  powers  of  the  l^iblic  Utilities  Commission, 
abcjlishing  the  ollices  of  Factory  Inspector,  Lal)or  Ck)mmissii)ner,  Mine  Inspector,  Hotel  In- 
si)ector,  and  Board  of  Mediation  aiid  Arl)ilration,  and  imposing  upon  the  Commission  the 
power  lo  perform  the  duties  of  all  these  odicers,  admitiister  the  workmen's  comi)etisation  act, 
giving  it  complete  su|)ervisioji  over  evei'y  place  of  employnumt  in  tlie  state,  widi  power  to 
maki;  safety  rules  and  regulations  similar  to  the  acts  of  Wisconsin  and  California  and  em- 
bodying all  the  ideas  of  the  "Safety  I'Mrst"  movement.     We  favor  the  enactment  of  such  laws. 

iCqual  Sufiraiie. — Again  recognizing  the  superiority  of  woman's  moral  intuitions  and 
lier  forc!e  atul  value  in  all  movenu>nts  for  the  betterment  of  home  and  state,  we  demand  that 
the  right  of  suffrage  be  extended  to  lu-r  in  Missouri,  and  we  specilically  approve  and  pledge  our 
party  to  work  for  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amendintiiit  which  makes  that  provision. 
We  denounce  the  Democratic  and  liepuhliean  pai-ties  for  their  failure  to  favor  the  right  of  the 
nohle  women  of  our  state  to  pai'licii)at e  in  the  battle  against  evil  and  corrui)tion,  and  charge 
that  their  failure  to  do  so  is  due  to  their  subserviency  to  the  li(iuor  and  lawless  interests  of  the 
stale. 

Conclusion. — We  invite  all  good  citizens  to  join  us  in  this  program  to  promote  social  and 
industrial  justice  and  improve  llie  standards  of  life  for  all  our  people.  I'o  those  whom  the 
Republican  party  would  lure  liack  lo  its  ranks  we  i)oint  the  fact  that  it  is  now  fully  and  com- 
pletely coiuniitttKl  to  the  control  of  the  bosscis.  Barnes,  l'enros(!,  Criiggenheim  and  Smoot  are 
at  its  helm.  Ui'cently  in  Kansas,  lirislow,  a  Progressives  Kepublican,  went  down  to  humilating 
defeat  before  Curtis,  a  standi)atte.r  of  the  old  guard.  In  this  slate  the  (niemii^s  of  Roosevelt 
are  running  the  old  machine — naming  its  chairman  and  diclaiing  its  platform.  There  is  no 
chance  for  progressive  principles  except  through  the  Progressive  i)arty.  It  will  never  sur- 
render." It  will  never  compromise  with  the  enemy.  Conlident  of  the  strength  of  its  cause, 
it  will  go  on  to  victory.  To  those  who  believe  in  the  broad  principles  of  htimanity  and  social 
justice  we  are  striving  to  establish  we  again  say,  come  and  help.

PROHIBITION  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Prohibition  party  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  convention  at  Atlantic  City, 
N.  J.,  July  11,  1912,  recognizing  God  as  the  source  of  all  governmental  autiioiity,  makes  tlio 
following  declaration  of  principles: 

THE  PLATFORM. 

{Adopted  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J..  July  11.  1912.) 

The  alcoholic  drink  trallic  is  wrong,  tlie  most  serious  drain  upon  the  nation's  wealtii  and 
resources,  detrimental  to  the  general  welfare,  destructive  of  the  inalional)le  rigiits  of  life, 
liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  hai)piness;  and.  therefore,  all  laws  taxing  or  licensing  a  trallic  that 
produces  crime,  poverty  and  political  corruption  and  spreads  disease  and  deatli  should  be 
repealed.  To  destroy  such  a  trallic  tlicre  nuist  be  elected  to  power  a  political  party  which 
will  administer  the  government  from  the  slandpoint  tliat  the  alcoholic  drink  trallic  is  a  crime 
and  not  a  business,  and  we  j)le(.lge  that  the  manufacture,  importation,  exjxirtation.  transi)oi  ta- 
tion  aud  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be  proliibited. 

We  favor: 

The  election  of  United  States  Senators  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 
Presidential  terms  of  six  years  and  one  term  only. 
Uniform  marriage  and  divorce  laws. 

The  extermination  of  polygamy  and  the  complete  suppression  of  the  tralTlc  in  girls. 
Suffrage  for  women  upon  the  same  terms  as  to  men. 

Court  review  as  to  postolllce  and  other  departmental  decisions  and.ordeis;  the  establish- 
ment of  postal  savings  l)anks;  the  extension  of  tlie  rural  delivei  y,  and  the  establishment  of  an 
efficient  parcel  post,  and  add  tlie  following  planks: 

The  protection  of  one  day  in  seven  as  a  day  of  rest. 

The  absolute  protection  of  the  rights  of  lal)or  without  impairment  of  the  riglits  of  capital. 
The  BOttloment  of  all  international  disputes  by  arbitration. 
The  initiative,  referendum  and  recall. 

The  tariff  is  a  commercial  question  and  should  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  accurate  knowledge 
secured  by  a  permanent  omnipartisan  tarilf  commission  with  ample  powers. 

The  abolition  of  child  labor  in  the  mines,  Avorkshops  and  factories,  with  the  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  laws  now  flagrantly  violated. 

Equitable  graduated  income  and  inheritance  taxes. 

Conservation  of  our  mineral  and  forest  reserves,  reclamation  of  arid  and  vyasto  lands, 
and  wo  urge  liiat  all  mineral  and  timber  lands  and  water  powers  now  owned  by  the  govern- 
ment to  bo  hold  perpetually  and  leased  for  revenue  purposes. 

Clearly  defined  laws  for  thcj  regulation  and  control  of  corporatious  transacting  an  In- 
terstate business. 

Greater  oiUclency  and  economy  iu  government  service.

It  is  this  capitalist  syst(ini  tiiat  is  responsiltle  for  the  increasing  bui-den  of  ariiiaments,  the 
poverty,  slums,  child  labor,  nujst  of  tlie  insanity,  crime  and  prostitution,  and  nmch  of  the 
disease  that  allUcts  mankind. 

Under  this  system  the  working  class  is  exposed  to  poisonous  conditions,  to  frightful  and 
needless  perils  to  life  and  limb,  is  walh-d  around  with  court  decisions,  injunctions  and  unjust 
laws,  and  is  preyed  upon  incessantly  for  th(i  benefit  of  tiie  controlling  oligarchy  of  wealth. 
Under  it,  also,  the  children  of  tlie  working  cla.ss  are  doomed  to  ignorance,  drudging  toil  and 
darkened  lives. 

In  the  face  of  those  evils,  so  numifest  that  all  thoughtful  observers  are  appalled  at  them, 
the  legi.slative  representati vt\s  of  the  K(!i)ublican  and  Denioc^ratic  jiartitvs, remain  tlie  faitliful 
servants  of  the  op{)ressors.  Measures  designcid  to  secure  to  the  wage-earnei's  of  tiiis  nation  as 
luimano  and  just  treatment  as  is  already  enjoyed  by  the  wage-earners  of  all  other  civilizinl 
nations  have  been  smothertid  in  committee  wiiliout  deliate,  and  laws  ostensibly  designed  to 
bring  relief  to  the  farmers  and  general  cousumei's  are  juggled  and  transformed  into  instruments 
for  the  exaction  of  further  tribute.  ""J'he  growing  umest  under  oppression  has  dri\en  tluise 
two  old  parties  to  tJie  enactment  of  a  variety  of  regulative  measures,  none  of  whi(!li  has  limited 
in  any  appreciable  degree  the  power  of  tlie  jilutocracy,  and  some  of  wliicli  have  been  perverted 
into  means  for  increasing  that  po\ver.  .A.nti trust  laws,  railroad  restrictions  and  regulation.s, 
with  the  prosecutions,  indictments  and  investigations  based  upon  such  legislation,  have  provcui 
to  bo  utterly  futile  and  ridiculous. 

IMor  has  this  plutocracy  been  seriously  restrained  or  even  threatened  by  any  Kei)ublican 
or  Democratic  executive.  It  has  continued  to  grow  in  power  and  insolenco  alike  under  the 
administrations  of  Cleveland,  McKiidey,  Uoosevelt  and  Taft. 

In  addition  to  this  legislative  juggling  and  this  executive  connivance,  the  (joints  of 
America  have  sanctioned  and  strengthened  the  hold  of  this  plutocracy  as  the^Dred  vScott  and 
other  decisions  streng(.heiu)d  the  slave  powei-  l)C!fore  the  Civil  war. 

We  declare,  therefore,  that  the  longer  suH'erance  of  these  conditions  is  impossible  and  wo 
purpose  to  end  them  all.  We  declare  them  to  be  the  product  of  the  present  system  in  which 
nidustry  is  carried  on  for  private  grcjoil  instcuul  of  for  the  welfare  of  society.  We  declare, 
furthermore,  that  for  these  evils  there  will  be  and  can  be  no  remedy  ajid  no  substantial  relie 
excef)t  through  socialism,  lunlcr  which  industry  will  be  carried  on  for  the  common  good  and 
every  worker  receive  the  full  social  value  of  the  wealth  ho  creates. 

Society  is  divided  into  warring  groups  and  ("lasses,  based  upon  niatcfial  interests.  Fun- 
damentally, this  strugghi  is  a  conflict  between  the  two  main  classes,  one  of  which,  the  capitalist 
class,  owns  the  means  of  production,  and  the  other,  the  working  class,  inust  use  these  means  of 
production  on  terms  dictated  by  the  owners. 

The  capitalist  class,  though  few  in  numbers,  absolutely  controls  the  government — legis- 
lative, executive  and  judicial.  This  class  owns  the  machinery  of  gathering  and  disseminating 
news  through  its  organized  press.  It  siU)sidizes  seats  of  learning— the  colleges  and  schools — 
and  even  religious  and  moral  agencies.  It  has  also  the  added  pi'estigo  w  hich  established  cus- 
toms give  to  any  order  of  society,  right  or  wrong. 

The  working  class,  which  includes  all  those  who  are  forced  to  Avork  for  a  living,  whether 
by  hand  or  brain,  in  shop,  mine  or  on  the  soil,  \astly  outnumbers  the  cai)italist  class.  Ijacking 
effective  organization  and  class  solidarity,  this  class  is  unable  to  enforce  its  will.  Given 
such  class  solidarity  and  effectivo  organization,  thy  workers  will  have  the  power  to  make  all 
laws  and  control  all  industry  in  their  own  interest. 

All  political  parties  are  the  exi)ression  of  economic  class  interests.  All  other  parties 
than  the  Socialist  party  reprcisent  one  or  another  group  of  the  ruling  capitalist  class.  Their 
political  conflicts  reflect  merely  supcilicial  i-ivalries  between  competing  capitalist  groups. 
However  they  result,  these  conllicts  have  no  issue  of  real  value  to  the  workers.  Whether  tin; 
Democrats  or  Republicans  win  politically,  it  is  the  capitalist  class  that  is  victorious  economi- 
cally. 

Socialism  the  Expression  of  the  Workers. — The  Socialist  party  is  the  political  ex- 
pression of  the  economic  interests  of  tiie  w<n-kers.  Its  defeats  have  been  their  defeats  and  its 
victories  their  victories.  It  is  a  party  founded  on  the  science  and  laws  of  social  development. 
It  proposes  that,  since  all  social  necessities  today  are  socially  produced,  the  means  of  their  i)ro- 
duction  and  distribution  shall  be  socially  owned  and  democratically  controlled. 

In  the  face  of  the  economic  and  political  aggressions  of  the  capitalist  class  the  only  reliance 
left  the  workers  is  that  of  their  economic  organizations  and  their  political  power.  By  the  in- 
telligent and  class-conscious  use  of  these,  they  may  resist  successfully  the  capitalist  class, 
break  the  fetters  of  wage  slav(!ry  and  lit  tlicms(;lvos  for  the  future  society,  which  is  to  disi)lace 
the  capitalist  system.  Tlie  Socialist  party  appreciates  the  full  significance  of  class  organiza- 
tion and  urges  the  wage-earners,  the  Vorking  farmers  and  all  other  useful  workers  everywhere 
to  organize  for  economic  and  political  action,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  support  th(!  toilers  of 
tlie  fields  as  well  as  those  in  the  shops,  factories  and  mines  of  the  nation  in  tlic;ir  struggles  for 
economic  justice. 

In  the  di!f(!at  or  victory  of  the  working  class  party  in  this  new  struggle  for  freedom  lies 
the  defeat  or  triumph  of  the  common  people  of  all  (>conomic  groups,  as  well  as  the  failure  or  the 
triumpli  of  i)oi)ular  government.  Thus  the  Socialist  i)arty  is  the  party  of  the  present-day 
revolution,  winch  marks  the  transition  from  economic  individualism  to  socialism,  from  wage 
slavery  to  free  co-operation,  from  ca]>italist  oligarchy  to  industrial  democracy. 

Worhin;)  Program.- — As  measures  calculated  to  strengthen  the  working  class  in  its 
fight  for  the  t-ealization  of  its  ultimate  aim,  the  co-operative  commonwealth,  and  to  increase 
its  power  of  resistance  against  cai)italist  oi)pression,  we  advocate  and  pledge  ourselves  and  our 
elected  ofllcers  to  the  following  program  : 
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Ownership.— First— Tho  collective  owncrsliip  and  democratic  managcnu-ut 
or  railroads,  wire  and  wireless  telegraphs  and  teleohones.  express  service,  steamboat  linos  and 
all  other  social  ineans  ol  transportation  and  communication  and  of  all  large-scale  indusiries. 

heconci — 1  he  immediate  acquirement  by  tlio  muni(ii)alUies,  tiio  states  or  tlie  FiuUral 
government  ot  all  gram  elevators,  stockyards,  storage  warehouses  and  other  distrihuling 
agencies,  in  order  to  reduce  the  present  extortionate  cost  of  living. 

1  hird — Tiio  extension  of  the  public  domain  to  include  mijies,  quarries,  oil  wells,  forests 
and  water  ])ower. 

?1'^^'";.*'IT"~7'''"  f"'"tlier  conservation  and  development  of  natural  resources  for  the  use  and 
])eneht  ol  all  tlu;  peoi)le: 

(a)  l^y  scientillc  forestation  and  timber  protcclion. 

(b)  By  the  reclamation  of  ai  id  and  swamp  tracts. 

(c)  J3y  the  storage  of  Hood  waters  and  the  utili/.ation  of  water  power. 

_(d)  IJy  the  stoppage  of  tho  present  extravagant  waste  of  the  soil  and  of  the  products 
of  mines  and  oil  wells. 

(e)    By  the  development  of  highway  and  watcu-way  svslems. 

Fifth— Tho  collective  ownership  of  land  wheiever  practicable,  and  in  cases  wliere  such 
ownership  is  impracticable,  tho  ai)proi»iiation  by  taxation  of  the  annual  rental  value  of  all 
land  hehl  for  speculation  or  exploitation. 

Sixth  --The  collective  ownership  and  democratic  management  of  tho  banking  and  cur- 
rency system. 

Unemployment.— The  immedial(5  government  relief  of  tho  unemployed  bv  tho  extension 
of  all  useful  public  works.  All  ])ersons  employed  on  such  works  to  be  engageii  directly  tlui 
government  under  a  workday  of  iU)t  more  tlian  eight  hours  and  at  not  less  tiian  the  prevailing 
union  wages.  The  government  also  to  establish  employnuiiit  bureaus;  to  lend  money  to 
states  and  municipalities,  without  interest,  for  tlio  purpose  of  carrying  on  put)lic  works,  and 
to  take  such  other  measures  within  its  [)()wer  as  will  lessen  the  widespread  misery  of  the  workers 
caused  by  the  misride  of  tho  capitalist  class. 

Industrial  Demands. — The  conservation  of  human  resources,  particularly  of  the  lives 
and  well-l)eing  of  tho  workers  and  tlunr  families: 

First — lly  shortening  the  woikday  in  keeping  witli  tho  increased  productiveness  of 
macliincry. 

Second — By  securing  to  every  worker  a  rest  period  of  not  less  than  a  day  and  a  lialf  in 
each  week. 

Third — By  securing  a  more  (^li'ective  inspection  of  workshops,  factories  and  mines. 

I'^ourth — By  forbiilding  the  c;mi)loyment  of  children  undiu'  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Fifth — By  abolishing  tlie  brutal  (Exploitation  of  convicts  under  tho  contract  system  and 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  goods  so  pi-oduced  in  conqietition  with  otlnsr  labor. 

Sixth— By  forbidding  the  interstate  transportation  of  the  products  of  child  labor,  of 
convict  labor  and  of  all  uninspected  factoi  ies  and  iuines. 

Seventh — By  abolishing  the  prolit  system  in  government  work,  and  substituting  cither 
the  direct  hire  of  labor  or  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  co-operafive  groups  of  workers. 

Eighth — By  establishing  minimum  wage  scales. 

Ninth — By  abolishing  official  charity  and  substituting  a  noncontributory  system  of 
old-age  pensions,  a  general  system  of  insurance  by  the  state  of  all  its  members  against  unem- 
ployment and  invalidism  and  a  system  of  compulsory  insurance  by  emi)loyers  of  iheir 
workers,  without  cost  to  the  latter,  against  industrial  diseases,  accidents  and  death. 

Political  Demands.— First- — The  absolute  freedom  of  press,  speech  and  assemblage. 

Second — The  adoption  of  a  graduated  income  tax,  the  increase  of  the  rates  of  the  present 
corporation  tax  and  tho  exten.sion  of  inheritance  taxes,  graduated  in  proportion  to  the  value 
of  the  estate  and  to  nearness  of  kin — the  proceeds  of  these  taxes  to  be  employed  in  the  social- 
ization of  industry. 

Third — Tho  gradual  reduction  of  all  tariff  duties,  particularly  those  on  the  necessities 
of  life.  Tho  government  to  guarantee  the  re-employment  of  wage-earners  who  may  be  dis- 
employed  by  reason  of  changes  in  tariff  schedules. 

Fourth — Tho  abolition  of  the  monopoly  ownership  of  patents  and  the  suVjstitution  of 
collective  ownershii),  with  direct  rewards  to  inventors  by  premiums  or  royalties. 

Fifth — Unrestricted  and  equal  suffrage  for  men  and  women. 

Sixth— The  adoption  of  the  initiative,  referendum  and  recall  and  of  proportional  rep- 
resentation, nationally  as  well  as  locidly. 

Seventh — The  abolition  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  veto  power  of  the  President. 

Eighth — The  election  of  the  I'resident  anil  Vice- ['resident  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Ninth — The  abolition  of  the  power  usuriu'd  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Unitiul  States 
to  pass  upon  tho  constitutionality  of  the  legislation  eiuietcd  by  C3ongress.  National  laws 
to  be  repealed  only  bv  act  of  Congress  or  by  a  referemium  vote  of  the  whole  people 

Tenth — The  aboUtion  of  the  present  restrictii)ns  upon  the  amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, so  that  that  instrument  may  be  made  amendaljle  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  a  majority 
of  tho  states.  .      ,  .       „  ^  . 

Eleventh — The  granting  of  tho  right  of  suffrage  in  tho  District  of  Columljia  with  rep- 
resentation in  Congress  and  a  democratic  form  of  municipal  government  for  purely  local 
affairs. 

Twelfth — The  extension  of  democratic  government  to  all  United  States  territory. 
Thirteenth — The  enactment  of  further  measures  for  general  education  and  particularly 
for  vocational  education  in  useful  pursuits.    The  Bureau  of  Education  to  be  made  a  dej)art- 

"^^^  Fourteenth — The  enactment  of  further  im^asures  for- the  conservation  of  health.  The 
creation  of  an  independent  Bureau  of  Health,  with  such  restrictions  as  will  secure  full  liberty 
to  all  schools  of  practice.  ,      ^.         ,  ^  . 

Fifteenth — The  separation  of  the  present  Bureau  of  Labor  from  the  Department  of  (.  oni- 
merce  and  Labor  and  its  elevation  to  the  rank  of  a  department. 

Sixteenth — Abolition  of  all  Federal  District  (Jourts  and  the  (Jmted  States  Circuit  Courts 
of  Appeals.  State  courts  to  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  between  citizens  of  the 
several  states  and  foreign  corporations.    The  election  of  all  judges  for  short  terms. 

Seventeenth — The  iinmediiite  curbing  of  tlie  power  of  the  courts  to  issue  Injunctions. 

Eighteenth — The  free  administration  of  just.ic(!.  ^ 

Nineteenth — Tho  calling  of  a  convention  for  tho  reyi.sion  of  tho  Constitution  of  tho 
United  States.  ,        „  ,  ^ 

Such  measures  of  relief  as  we  may  bo  able  t,o  force  from  cai)italisni  aro  but  a  i)reparatioii 
of  tho  workers  to  seize  the  whole  pow(!rs  of  goviirnmeiit,  in  order  that  they  may  thereby  lay 
hold  of  tlu!  whol(!  system  of  socialized  industry  and  thus  come  to  their  rightful  Inheritance.

SOCIALIST  PARTY  NATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

AValter  Lanforsick,  executive  societary,  803  West  Ishuiison  street,  Clii(;atj;(),  111.  This 
organization,  known  nationally  as  the  Socialist  i)arty,  is  ollicially  known  as  the  Hocial  Demo- 
cratic party  in  Wisconsin  and  the  Public  Owneisliip  party  in  Minnesota,  to  connn-ni  to  the 
election  laws  in  those  states.  The  National  10x(;cuti vo  (U)ninnttee  is  composed  of  live  hkmu- 
bers,  elected  by  the  national  conunittco.  'JMie  (sxccutive  secretary  is  elected  in  like  manner. 
The  term  of  ofllce  is  one  year.  'LMie  following  arc  the  executive  cominiltee:  Victor  L.  Her- 
ger.  Milwaukee,  Wis.;  J.  Stitt  Wilson,  Berkeley,  Oak;  Lewis  J.  i:)uncau,  Butte,  INIout.;  James 
11.  Maurer,  Heading,  Pa.;  Adolph  (iermcr.  Spruiglield,  111.  Tiie  national  committee  is  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  each  organi/rd  slale  or  territory,  of  whicli  there  ar(!  49.  liep- 
resontation  is  as  follows:  The  national  committee  consists  of  the  state  sicretaries  of  all  or- 
ganized states  and  territorii's,  or  such  other  person  as  the  members  of  the  party  in  the  slate 
elect  by  referendum  vote,  Avith  one  ailditional  nKuuher  from  each  state  or  territory  for  every 
three  thousand  members  in  good  standing  in  sucli  state  or  territory.  Lor  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining tlio  representation  to  which  each  state  or  territory  may  be  cutitlod,  Iho  national 
secretary  computes  the  l^eginning  of  each  calendar  >  ear  the  average  dues-pacing  memtjership 
of  such  state  or  territory  for  the  prcM-eding  ycixv.  Three  years'  consecutive  membershii)  in  the 
party  is  necessary  to  qualify  for  memljcrshii)  in  the  mxtional  committee. 


SOCIALIST  STATE  PLATFORM,  1914. 

The  Socialist  party  of  Missom-i  reiterates  its  allegiance  to  the  Scjcialist  party  of  the 
United  States  of  America  and  eiuJorses  its  national  Constitution,  i>lalfurm  and  i)rogram. 

Modern  capitalism,  with  its  system  of  wage  slavery  ami  exi)i(Mtal  ion  of  lalior  by  the 
owners  of  tho  means  of  protiuction,  proiluces  conflicting  interests,  upon  which  tlie  priise^it 
class  division  in  society  is  based.  On  the  one  side  are  the  conliscators  and  owners  of  the 
natural  resources  and  means  of  production — the  caintalist  class — whik^  on  the  other  side 
tliero  is  the  working  class — tlie  vast  army  of  wealth-producers — who  are  dei)endent  for  a 
living  on  the  selling  of  tlieir  labor  power  to  tlie  cai>italist  class. 

By  selling  their  labor  i)ow'er  to  the  capitalist  owners  of  tho  m(;ans  of  production  the 
wageworkcrs  are  practically  selling  themselves  for  so  many  hours,  weeks,  months,  or  years 
of  tiieir  natural  life,  and  have  their  physical  and  uumi tal  energy  and  vitality  exploited  by  the 
employing  class. 

The  ruling,  class,  in  order  to  strengthen  and  ]H;rT)(!tuate  their  material  class  interests  and 
privileges,  will  at  all  times  endeavor  to  control  the  political  machinery— local,  state  and  na- 
tional— and  dictate  the  work  of  the  legislative,  executive  and  judiciary  departments  of  govern- 
ment. 

Tlieso  efforts  of  tho  capitalist  class  to  remain  in  political  supremacy  and  thereby  give  legal 
sanction  and  perpetuity  to  their  class  priviU;gi'S,  m'cessai-ily  lead  to  [xjliiical  organization  on 
the  part  of  tho  working  class.  Thus  the  Socialist  i)arty  has  s|)rung  into  (ixistence  as  t  Ikj  natural 
result  of  the  struggle  between  the  capitalist  class  and  the  w(jrking  class  and  considers  it  as  its 
mission  to  organize  tho  working  cla.ss. 

Tho  Socialist  party  stands  for  tho  interests  of  the  working  class  and  considers  it  as  its 
mission  to  organize  the  working  class  into  a  i)owei  ful  i)olitical  pfirty  on  the,  (jlatl'cjrm  (jf  Social- 
ism. Tho  wageworkers  are  fast  realizing  the  fact  that  the  land,  the  natural  resources  and 
the  means  of  production  and  distribution  are  being  monoiJolized  by  tho  lew  exploit  ei  s  of  laljor, 
while  the  great  army  of  wealth-producers  are  hopelessly  slaving  and  sulfering  from  tho  cradle 
to  tho  grave. 

Trusts  and  combinations  have  monopolized  the  means  of  life  of  tlie  i)i;ople  and  are  dic- 
tating the  prices  for  everything  the  people  cat,  drink,  wear  or  use.  And  this  work  of  conhsca- 
tion  and  legalized  robbery  lias  been  carried  on  with  the  support,  sanction  and  political  pro- 
tection of  the  Democratic  and  liepublican  pai-ties.  Thus  tho  present  higli  cost  of  living  has 
been  brought  about,  for  which  both  the  leading  capitalist  parties  are  resjjonsible.  Tlie  absolute 
falluro  of  these  capitalist  i)artics  to  scjIvo  this  problem  of  the  higii  cost  of  living,  to  deal  suc- 
cessfully with  tho  misery  of  unemployment,  ami  their  failure  to  protect  the  very  life  interests  of 
tho  masses  of  the  people,  domonstrato  the  necessity  of  the  collective  ownership  of  the  means  of 
production. 

As  a  step  in  this  direction  tho  Socialist  party  advocated  the  public  ownershin  of  railroads 
and  coal  mines,  telegraph  and  telephone,  stockyards  and  slaughterhouses,  grain  elevators,  etc. 

The  Socialist  party  insists  that  tho  working  class  and  those  in  sympathy  with  this  great 
modern  Socialist  and  labor  movement  take  jiossession  of  the  law-making  machinery  by  electing 
Socialist  representatives  to  the  State  Legislature  and  other  ollices,  where  they  can  i;urb  the 
dangerous  power  of  the  capitalist  class,  enact  hsgislation  for  tho  benelit  of  the  working  class 
and  lay  tho  foundation  for  tho  social  ownership  of  tho  means  of  production  and  distribution. 

We  appeal  to  tho  working  class  of  Missouri  and  to  all  those  in  syjiii)athy  with  our  great 
cause  to  recognize  tho  fact  that  "tho  oniancii)atioti'  of  the  working  class  must  be*  achieved  by 
tho  workers  themselves,"  through  their  own  jiolitical  and  economic  organizations.  There- 
fore, rally  to  the  banner  of  tho  Socialist  party  and  contribute  your  share  of  woi-k  to  the  noble 
cause  of  Labor's  emancipation  and  for  a  higher  civilization. 

For  the  immediate  relief  of  the  people  of  this  stal(»  the  Socialist  party  proposes  tho  follow- 
ng  measures  and  pledges  its  candidates  to  do  all  in  their  poAver  to  have  them  enacted  into  law: 

Industrial  Demand.s. —  1.  State  insui-ance  for  all  workcu's  against  unemployment,  sick- 
ness, injury  and  old  ago,  without  contribution  on  the  part  of  the  workers. 

2.  Relief  for  tho  unemployed  by  the  establishment  of  state  industries  and  the  extension 
of  public  works.  Persons  so  emiiloyed  to  j-eceive  the  prevailing  imion  wage  for  an  eight-hour 
day. 

3.  Establishment  of  a  legal  ma.ximuni  workday  of  eight  hours,  and  a  rest  period  of  one 
and  one-half  days  in  each  week. 

4.  Abolition  of  the  contract  system  in  all  puljlic  work;  the  state  shall  directly  perform 
such  work  under  union  conditions. 

5.  All  emnloyjiient  bureaus  to  bo  operated  by  the  state  or  the  various  municipalities. 
All  private  employment,  detective  and  strikebreaker  agencies  to  be  prohibit(;(l. 

G.  A  law  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  militia  or  police  to  break  strikes  and  imi)orting 
strikebreakers  from  other  states  and  the  lodging  of  the  strikebreakers  on  premises  where  a 
strike  is  in  progress.  It  shall  bo  unlawful  for  any  court  to  issue  injunctions  that  i)r(;vent  work- 
ing people  fro)ii  improving  their  condition  by  organized  (iU'ort. 

7.  Compulsory  education  for  children  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

8.  We  demand  tho  abolition  of  Judicial  precedent  and  of  the  common  law  in  the  trial  of 
all  legal  cases,  and  tho  establishment  of  a  court  of  eipiil  y  to  try  all  cases  whcsre  t  he  statutes  do 
not  apply.    The  decisions  in  said  suits  in  eiputy  to  be  nuule  by  a  jm-y. 
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Political  Demands. —  1.  Municipal  homo  rule,  porniitting  the  citizens  of  each  conumi- 
nity  to  direct  their  own  public  airuirs  freu  of  iutcrrurenco  by  state  ofllcials  or  state  laws.  Ke- 
nioval  of  restricUons  on  inunicii)alitit;s  as  to:  J^iniit  of  iiuiol)ledness;  ownership,  control  aiui 
operation  of  any  public  utility,  business  or  enterprise;  juaintenanco  and  control  of  police,  ex- 
cise and  election  commissions. 

2.  Votes  for  women.  Equal  political  and  civil  rights  for  men  and  women  and  equal 
pay  for  equal  work. 

3.  Proportional  representation  for  legislative  Ijodies  and  the  recall  for  all  elective 
olllcials. 

4.  Abolition  of  the  State  Senate  and  the  veto  power  of  the  governor. 

5.  No  law  enacted  l)y  the  i)eoplo  or  their  representatives  shall  be  declared  unconstitu- 
tional by  any  court  of  this  state;  prohii)iti()n  of  tlie  practice  of  taking  civil  cases  from  the 
jury;  the  state  to  conduct  the  defense  as  well  as  the  prosecution  in  criminal  cases;  abolition 
of  capital  punishment  and  money  hues  in  criminal  castss;  ijcrsons  unjustly  arrested  or  im- 
prisoned to  be  compensated  for  damages  sull'ered;  reform  in  the  selection  of  grand  juries  so  that 
the  working  class  interests  will  be  properly  represented. 

General  Dcmanils. — 1.  Immediate  acquirement  by  the  state  or  the  municipalities  of 
grain  elevators,  stockyards,  slaiighterliouses,  storage  facilities  and  other  means  of  distribu- 
tion in  order  to  reduce  the  pres(Mjt  cixtortionate  cost  of  living. 

2.  Extension  of  the  public  domain  to  include  juines',  quarries,  forests,  water  power  and 
other  natural  resources. 

3.  The  state  to  monopolize  and  coiulucb  as  a  i)ublic  institution  all  life,  fire  and  accident 
insurance. 

4.  A  graduated  income  tax;  tiie  extension  of  inheritance  taxes  to  include  all  inheritances 
of  live  thousand  dollars  or  more;  abolition  of  p(jll  taxes  throughout  the  state;  land  held  for 
speculation  or  exploitation  to  be  taxed  at  a  higlier  rate  than  land  used  for  iiomes  or  useful 
production. 

5.  Abolition  of  the  use  of  convict  labor  in  competition  with  fr(!0  labor.  Payment  of 
wages  to  convicts  when  employed,  for  their  own  use  when  released  or  the  support  of  .their 
families  wlien  such  exist. 

G.  Provision  for  a  state  ])rinting  ollice,  to  do  all  printing  for  the  state,  including  free 
textbooks  for  the  public  schools.

THE  SOCIALIST  LAliOR  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Tho  Socialist  Labor  Convention  jnet  in  Now  Yorlc  on  April  10.  1912. 

THE  PLATFOUIW. 

(Adopted  at  New  York  Ai)i  il  10,  1912.) 

The  Socialist  Labor  party  of  tho  United  States  of  America,  in  national  convention  as- 
sembled in  New  York  on  April  10,  1912,  realUrminf,'  its  previous  platform  pronouncemonls, 
and  in  accord  with  the  international  Socialist  movement,  declares: 

Social  conditions,  as  illustrated  by  the  OA^ents  that  crowded  into  the  last  four  years,  have 
ripened  so  fast  that  each  and  all  the  principles  hitherto  proclaimed  by  tiie  Socialist  Labor 
party,  and  all  and  each  the  metliods  that  the  Socialist  Labor  party  has  liithcrto  advocated, 
stand  today  most  conspicuously  demonstrated. 

The  capitalist  social  systenx  has  wrought  its  own  destruction.  Its  leading  exponents, 
tho  present  incumbent  in  tho  presidential  chair,  and  his  "illustrious  predecessor,"  liovvever, 
seemingly  at  war  with  each  other  on  principles,  cannot  conceal  tlie  identity  of  their  political 
views.  Tho  oligarchy  proclaimed  by  tlie  tenets  of  tiio  one,  tlie  monarcliy  proclainiiMl  by  tho 
tenets  of  the  other,  jointly  proclaim  tho  conviction  of  tlie  foremost  men  in  the  ruling  class 
that  the  republic  of  capital  is  at  the  end  of  its  tether. 

True  to  the  economic  laws  from  which  socialism  proceeds,  dominant  wealth  has  to  such  an 
extent  concentrated  into  the  hands  of  a  select  few,  tho  i>lutocracy.  that  the  lower  layers  of  the 
capitalist  class  feel  driven  to  tho  ragged  edge,  while  tho  large  majority  of  the  people,  tlie  work- 
ing class,  are  being  submerged. 

True  to  tlie  sociologic  laws,  by  tho  right  of  which  socialism  reads  its  forecasts,  the  plutoc- 
racy is  breaking  through  its  republic-democratic  sliell  and  is  stretching  out  its  hands  towards 
absolutism  in  government;  tho  property-holding  layers  below  it  are  turning  at  bay;  the  pro- 
letariat is  awakening  to  its  consciousness  of  class  and  thereby  to  the  perception  of  its  historic 
mission. 

In  the  midst  of  this  hurly,  all  tho  colors  of  tho  rainbow  are  being  projected  upon  tho  social 
mists  from  tho  prevalent  confusion  of  thought. 

From  the  lower  layers  of  the  capitalist  class  the  bolder,  yet  foolhardy,  portion  bluntly 
demands  that  "the  trust  be  smashed." 

Even  if  the  trust  could,  it  should  not  be  smaslied;  cv(;n  if  it  should,  it  cannot.  Tho  law  of 
social  progress  pushes  towards  a  system  of  production  that  shall  crown  the  efforts  of  man.  with- 
out arduous  toil,  with  an  abundance  of  the  necessaries  for  material  existence,  to  the  end  of 
allowinjj  leisure  for  mental  and  spiritual  expansion.  The  trust  is  a  mechanical  contrivance 
wherewith  to  solve  tho  problem.  To  smash  the  contrivance  were  to  re-introduce  the  days  of 
small-fry  competition  and  set  back  the  hands  on  tho  dial  of  time.  Tho  mere  thoiigiit  is 
foolhardy.  He  who  undertakes  the  feat  might  as  well  brace  himself  against  the  cascade  of 
Niagara.    The  cascade  of  social  evolution  would  whelm  him. 

Tho  less  bold  among  the  smaller  property-holding  element  proposes  to  "curb"  the  trust 
with  a  variety  of  schemes.  The  very  forces  of  social  evolution  that  propel  the  development  of 
the  trust  stamp  tho  "curbing"  schemes,  whether  political  or  economic,  as  childisii.  Tliey 
are  attempts  to  hold  back  a  runaway  horse  by  tlie  tail.  The  laws  by  which  the  attempt  has 
been  tried  strew  the  patli  of  tho  runaway.  They  are  splintered  to  pieces  with  its  kicks  and 
serve  only  to  furnish  a  liveliliood  for  tho  corporation  and  the  anti-corijoi-ation  lawyer. 

From  still  lower  layers  of  the  same  pro\)erty-holding  class,  social  layers  that  have  sniffed 
the  breath  of  socialism  and  imagine  themselves  socialists,  comes  the  iridescent  theory  of  cap- 
turing the  trust  for  tho  peoi)le  by  the  ballot  only,  ^riie  "capture  of  the  trust  for  the  people" 
implies  the  social  revolution.  To  imply  the  social  revolution  with  the  ballot  only,  witliout  the 
means  to  enforce  the  ballot's  flat,  in  case  ol  reaction's  attempt  to  override  it,  is  to  fire  blank 
cartridges  at  a  foe.  It  is  worse.  It  is  to  threaten  his  existence  without  the  means  to  carry  out 
the  threat.  Threats  of  revolution  without  provisions  to  carry  them  out  result  in  one  of  two 
things  only — either  the  leaders  are  brought  out.  or  tho  revolutionary  class,  to  whicli  the  leaders 
appeal  and  which  they  succeed  in  drawing  after  themselves,  are  led  like  cattle  to  the  siiambles. 
The  Commune  disaster  of  France  stands  a  monumental  warning  against  the  blunder. 

An  equally  iridescent  hue  of  the  rainbow  is  projected  from  a  still  lower  layer,  a  layer 
that  lies  almost  wholly  within  the  sul)merged  class — the  theory  of  capturing  the  trust  for  the 
working  class  with  the  list  only.  The  capture  of  tho  trust  for  the  people  implies  something 
else  besides  revolution.  It  implies  revolution  carried  on  by  the  masses.  For  reasons  i)arallel 
to  those  that  decree  the  day  of  small-fry  competition  gone  by,  mass-revolutionary  consi)iracy 
is.  today,  an  impossibility.  The  trust-holding  plutocracy  may  successfully  put  through  a 
conspiracy  of  physical  force.  The  smallness  of  its  numbers  makes  a  successful  conspiracy 
possible  on  its  part.  Tho  hugeness  of  the  numbers  requisite  for  a  r(Wolution  against  the  trust- 
holding  plutocracy  excludes  conspiracy  from  the  arsenal  of  the  revolution.  The  idea  of  cap- 
turing the  trust  with  physical  force  only  is  a  wild  chimera. 

Only  two  programs — the  program  of  the  plutocracy  and  tho  program  of  tho  Socialist 
Labor  party — grasp  the  situation.  '  • 

The  political  state,  another  name  for  tho  class  state,  is  worn  out  in  this,  the  leaduig 
capitalist  nation  of  the  world,  most  prominently.  The  industrial  or  Socialist  state  is  throb- 
bing for  birth.  The  political  state,  being  a  class  state,  is  government  separate  and  af)art  Irom 
the  productive  energies  of  the  people;  it  is  government  mainly  for  holding  the  ruled  class  in 
subjection.  The  industrial  or  socialist  state,  being  the  denial  of  the  class  state,  is  govern- 
ment that  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  productive  energies  of  the  people. 

As  their  functions  are  different,  so  are  the  structures  of  the  two  states  ditrerent. 

Tho  structure  of  the  political  state  contemplates  territorial  "representation"  only;  the 
structure  of  the  industrial  state  contemplates  representation  of  industries,  or  useful  occupa- 

^'""""inie^conornlc  or  industrial  evolution  has  reached  that  point  where  the  political  state  no 
longer  can  maintain  itself  under  tho  forms  of  democracy.  While  the  plutocracy  lias  relative- 
ly shrunk,  tho  enemies  it  has  raised  against  itself  have  become  too  numerous  to  be  dallied 
with.    What  i.s  still  worse,  obedient  to  the  law  of  its  own  existence  the  political  state  has 
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been  forced  not  merely  to  multiply  enemies  aj^ainst  itself;  it  has  been  forced  to  recruit  and 
group  tlie  bulk  of  these  enemies,  tlie  revolutionary  bulk,  at  tliat. 

The  working  class  of  the  land,  the  historically  rcsvolutionary  element,  is  grouped  by  the 
leading  occunations,  agricultural  as  well  as  industrial,  in  such  manner  that  the  "autonomous 
craft  union,'  one  time  the  palladium  of  the  workers,  has  become  a  liarmless  scarecrow  upon 
which  tlio  capitalist  birds  roost  at  ease,  while  tlie  industrial  unions  cast  ahead  of  thera  the 
constituencies  of  the  government  of  the  futur(>,  ami,  jointly,  point  to  the  industrial  state. 

Nor  yet  is  this  all.  Not  only  has  the  political  state  raised  its  own  enemies;  not  only  has 
itself  multiplied  them;  not  oidy  has  itself  recruited  and  drilled  them;  not  only  has  itself  grouped 
tlieiu  into  shape  and  forni  to  succeed  it;  it  is,  f urtiiermore,  driven  by  its  inlierent  necessities, 
prodding  on  tlie  revolutionary  class  by  digging  ever  more  fiercely  into  its  Hanks  the  harpoon  of 
exploitation. 

With  the  purchasing  power  of  wages  sinking  to  over  lower  diipths;  with  certainty  of  work 
hanging  on  ever  slenderer  threads;  with  an  evermore  gigantically  sweUing  army  of  the  un- 
employed; with  the  need  of  profits  pressing  the  plutocracy  harder  and  harder  recklessly  to 
squander  the  workers'  limbs  and  life;  what  with  all  this  and  the  parallel  process  of  merging 
the  workers  of  all  industrii^s  into  one  lnterdopendi;nt  solid  ma.ss,  the  final  breakup  is  rendered 
inevitable  and  at  hand. 

No  wild  scliemes  and  no  rainbow-chasing  Avill  stead  in  the  approaching  emergency. 
The  plutocracy  knows  this — and  so  does  the  Socialist  Labor  party — and  logical  is  the  pro- 
gram of  each. 

'I'he  program  of  the  plutocracy  is  feudalic  autocracy,  translated  into  capitalism.  Where 
a  social  revolution  is  pending,  and,  for  Avhatever  reason,  is  not  enforced,  reaction  is  the  al- 
ternative. 

The  program  of  the  Socialist  T^abor  party  is  revolution — the  industrial  or  Socialist  repub- 
lic, the  social  order  where  the  i)olitical  state  is  overthrown;  where  the  Congress  of  the  land 
consists  of  the  representatives  of  the  useful  occupations  of  the  land;  where,  accordingly,  a 
government  is  an  essential  factor  in  production;  where  the  blessings  to  man  that  the  trust  is 
instinct  with  are  freed  from  the  trammels  of  the  private  ownership  that  now  turn  the  potential 
blessings  into  a  curse;  where,  accordingly,  abundance  cjan  be  the  patrimony  of  all  who  work, 
and  the  shac^kles  of  wage  slavery  are  no  more. 

In  keeping  with  the  goals  of  the  diflerent  programs  are  the  means  of  their  execution. 

The  means  in  contemplation  by  reaction  is  the  bayonet,  'i'o  this  end  reaction  is  seek- 
ing, by  means  of  the  police  spy  and  other  agencies,  to  lash  the  proletariat  into  acts  of  violence 
that  nuiy  give  a  color  to  the  resort  to  the  bayonet.  By  its  maneuvers  it  is  egging  the  working 
class  on  to  dectls  of  fury.  The  capitalist  i)ress  echoes  the  policy,  while  the  pure  and  simple 
political  Socialist  party  f)ress,  gcmerally,  is  snared  into  the  trap. 

On  the  contrary,  the  means  llrnUy  adliercd  to  by  the  Socialist  Labor  party  is  the  con- 
stitutional method  of  political  action,  backed  by  the  industrially  and  class-consciously  or- 
ganized proletariat,  to  the  exclusion  of  anarchy,  and  all  that  thereby  hangs. 

At  such  a  critical  period  in  the  nation's  existence  the  Socialist  Labor  party  calls  upon  the 
working  class  of  America,  more  deliberately  serious  than  ever  before,  to  rally  at  the  polls  under 
the  party's  banner.  And  the  party  also  calls  upon  all  intelligent  citizens  to  place  themselves 
squarely  upon  the  ground  of  working  class  interests  and  join  us  in  this  mighty  and  noble  work 
of  human  emancipation,  so  that  we  may  put  summary  end  to  the  existing  barbarous  class  con- 
flict by  placing  tiie  land  and  all  the  means  of  production,  transportation  and  distribution  into 
the  hands  of  the  people  as  a  collective  body,  and  substituting  for  the  present  state  of  planless 
production,  industrial  war  and  social  disorder,  the  Socialist  or  industrial  commonwealth- 
commonwealth  in  which  every  worker  shall  have  the  free  exercise  and  fidl  benefit  of  his  facul- 
ties, multiplied  by  all  the  modern  factors  of  civilization.

^^^^ ^Geographical  representative  government,  separate  and  apart  from  industry,  has  reached 
its  climax  The  plutocracy  sees  this;  so  does  the  Socialist  Labor  party.  \\  hile  one,  the  plu- 
tocracy leans  toward  industrial  autocraiic  government,  the  other,  the  Socialist  Labor  parly, 
backed  by  the  revolutionary  class  conscious  industrially  organized  i)roletariat,  leans  toward  an 
industrial  democracy;  a  representative  constitutional  government  by  the  indii.Mrial  vote. 

The  means  to  bring  about  this  revolution  is  the  constitutional  method  of  political  action, 
backed  by  an  industrial  organization  of  tlie  working  class,  to  tlie  exclusion  of  anarcliy. 

While  hither  o  the  underclass,  in  whose  hands  tlie  future  state  rests,  suffered  from  the 
development  of  (  ipitalism,  it  also  suffered  from  the  incompleteness  of  that  tlevelopment. 
The  capitalist  system  having  now  reached  the  end  of  its  tether,  the  industrial  republic  throbs 
for  birth  Ther^More.  the  Socialist  Labor  party  of  tlie  State  of  Missouri  warns  all  wagoworkers 
to  support  no  reform  issues  which  spring  from  the  lower  layers  of  the  capitalist  class,  and  calls 
upon  all  working  people  to  rally  under  tlie  banner  of  the  Socialist  Labor  party  to  make  a  oloau 
swath  of  this  entii'c  system  umler  which  hil^or  is  bouglit  an<l  sold  like  merchandise,
